^f ihe relfjhing converfation^ nvhichpaff^d bettveen tit 
duche/if her damfels^ and Sancho ran9a 9 ivortiy ## 
te read and remarked* 

TH £ hiflory then relates that BancU P^^ di4 
not fleep that afternoon, but, to keep lus wore}, 
came with the meat in his mouth to fee thp 
duchefs; who, being delighted to hear him talk, 
^oadehim fit down by her on a low ftool, though 
^•ebof out of pure good manners, would have Se- 
diced it ; bat the duchefs would have him fit down a^i 
ft governor, and talk as a fquire, fiuce in both thofe 
capacities he deferved the very ftool of the champip^ 
Cii Ruj Dias. Sancho fhrugged up his (boulders, 
Obeyed, and iat down, and all the duchefs^s damfels

to hear what he would fay. But the duchefs fpoke 
£rft, faying : Now we are alone, and that no body

vernor, as to {ome doubts I have, arifingfroia the 
printed hiftory of the great Don ^ixoie : one of which 
is, that, iince honed Sancbo never faw Dulcinea, J. 
mean the lady Dulcinea del 7obo/o, nor carried her^ojr 
^fxote*s letter, it being left in the pocket-book in 
the fable mountain, how durit he feign the anfwer, and 
the flory of his finding her winnowing wheat, it be- 
ing all a fham, and a lye, and fb much to the prejudice 
of the good character of the peerlefs Du/dnea, and the 
jvhole fo unbecoming the quality and fidelity of a 
trufty fquire ? At thefc words, without^making any re- 
ply, Sancbo got up from his flool, and ftepping foft- 
ly, with his body bent, and his finger on his lips, he 
crept round the room, lifting up the hangings ; and, 
this being done, he prefently fat himfdf down again, 
and faid : Now, madam, that I am fure nobody but 
the company hears us, I will anfwer without fear or 
emotion, to all you have aiked, and to all you fhall 
aik me ; and the firft thing I tell you, is* -tl^ I take 
my m after D^ff ^ixote for a down- right madman, 
though fometimes he comes out with things, which, to 
my thinking, and in the opinion of all that hear him, 
are fo difcrcet, and fo well put together, that Satan 
himfelf could not fpeak better : and yet for all that, in 
eood truth, and without any doubt, I am firmly per- 
luaded he is mad. Now, having fettled this in my 
mind, I dare undertake to make him believe any thing 
that has neither head nor tail, like the bufinefs of the 
anfwer to the letter, and another affiur of fome fix or 
eight days (landing, which is not yet in print :< I meah 
the enchantment of my miftrefs Donna Dulcinea ; for 
you muft know, I made him believe fhe was enchanted, 
though there is no more truth in it than in a ftory of a 
cock and a bull <. The duchefs defired him to tell 
her the particulars of that enchantment, or jeft : and

^»eho recounted die whole exadly as it had pa/Ted 1 
at which the hearers were not a little pleafed, and the 
duchefs, proceeding in her difcourfe, faid : From what 
honeft Sancbo has told me, a certain fcruple has darted 
into my head, and fomething methinks whifpers me in 
the ear, iaying to me ; Since Don ^ixoti tie la Man- 
iba is a fool, an ideot, and a madman, and San€b9 
Panfa his fquire knows it, and yet ferves and follows 
him, and relies on his vain promifes, without doubt 
he muft be more mad, and more ftupid than his ma- 
fter : and, this i)eing really the cafe, it will turn to 
bad account, lady duchefs, if to fuch a Sancbo Panfa 
you give an ifland to govern ^ for Jie, who knows not 
how to govern himfelf, how ihould he know how to 
govern others ? fiy my faith, madam, qnoth Santbo^ 
this fame fcruple comes in the nick of time : pleafe 
your ladyihip to bid it fpeak out plain, or as it lifts ; 
for I know it fays true, and, had I been wife, I Ihould 
have left my mailer long ere noW ; but fuch was my 
Jot, and fuch my evil- errantry. I can do no more ; 
follow him I nnuft ; we are both of the fame town ; 
I have eaten his bread ; I love him ; he returns my 
kindnefs $ he gav-e me his afs -colts ; and above all I 
am faithful ; 2jy^ therefore it is impoffible any thing 
ihould part us but the iexton's fpade and ihovel : an(C 
if your highneis has no mind the government you pro- 
mifed ihould be given me, god made me of lefs, and 
it may be the not giving it me may redound to the be- 
nefit of my conicience : for, as great a fool as I am, I 
underiland the proverb. The piimire had wings to her 
hurt ; and perhaps it may be eaiier for Sancbo the 
(quire to get to heaven, than for Sancbo the governor. 
They naake as good bread here as in France ; and, In 
the dark all cats are grey ; and. Unhappy is he, who 
has not breakfafled at three ; and. No ilomach is a 
0>an bigger than another, and may be filled, as they 
fiy, wrth ftraw or with hay ; and. Of the little birds in 
the air, god himfelf takes the care; and. Four yards 
of coarfe cloth of Cuenga are warmer than as many 
of fine Segovia ferge ; and. At our leaving this world, 
^and eoing into the next, the prince travels in as nar- 
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xow a path as the day-labourer ; and the pope^s bod/ 
takes up no more room than the , fexton^s, though the 
one be higher than the other ; for, when we <:omc to 
the grave, we mufl all fhdnk and lie dofe, or be inade 
^o flirink and lie clofe in ipite of us ; and fo good 
night : and therefore I fay again, that, if your lady- 
ibip will not give me the iiland, becaufe I am a fool, 
I will be {o wife as not to care a fig for it ; and I have 
Jieard fay. The devil lurks behind the crofs ; and, AU 
is not gold that glitters ; and Bcmba the hufbandman 
was taken from among his plows, h'« yokes, and oxen, 
to be king of ^patn ; and Roderigo was taken from 
his brocades, paffemes, and riches, to be devoured by 
fnakes, if ancient ballads do not lyet-^ How fhould 
they lye ? faid then the Duenna Radriguexy who was 
one of the auditors ; for there is a ballad, which tells 
how king Roderigo was ihut up alive in a tomb full of 
toads, fnakes, ami lizzards, and that, two days after, 
the king faid from within the tomb, with a mournful 
and low voice. Now they gnaw me, now they gnaw 
me m the part by whkh 1 finned mofl : and, according 
to this, the gentleman has a great deal t^ reafon to 
fay, he would rather be a peafant than a king, if fuch 
vermin mull eat him up. The duchefs could not for- 
bear laughing to hear the iimplicity of her Duenna^ 
nor admiring to hear the reafonings and proverbs of 
Sancho, to whom fhe faid : Honeft Sancho knows fuU 
well that whatever a knight once promifes, he endea- 
vours to perfdmi it, though it cofl him his life. The 
•duke, my lord and hufband, though he is not of the 
-errant-order, is neverthelefs a knight, and rhercfore 
will make good his word, as to the promifed Wand, 
in fpile of the envy and the wickediicfs of the world. 
Let Sancho be of good cheer ; for, when he leaft 
thinks of it, he. (hall find himfelf feated in the chair 
of ftate of his ifland and of his territory, and fhall 
id handle his govprmnent, as to defpife for it one of 
brocade three flory high. What I charge him is, 
to take heed how he governs his vafials, renricmberin^ 
• Aat they, are all loyal and well bom. As to govern- 
ing them well, anfwered Sanch^ there is no need tf£

^Ting it me in charge ; for 1 am oaturally charitable 
and compaiConate to the poor, and. None will dare . 
the loaf to fteal from him that fifts and kneads the 
meal ; and, by my beads, they ihall put no falte 
dice upon me : I am an old dog, and underfiar.d /^/^ 
tus ', and know how to fnulF my eyes in proper time^ 
and will not fuffer cobwebs to get into my eyes ; for I 
Imow where the ihoe pinches. All this I fay» that the 
good may be fure to have of me both heart and hand^ 
and the bad neither foot nor footing : and, in my opi* 
nion, as to the bufinefs of governing, the whole lies 
in the beginning ; and perhaps when I have been fif- 
teen days a governor, my fingers may itch after the 
ofiice, and I may know more of it than of the labouv 
of the field to which I was bred. You are in the 
rights Sanchi quoth the duchefs ; for no body is bom 
learned> and bifhops are made of men„ and not of 
ftones. But, to refume the difcourfe we were juft now 
upon, concerning the enchantment of the lady Dulci* 
ma ; I am ver)' certain that SancMs defign of putting 
a trick upon his mader, and making him believe that 
the country -wench was Dulcima^ and that, if his ma* 
fter did not know her, it mufl proceed from her being 
enchanted, was all a contrivance of Tome one or other 
of the enchanters, who perfecute Don ^ixoie: for 
really, and in truth, I know from good hands, that 
th6 wench, who jumped upon the afs, was, and is, 
Vulcinea del fobojo, and that honefl Sancho^ in thinking 
he was the deceiver, was himfelf deceived ; and there 
is no more doubt of this truth, than of things we never 
faw : for Signor Sanchq Pan^a mufl know, that here 
alfo we have our enchanters, who love us, and tell us 
plainly and fmcerely, and without any tricks or devices, 
all that paffes in the world : and believe me, SaHcbo^ 
the jumping wench was^ and is, Duicinea delTobofo^ 
who is enchanted juft as much as the mother that borci 
her ; and, when we leaft think of it, we fhall fee her 
in her own proper form ; and then Sancbo will be con» 
vinced of the midake he now lives in. All this may •

he pretends he faw the lady Dulcinea del ^ohofi in die 
very fame drefs and garb I faid I had feen her in, when 
I enchanted her for my own pleafure alone ; whereas, 
as your ladyfhip fays, all this muft have been quite 
otherwifc : for it cannot, and muft not, be prefumed, 
that my poor invention ihould, in an inftant, ftart fo 
canning a device, nor do I believe my mafter is fuch a 
madman, as to credit fo extravagant a thing, upon no 
better a voucher than myfelf. But, madam, your 
goodnefs ought not therefore to look upon me as an 
ill-dcfigning pcrfon ; for a dunce, like me, is not 
obliged to penetrate into the thoughts and crafty inten- 
tions of wicked enchanters. I invented that ilory to 
efcape the chidings of my maften and not with defign 
to offend him : and, if it has fallen out otherwife, god 
is in heaven who judges the heart. That is true, 
quoth the duchefs : but tell me, Sancho, what is it 
you were faying of Montejinas*^ cave, I fhould be 
glad to "know it. Then Sancho related, with all its 
circumftances, what has been faid concerning that ad« 
venture. Which the duchefs hearing, (he faid : From 
this accident it may be inferred, that, fince the great 
J^on fixate fays he faw the very fame country -wench^ 
whom Sambo faw coming out of Toho/of without doubt 
it is Dulcinea^ and that the enchanters hereabouts are 
very bufy, and exceflively curious. But I fay, quoth 
Sancbo Panfa, if my lady Du/ciu$a del Tohofo is en- 
chanted, fo much the worfe for her \ and I do not 
think myfelf bound to engage with my mafter^s ene- 
mies, who mufl needs be many and malicious : true 
;t 18, that fhe I faw was a country-wench : for fuch I 
took her, and fuch I judged her to be j and if fhe was 
Dulcinea^ it is not to be placed to my account, nor 
ought it to lie at my door. It would be fine indeed, 
if I muft be called in queftion at every turn, with San- 
cbo faid it, Sancbo did it, Sancbo came back, and San- 
cbo returned ; as if Sancbo were who they would, and 
not that very Sancbo Pan^a^ handed about in print all 
the world over, as Sampjon Carrafco toW me, who is

at leaft a candidate to be a batchelor at Salamanca ; 
and fuch perfons cannot lye, excepting when they, have 
a mind to it, or when it turns to good account : fa 
that there is no reafon why any body ihoi^d fall up.on 
me, iince I have a good name ; and, as I have- heard 
my mailer fay, a good name is better than great riches ; 
cafe me but in this fame government, and you will 
fee wonders ; for a good fquire will make a good go- 
vernor. 

All that honeft Sancho has now faid, quoth the 
dachefs, are Catonian fentences, or at leaft extracted 
from the very marrow of Michael Verino ' himfelf— • 
florentihus occidit annis : in fhort,, to fpeak in his own 
way, A bad doak often covers a good drinker. Truly, 
madam, anfwered Sancho, I never in my life drank 
for any bad purpofe : for thirft it may be I have ; for 
I am., no hypocrite : I drink when I have a mind, and 
when I h^e no mind, and when it is given me, not 
to be thought fhy or ill-bred ; for when a friend drinks 
to one, who can be fo hard-hearted as not to pledge 
him ? But though I put on the fhoes, I do not dirty 
them. Befides the fquires of knights-errant moH 
commonly drink water;, for they are always wander- 
ing about woods, fore^, meadows, mountains, and 
craggy rocks, without meeting the pooreft pittance of 
wine, though they would give an eye for it. I believe 
fo too, anfwered the duchefs : but, for the prefent, 
Sancho, go and repofe yourfelf, and we will hereafter 
talk more at large, and order ihall fpeedily be given 
about cafing you, as you call it, in the government. 

Sancbo again ki£ed the cluchefs's hand, and begged 
of her, as a favour, that good care might be taken of 
his Dapple, for he was the light of his eyes. What 
dapple ? quoth the duchefs. My afs, replied Sancho ; 
for to avoid calling him by that name, I commonly call 
him Dapple : and I dedred this mifbefs Duenna here,

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when I firft came inta the caftfe, to take care of hinr^ 
and (he was as angry^ as if I had faM fhe was ugly or 
old; though it ihould be more proper and natural for 
Duennas to drefs afies than to let off drawing rooms. 
God be my help ! how ill a gentleman of our town. 
agreed with theie madams? He was fbme cotmdnir 
clown to be fure, quoth Donna Rodriguez ; for, had* 
lie been a gentleman, and welt bom^ he would 
have placed them above the horns of the moon. 
Enough, quoth the duchefs; let us have no more 
of this ; peace. Donna Rodriguez f and you Signer * 
Pan fa, be quiet, and leave the care of making mnch 
of your Datple to me ; for he being a jewel i£$ anchors, 
I will lay nim upon the apple of my eye* It will be 
fufficient for him to lie in nie ftable, anfwered Sancho i 
for, upon the apple of your grandeur's eye, neither ho 
nor 1 are worthy to be one fmgle moment, and I 
would no more confent to it, than I would ponyard 
myfelf : for, though my mafter fays, that, in compfar- 
fance we fhouW rather lofe the game by a card toa 
much, than too- little, yet, when the bufmefe is afies 
and eyes, Ve ^lould 20 with conrpafs in hand, and 
keep within meafnrcd bounds. Carry him, Sancho^^ 
quoth the duchefs, to your government, and there you; 
may regale him as you pleafe, and fet him free froni 
further labour *. Think not, my lady duchefs, yoU 
have faid much, quoth Sancho ; for I have feen more 
than two affes go to governments, and if I ihould carry 
mine, it would be no fuch new thing. S anchors reafon- 
ings renewed the duchefs's laughter and fatijfaftion, and, 
dimiiffing him to his repofe, flic went to give the duke 
an account of what had pafled between them, and they 
two agreed to contrive and give order to have a jeil 
put upon Don ^ixote, which ihould be fEimous^ and 
confonant to the ftile of knight-errantry ; in which they 
played him fo many, fo proper, and fuch ingenious 
ones» that they are iome of the beft adventures coataib- 
ed in this grand hiilory.

CHAP. 
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C H A P. II. 

Giving an account of the method trefcrihed for difen^ 
chaytflt^the peerkfs Dulcinea del Tobofo j 'which is 
CH€ of the moft famous adventures of this hook, 

GREAT was the pleafure the duke and duchefs 
received from the converfation of Don S^uixote 
and Sancho Pan^a ; and perfifting in the deiign they 
had of playing them fome tricks, which ihonld carry 
the femblance and face of adventures, they took an 
hint from what Don Quixote had already told them of 
Montefinos'% cave^ to diefs up a famous one. But what 
the duchefs moft wondered at, was, that Sancho ihould 
be fo very fimple, as to believe for certain that Dulci- 
ma del Tobofo was enchanted^ he hinUelf having been 
the encjianter and impoftor in that buiinefs. And fo 
having inftrudled their fervants how they were to be- 
have* iix days after, they carried Don ^ixote a hunt- 
ing, with a train of hunters and huntfmen not inferior 
to that of a crowned head. They gave Don ^ixote a 
hunting-fuit, and Sancho another, of the fineft green 
cloth : but Don ^ixoti would not put his on, faying, 
he muft (hortly return to the fevere exercife of arms, 
and that he could not carry wardrobes and fumpters 
about with him. But Sancho took what was given 
him, with defign to fell it the ia^ opportunity he fhoald 
have. , \'^ , 

The expefted day being come, Don ^ixote armed 
himfelf, and Sancho put on his new fuit, and mounted 
Dapple^ whom he would not quit though they offered 
him a horfe ; and fo he thruft himfelf amidf| the troop 
of hunters. The duchefs iffued forth magnificently 
drefled, and Don ^txote^ out of pure politenefs and 
civility, held the reins of her palfrey, though the duke 
would not confent to it. At laft they cam^ to a wood, 
between two very high mountains, where pofHng them- 
fclves, in places where the toils were to be pitched, 
and all the company having taken their different (lands, 
the hunt began with a great hollowing and noife, 
infomuch that they could not hear one another, as well

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for the cry of the hounds^ as the winding of the horns* 
The dpchefs aliehted, and, with a boar-fpear in her 
hand, took her ftand in a place where ihe knew wild 
boars ufed to pafs. The duke and Don ^ixote alight* 
ed alfo, and placed themfelves by her fide. Sancbs 
planted himfelf in the rear of them all, withont alight^ 
ing from Dapple^ whom he durft not quit, left fbme 
mifchance fhould befal him. And fcarcely were they 
en foot, and ranged in order, widi feveral of their 
fervants round them, when they perceived an enormous 
boar, purfued by the dogs, and followed by the hunt- 
ers*, making towards them, grinding his teeth and 
tufks, and toiling foam from his mouth. Don ^ixote^ 
feeing him, braced his fhield, and, laying his hand to 
his fword, ftepped before the reft to receive him. The 
^uke did the like with his javelin in his hand. But 
the duchefs would have advanced before them all, if 
the duke had not prevented her. Only Saneho^ at fight 
of the fierce animal, quitted Dapp/e^ and ran the beft 
he could, and endeavoured to climb up into a tall oak, 
but could not-, and, being got about half way up, 
holding by a bough, and ftriving to mount to the top, 
he was fo unfortunate and unlucky, that the bough 
broke, and, in tumbling down, he remained in the 
air fufpended by a fnag of the tree, without coming to 
the ground : and, finding himfelf in this fituation, 
and that the green loofe coat was tearing, and confi- 
dering, that, if the furious aniawd came that way, he 
ftiould be within his reach, he began to cry out fo 
loud, and to call for help fo violently, that all who 
heard him, and did not fee him, thought verily he 
was between the teeth of fome wild bealt. In fhort, 
the tufted boar was laid at his length by the points of 
the many boar-fpears levelled at him ; and Don fixate, 
turning his head about at Sancho's cries, by which he 
knew him, faw him hanging from the oak witli his head 
downward, and dofe by h\ia*DappIe, who deferted him 
not in his calamity. And C/W Hamet Ben-engeli fays, 
he fcldom faw Sancho Pan^a without Dapple, or Dapple 
without Sancho ; fuch was the amity and cordial love 
maintained Ijetween them two. Don ^ixote went 

and 
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and difengaged Sancbo^ who finding himTelf freed and 
a{K>n the ground, fell a viewing the rent in the hunting- 
fuit, and it grieved him to the foul ; for he fancied he 
poiTefled in that fuit an inheritance in fcc-fimple. 

They laid the mighty boar acrofs a fumpter-mule» 
and, covering it with branches of rofemary and myrtle, 
they carried it, as the fpoils of vidory, to a large field- 
tent, eredted in the middle of the wood j where they 
found the tables ranged in order, and dinner fet out fo 
fomptuous and grand, that it eafily difcovered the 
greatnefs and magnificence of the donor. Sancbo^ 
ihewing the wounds of his torn garment to theduchefs, 
faid : Had this been a hare-hunting, or a fowling for 
iinall birds, my coat had been fafe from the extremity 
it is now in : I do not underftand what pleafure there 
can be in waiting for a beaft, who if he reaches 
you with a tulk, it may coft you your life. I remem* 
ber to have heard an old ballad fung to this purpofe : 

May FabilaV fad doom he tllae, 
J^nd hungry bears upon thee ^ dint* 

He was a Gothic king, quoth Don ^ixote^ who, go- 
ing to hunt wild beails, was devoured by a bear. What 
I fay, anfwered Sane ho ^ is, that I would not have prin- ; 
ces and kings run themfelves into fuch dangers, merely 
for their pleafure ; which methinks ought not to be fo, 
Imce it confifts in killing a creature that has not com- 
mitted any fault. You are miftaken, Sancboi tt is 
quite otherwife, anfwered the duke : for the exercife of 
* hunting wild beafts is the moft proper and neceiTary fo^ 
. kings and princes of any whatever. Hunting is an 
image of war : in it there are ftratagems, artifices, and 
ambttfcades, to overcome your enemy without hazard 
to your perfon : in it you endure pinching cold, and 
intolerable heat; idlenefs and fleep are contemned; 
natural vigour is corroborated, and the members of the 
body made adlive : in fhort, it is an exercife, which 
may be ufed without prejudice to any body, and with 
pleafure to many ; ami the bed of it is, that ip is no( 
foj: all people^ as are all other country fports, except- 
ing 
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ing hawking, which b alfo peculiar to kings and gres^ 
perfons. And therefore, Sancho, change your opinion^ 
uAd, when you are a governor, exercife yourfelf in hunt- 
ing, and you will find your account in it. Not fo, an- 
swered Sancb9 } The good governor, and the broken leg, 
Ihould keep at home. It would be fine indeed {<» 
people to come fatigued about bufinefs, to feek hi0i> 
while he is in the mountains following his recreations i 
at that rate the government might go to wreck. In 
good truth. Sir, hunting and pafumes are rather for 
your idle companions, than for ^vemors. What I 
defign to divert myfelf with, ihall be playing at brag at 
Eaftery and at bowls on Sundays and holy-days : as for 
jour huntings, they befit not my condition, nor agre& 
with my comcience* God grant you prove as ^ood as ' 
you fay ; but faying and doing are at a wide dif^ance,. 
quoth the duke. Be it fo, replied Sancho: The good 

Cy-mafter is in pain for no pawn^ ^nd, god's help is 
tter tluin rifing early ; and. The belly carries the' 
legs, ana not the legs the belly : I mean, that, with 
the help of god, and a good intention, I ihall doubdef» 
govern better than a gofs-hawk. Ajy ay, let them 
put their finger in my mouth, and they fhall fee whe- 
ther I can bite or no. The curfe of god and of all Im 
&ints light on you,ac€ucred Saneho, quoth Dm ^ixote : 
when will die day come, as I have often fald, that I 
fliall hear you utter one current and coherent fentence 
without proverbs ^ I befeech your grandeurs, let this 
blockhead alone : he will grind your fouls ta death,, 
not between two, but between two thoufand proverbs^ 
introduced as much to the purpofe and as well timed, as 
I wiih god may grant him health, or me iff defire to hear 
them. iV^ffr/^oPa/fftf^ proverbs, quotkthe duchefs,thougk 
they exceed in numoer thofe of the Greek commenta^- 
tor ', yet are they not to be lefs vahied fet the brevity 
©f die fentences- For my part, ' rouft own, they give 
ne more pleafure than any others, though better timed 
and better applied*.

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VitTt the devil, as you fay, and as your figure denotes 
yott to be, quoth Don ^ixott^ you would before now 
have known that fame knight Don ^xote de la Man- 
cha^ who fiands here before you. Before god, and 
upon my confciem^, replied the devii, I did not fee 
him ; for my thoughts are diftraded about fo ma- 
ny things, that I forgot the principal buiinefs I came 
about. Doubtlefs, quoth Sanchoy this devil muft needs 
be a very honed fellow, and a good chriftian ; elfe he 
would not have fwom by god and his confcience: 
now, for my part, I verily believe there are fome 
good folks in hell itfelf. .Then the devil, without 
alighting, direfting his eyes to Dojt ^ixote^ fJEiid : To 
you, knight of the lions (and may I fee you between 
their paws) the unfortunate, but valiant, laiight Monts- 
Jinos fends me, commanding me to tell you from him 
to wait for him in the very place I meet you in ; for 
he brings with him her, wh^m they call Dulcinea del 
Tohojb, in order to inftrud you how you may dif-en- 
chant her : and this being all I came for, I mud ftay 
no longer. Devils like me be with you, and good 
angels with this lord and lady. And fo faying he blew 
his monftrous honi, and turned his hack, and away he 
went without flaying for an anfwer from any body. 
Every one admired a-frefb, Specially S^ncho and Doft 
.^iuixote ; Sanctto^ to fee how, in fpite of truth, Dul- 
cinea muft be enchanted j and Don fixate, for not be- 
ing fnre of the truth of what had happened to him in 
MontefinM^s cave. While he ftood wrapped up in thefe 
cogitations, the duke faid to him : Does your worfhip, 
Signor Don ^ixote^ defign to wait here ? Why not ? 
anfweredhe :.here will I wait intre|^ and courageous, 
though all hell fhould come to ailault me. Now, for 
my part, quoth Sancho, I will no more ftay here, to fee 
another devil, and. hear another fuch horn, than I 
would in Flanders. 

Now the night grew darker, and numberle^ l%hts 
began to run dhout the wood, like thofe dry esdi^ti- 
ons from the earth, which, glandng along the fky, 
feem, to our fight, as fhoottng ftars. Thc^ was 
heard likewife a dreadful noifc, like that cauYed by

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the ponderous wheels of an ox-waggon, from who(e 
ifarfh and continued creaking, it is laid, wolves and 
bears Ry away, if there clunce to be any within 
Ifearing. To all this combuftion was -added an- 
other, which augmented the whole ; which was, that 
it feemed, as if there were four engagements, or bat- 
tles, at the four quarters of the wo<^, all at one time :

my of Amadis de Gaul and all his kindred ; and on he 
went. Thefe three waggpns halted not far from thence,, 
and the irkfome jariring noife of their wheels ceafed i. 
and prefently was heard another, not nwfe, but found ,^ 
liompofed of fweet and regular mufic; at which 5tf»ci&^ 
was much rejoiced, and took it for a good fign ; and 
therefore he ^d to the duchefs^^ from whom he had 
not ftirred an inch : Where there is mufic, madam» 
there can be no harm. Nor where there are lights and 
briffhtnefs^ anfwered the duchefe. To which Sancba 
^phed : The fire may give light, and boncfires may-

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white, and a great wax torch lighted in his hand. The 
our was thrice as big as any of ^e former, and the fidesi 
and top were occupied by twelve other penitents, aa 
white as fnow^^and aU carrying lighted torches : a fight 
which at once caafed admiration and affright. Upon 
an elevated throne fat a nymph, clgd in a thou^d 
veils of filyer dflbe, befpangled with numberleis leaves 
of gold tinfel i which made her appear, if not very rich,, 
yet very gorgeous. Her face was covered with a trans- 
parent dehcate tifiany ; fo that, without any impedi* 
ment from its threads or plaits, you might difcoveiK 
through it the face of a very beautiful damfel ; and the 
mokicude of lights gave an opportunity of diftbguifhing. 
her beauty, and her age, which feemed not to reach 
twenty years, nor to be under fevemeen. Ciofe by he* 
fat a figure, arrayed in a gown of thofe they call robes 
of ftate down to the feet, and his head covered with 4 
black veil.

I cannot fee what my buttocks have to do with enchant- 
ments. Before god, if Signor Merlin can find oat no 
other way to difenchant the lady Dulcinea del Tobofi, 
enchanted flie maygo to her grave for me. I (hall take 
you, Don peafant ftuft with garlick, quoth Don ^ixote, 
and tie you to a tree, naked as your mother bore yon, 

and 
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and I {ky not three thou(and-and three hundred, but fix

of all who (hall hereafter be told it. Caft, mifcrablc 
and hard-hearted animal, caft, I fay/thofe huge 
goggle ' tyts of thine upon the balls of mine, com- 
pared to glittering ilars, and you will fee them weep 
drop aifter drop, and fbeam after ibeam *, makine fur- 
rows, tracks, and paths down the beauteous fields of 
my cheeks. Relent, fubtile, and ill-intentioned mon- 
ger, at my blooming youth, dill in its teens (for I am 
pad nineteen, and not quite twenty] pining and wi- 
thering under the bark ot a coarfe country wench : and^ 
if at this time I appear otherwife, it is by the particu-

What, 
4oes (he think my fkfh is anade of brafs ? or is it any 
thing to me whether fhe be difenchanted, or no ? In- 
Head of bringing a baflcet of fine linen, fhirts, night- 
<:aps, aud focks (though I wear none) to mollify me^ 
here is nothing but reproach upon reproach, when ihe 
might have known the common proverb, tiiat An zk 
loaden with gold mounts nimbly up the hill ; and, Pr^ 
ients break rocks; and. Pray to god devoutly, and 
iiammer on ftoutly j and. One take is worth two /V/ 
give theis. Then my mafter, inftead of wheedling 
and coaxing me, to mske myfelf of wool and carded 
cotton, fays, if he takes me in hand, he will tie me 
naked with a rope to a tree, and double me the dofe 
of flripea. Befides, thefe companionate gentlefolks 
ought to confider, that they do not only de£re to have 
a iqaire whipped, but a governor, as if it were like 
drinking after cherries, a thing of courfe. Let them 
learn, let them learn, in an ill hour, how to afk and 
iatreat, and to have breeding ; for all times are not 
alike, nor are men always in a good humour. I am at 
this time juft ready to burft with grief to fee my greeft 
jacket torn ; and people <:ome to defire me to whip my- 
felf, of my own good-will, I having as little nund to 
it as to turn Indian printe. In truth, friend Santbo^ quoth

He 
anfwered with the palm of his hand. Thst» rqpSted 
theducheis, is rather clapping than whipping, and I 
am of opinion Signor Merlin wiU Imrdly be contented 
at fo eafy a rate.

You fay well, anfwered the duchefs : to-morrow I will, 
give you a whip, which fhall fuit you exsi,dly, and 
agree with the tendemefs of your flefh, as, if it were its 
own brother. To which Sancbo (aid : Your highnefk 
muft know, dear lady of my foul, that I have written 
a letter to my wife ^ere/a Patifa, giving her an ac«* 
count of all that has befdlen.me, iince I parted frots^ 
her : here I have it in my bofom, and it wants nothing 
but the fuperfcription. I wifh your difcretion would 
read it ; for methinks it runs as becomes a governor, I 
mean, in the manner that governors ought (o write.

With thrjn 
thoujand and three hundred la/hes^ lacking Jt^ve^ that 1 
am to give myfelf^ Jhe twill be as much difenchanted as 
the mother that bore her* Say nothing of this to any body ; 
^or^ go to counfel about nvhat is your o^wn, and ane 'will 
cry^ it is nvhite, another ^ it is black, A fe^w days hence i 
Jhall go to the government^ nuhither I go with an eager 
defire to make money ; for^ lam toldf all new governors go 
^wirh the fe If -fame intention. I twill fee I its pulfe, and fend 
you fword ^whether you Jhall come and be <with me, or no* 
Dapple is well, and fends his hearty fervite to you : I 
do ntrt intend to leave him, though Ivoert to bt made the 
great Turk, ^he duchefs, my miftrefs^ kijfes your hands 
€L thoufand times ': return her two thoufand ; for no- 
thing cojis lefs^ nor is cheaper^ as my mafter fays^ than 
compliments of civility. God has not been pleafed to 
hlefs me vjrth another portmanteau, and arnaher bun- 
dred crowns^ as once before: but be in no pain^ my dear 
Tcrcla j for he that has the repi^ue in hand ' is faft^ 
and ail voill out in the bucking of the government.

The^uchefs, havii^ r^ the letter, idad to Sancho:

to give hnnfelf ; whereas he knows, and cannot deny 
it, that, when my k>rd duke promifed it him, ho body 
breamed 4>f any fuch thi^g as laihes in the world : the 
tothtt is, that he fhews himfelf in it very covetous; 
iind I would not have hhn l»e griping ; for. Avarice 

I In allufion to the ^ame «f ^icquett, 
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burfts the bag, and. The covetous governor docs on- 
governed juftice. That is not my meaning, madam^ 
anfwered Sancho ; and, if your ladyfliip thinks this let- 
ter does not run as it ihould do, it is but teasing it^ 
and writing a new one, and perhaps it may prove s 
worfe, if it be left to my noddle. No, no, replied 
the ducfaefs, this is a very good one^ and I will have 
Ae duke fee it. 

Hereupon they went to a garden, where they were 
to dine that day, and the duchefs (hewed Sancho*s let- 
ter to the duke, who was highly diverted with it. 
They dined, and, after the cloth was taken away, and 
they had entertained themfelves a good while with 
Sancho*s relilhing converfation, on a {udden they heard 
the difmal ibundof a fife, and alfo. that of a'hoarie 
and unbraced drum. They all discovered fomc fur- 
prize at the confufed, martial, and doleful harmony ^ 
cfpecially Don ^ixote, who could not contain himfelf 
in his feat through pure emotion.

Co come in. Having mid this, he hemmed, and 
ftroaked his beard from top to bottom with both his 
hands, and with much tranquillity flood expe^lmg the. 
-duke's anfwer, which was: It is now many days, 
honefl fquire TrifaUin of the white beard, fincc we 
have had notice of the misfortune of my lady the coun- 
tcfs Trifaldi^ whom the enchanters have occafioned to 
lie called the afHided matron.

Tri/kUitty hearing this, bent a biee to the ground, and, 
midog a fign to the ^e and drums to play, he walked 
out of the garden to the fame tune, and with the fame 
folemnity as he came in, leaving every one in admiw 
ration at his £gure and deportment 

The duke then, turning to Don ^ixote^ faid : fii 
ihort, renowned knight, neither the clouds of malice^ 
nor thofe of ignorance, can hide or obfcure the light of

^ leaft he would be made fenfible,. that the extraordt» 
ittrily afBided and difconfolate, in great cafes, and in 
=«M)rmous miihaps, do not fly for a remedy to. the 
^*<wfcs of fciiolars, nor to thofe (^country pariihpriefb, 
JO* to the cavalier, who never thinks of ftirring from 
Ws own town, nor to the lazy courtier, who rather 
squires after news to tell ^am, than endeavours to 
P^orm adions and exploits for others to relate or 
^te of him. Remedy for diftrefi, relief in neceffities, 
?*<>teaion of damfels, and confoktion of widows, arc 
^ where fo readHy to be found, as among knights* 
^>^t ; and that I am one, I give infinite thanks to 
Ijeaven, and fhall not repine at anv haidihip or trouble 
|oat can beAd me in fo honourame an exerdfe. Let 
^ matron come, and make what reqnd&ihepleafes :. 
. ror I will commit her redrefs to the force of my arm, 
«Ki the intrqpid refoktioii of my courageous fpirit.

THE duke and dacbefs were extremely delighted 
to fee how well Ihn fixate anfwered their ex- 
pedation ; and here Sancho faid : I ihould be loth that 
this madam Duenna fhould lay any ftumbling-block in 
the way of my promifed government ; for I have heard 
am apothecary oiiloUdo, who talked hke any goldfinch^

Thefc {quires, 
quoth Donna Kodri^ucz,^ are always our enemies ; and 
as they are a kind of faries that haunt the anti.- chambers, 
and fpy us at every turn, the hours they are not at their 
beads, which are not a few, they employ in ipeaking 
ill of us, unburying our bones aad burying our repu- 
tations. But let me tell thef(? moving blocks, that, in 
fpite of their teeth, we fhall live in the world, and in 
the beft families too> though we ftarve for it, and co- 
ver our delicate or not delicate bodies with a black 
weed, as people cover a dui^-hill with a piece of ta- 
peftry on a proceffion^day. Jm faith, if I might, and if

fcrvitoriffimos *. Upon this Don ^imte flood up^ 

'. and,, directing his difcourfe to the afHidted matron^ 
iaid : If your diftrefles, afilifted lady, can proinifc 
themfelves any remedy from the valour or fortitude 
^f any knight:errant, behold mine, which^ though 
Vreak and fcanty, (hall all be employed in your fervice- 
I am Don ^ixote de la Mancha^ whofe fundlion it 

. is to fiiccour the diilreffed of all forts ; and this being 
fb, as it really is, you need not, madam, befpeak good- 
-Urill, nor have recourfe to preambles, but plainly, and 
without circumlocution, teU your griefs ; for you are 
within hearing of thofe, who know how to compaflio- 
liate, if not to redrefs them. Which the afflidled ma* 
tron hearing, fhe made a (hew as if fhe would proftrate 
ierfelf at Don !^rxjofe^s feet ; and adually did fo, and^ 
ftruggling to kiis them, faid : I pfoffrate myfelfi O in- 
vinp^e knight, before thefe feet and legs, as the baii$ 
dnd pillars of knight-errantry : thefe feet wiU I kifs^ 
^ whofe ileps the whole remedy of my misfortune 
langs and depends, O valorous err^jit^. whofe true ex- 
ploits outftrip and obfcure the fabulous ones of the Ama-^ 
dt/esy E iplattdiansy and BtUanifes*.

whofe goodnefs is of greater extent than the oeard of 
my companion Trifaldin here prefent, well mayeft thoa 
boaft,. that in icrving Don fixate, thou doll ferve ia 
9iiniature the whole tribe of knights that ever handled 

I It 19 obTervable that Sancbo has gcutenefs enough to anfwef 
i^t matron in her own ^ftian ilyle ; whHe Port ^ixou, having no 
notion of ridicule, 'ets it pafs. The reader muit have taken bo- 
tice how much Sancho is improved in,tbi% fe^fm J part i for^cote* 
lifiC^ or affedation ie«ip not to ha^vc bejongfl^. to; hia original ch»- 
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arms in the worH : I conjofe thee,- fey what Aoa- 6W#ft 
to thy own fidelity and goodnds, to become an impcV- 
tonate inteixeflbr for me with- thy Idrd, tkat he wobM 
:mftantlyfavoar the humbled and un^happieftof coontefTes* 
To which Sancho anfwered : Whether my geodnefi^ 
Biadam, be, or be n6t^ as long atid as broad as jg^ 
fquire's beard, figni^es little to me : fo that my (bid 
be bearded aiid whilkered, when it depavt!s thia 
life, I care little or nothing for beards here belOw : 
but, without thcfe wheedlings and befeechings, I will 
defire my matter, who I knov has a khidneis for Ate^ 
efpecially now that he wants me for a certain bufinefs; 
to favour and aflift your ladyfhip ki whatever he csto'. 
Unbundle your griefs, madam, and let us intb the par* 
ticulars; and leave as alone to manage, for we Oiall 
anderftand one another. The duke and duche^ were 
»eady to burft with laughing at all this, as knowing 
the drift of this adventure ; and commended, in theii^ 
diooghts, the fmartne^ and difiimulation* of the 7rt* 
faldi, who, returning to her feat, faid. 

Of the famous kingdom ^iCandaya, which lies bc^*

»«vcr fufiiciemty extolled by my feeble tongue, an mfi-

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iiite number of princes, as well natives as foreigners, 
grew enamouied. Among whom, a private gentle- 
man of the court dared to raife his thoughts to the 
.heaven of fo much beauty, confiding in his youth, his 
genteel finery, his many abilities and graces, and the

wealths } becaufe they write couplets, not like th€)fe of 
the marquifs of Mantua^ which divert, and make chil* 
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ditn and wompn weep, but fach pointed things at, 
iike finooth thorns, pierce the fouU and wound like 
iightnbg, leaving the garment whole and un£ng^ 
Another time he lung : 

Come, Death, twitb gently Jieaiingpace% 

And take me unptreei'vd a*way. 
Nor let me fie thy 'vcifif'd-for face^

with other fuch couplets and ditties as enchant wheo 
fuog, and furprize when written. Now, when they 
condefcend to compofe a kind of verfes, at that time 
in faihion in Candaya^ which they call ronndelays, they 
prefently occafion a dancing of the foul, a tickling o£ 
the fancy, a perpetual agitation of the body, and, lad* 
* ; a kind of quick* iilver of all the fenfes. And there** 

tre I fay, moft noble auditors, that fuch vergers de- 
ierve to be bani(hed to the IJle of Lixzards : though in 
truth they are not to blame, but the iimpletons who 
commend them, and the ideots who believe them i 
suid, had I been the honeH Duenna I ought, his nighti- 
ly ferenades had not moved me, nor had I believed 
thofc poetical expreflions : dyings I live-, in ice I burn i, 
J Jhiver in flamei \ in defpair I hope ', I go^ yet fiay i 
with other impo^ibilities of the like damp, of which 
their writings are full. And when they promife us the 
Phoenix of Arabia^ the Cro<wn of Ariadne, the Hairs 
•fthe Sun, the Pearls of the South-Sea, the GoldofTiber^ 
and the Balfam ofPanchaia v they, then give their, pen thfs 
S^eateft^icope, as it cofts^ihem little to promife what they 
never intend, nor can perform. But, woe is me, ua- 
ham>y wretch ! whither do I (bray ? what folly, or what 
nadnefs hurries me to recount the faults of others, hav- 
ing b many of my own to relate ? Woe is me ^gaia, 
<u5iappy creature ! for not his verfe», but n^ owi^ 
fimpUcity, vanquifhed me ; not the mufic, but my le** 
^ty, my great ignorance, and my little caution, melt- 
^me down, opened the way, and fmoothed the paf* 
h%t for Don Cla'vijo ; for that is the name of the afore^ 

laid cavalier. And fo^ I being the go-between, he

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was often in the chamber of the, not by him but met 
betrayed Antonomafia^ under the title of her lawful 
huiband : for, thoogh I am fUmer enough, I would ne^ 
ver have confented, without his being her hufband» 
that he (hould have come within the (hadow of her 
ihoe- firing.

^ia fafub. Um^^U a fa£rjimii? upon the quecn't . 
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fepulchre appeared, mounted on a wooden hoHe, the 

fiant Malambruno^ her cou£n german, who, beiides 
eing cruelty is an enchanter alfo. This giant^ in re- 
venge of his couiin^s death, and in chafUTement of the 
boldnefs of Dm Cia'vijoy and the foUy of Antwomafia^ 
left them both enchant«i by his art upon the very le- 
pulchre 5 her converted into a monkey of brafs, and 
him into a fearful crocodile of an unknown metal ; 
and between them lies a plate of metal like wife, with 
letters engraved upon it in the ^yriac language, which, 
being rendered into the Candayarty and now into the 
Caftiiian^ contain this fentence : 7htfe two prefiunptu- 
9US lovers Jball not recover their prifiine form, '*till 
fhe valorous Manchegan Jhall enter into Jingle comhai

IN reality and truth, all, who delight in fuch hlfior 
Hes as this, ought to be thankful to its original an* 
thor Cid Hamet, for his curious cxadnefs in recording

^l^j^ly to light. He paints thoughts, difcovers ima- 
ginations, anfwers the fllent, clears up doubts, refolves

the mod inquiiitive defire. O moft celebrated author f 
happy Don ^ixote f O famous DuUinea f O face- 
tious Sancbo Panfa ! Live each JQindy and feverally 
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infinite ages, for the general fdeafure and paftiiiie of 
the livuig ! 

Now the ftoiy fays, that, when Sancbo faw the Af^ 
fiaed faint away, he faid : Upon the i^th of an ho- 
neft man, and by the blood of all my ance^rs, the 
Pan^as^ I fwear, I never heard or faw, nor has my 
ma^ ever told me, nor did foch an* adventure as this 
ever enter into his thoughts. A thoufand devils take 
thee ( I would not curfe any body) for an enchanter, 
and a giant, Malambruno ! couldeft diou find no other 
kind of puniihroent to inflid upon thefe finners, but 
that of bearding them ? Had it not been better (I am 
fure it had been better for them) to have wJupt off half 
their nofes, though they had fnufikd for it, than to 
have clapped them on beards \ I will lay a wager,, 
they have not wherewith to pay fbr (having.

proinifes may be converted into deeds. It Ihall not 
reft at me, anfvvered Don fixate * infbnn me, ma- 
dam, what it is I am to do ; for my inclination is ful- 
ly difpofed to ferve you. The caie is, anfwered the 
^ffiiSied^ that, from hence to the kingdom of Can-^ 
iaya^ if you go by land, it is five thoufand leagues^ 
one or two more or lefs ; But if you go through the 
,air in a diredl line, it is three thoufand, two hundred, 
and twenty fe'ven. You muft know alfo, that Ma lam- 
hruno told me, that, when fortune Ihoald fumifli me 
with the knight our deliverer, he would fend him a 
iteed, much better, and with fewer vitioiis tricks, than 
a poft-horfe returned to his ilage : for it is to be that 
very wooden horfe, upon which the valiant Peter of 
Provence carried off the fair Magalona. This horfe is 
governed by a pin he has in his fore-head, which ferves- 
for a bridle, and he flies through the air with fuch 
fwiftnefs, that one would think the devil himfelf car- 
ried him.

Two perfons, anfwered the AffiiSed i one in the (addle, 
and the other behind on the crupper: and generally 
thefe two perfons are the knight and his fquire, when 
there is no ilolen damfel in the cafe. I fhould be glad 
to know, madam Affii&ed^ quoth Sancho, what this 
iorfe's name is. His name^ anfwered the AffliBed^ is not 
tegafusy as was that of BelUrophon \ nor Bucepkalus, as ' 
was thatof Alexander the great i nor Briiladorey as was 
that of Orlando Furiofo : nor is it Bayarte, which belong- 
ed to Reynaidos of Montahani nor Frontino^ which was 
Rogero's : nor is it Bootes^ nor Pyritbousy as they fay 
the horfes of the fun are called : neither is he called 
OrelUy the hoife which the unfortunate RoderigOy the 
laft king of the Goths in Sfain^ mounted in that battle 
wherein he Ibd his kingdom and Itfe. I wilt venture a 
wager* quoth Sancho, fince they have given him none 
of thofe famous and well known names, neither have 
they given hnn that of my matter's horfe Roxinante, 
which in propriety exceeds all that have been hitherto 
named. True, anfwered the bearded countefs; bat

lipmenon of the three ftars atchieved the adventure of 
the fix goblins ; without naming his fquire, who was 
prelent all the while, as if there had been ntf fuch per- 
fon in the world. I fay again, good my lord and la- 
^y> my maftcr may go by himfelf, and much good may 
do him ; for I will ftay here by my lady duchefs : and, 
perhaps, when he comes back, he may £nd madam 
PuUineah hufinefe pretty forward ' ; for I intend, at 
idfe and leifure whiles, to give myfelf fuch a whipping- 
-kftut, that not a hair ihall interpofe. 
• For all that, honeft Sancboy quoth the duchefs, you 
muft bear him company* if need be, and that at the

hofpital girls, a man might venture upon fome pains- 
taking : bat, to endure it to rid Duennas of their beards, 
with a murrain to them, I had rather fee them all 
bearded from the higheft to the lowed, and from the 
niccft to the moll (latternly. You are upon very bad 
terms wkh the Duennas^ friend Sancho, faid the duchefs, 
and are much of the Toiedan apothecary's mind : but 
in troth you are in the wrong ; for I have Duennas in 
my family fit to be patterns to all D'uennas : and here 
Hands Donna Rodriguex^ who will not contradict vac. 
Your excellency may fay what you pleafe, quoth Ro- 
drigue%i for god knows the truth of every tlung, and, 
good or bad, bearded or fmooth, fach as we are our 
mothers brought us forth, like other women ; and 
£nce god cafl us into the world, he knows for what ; 
and I rely upon his mercy, and not upon any body^s 
beard whatever^ 

Enough, miftrefs RodnguetCy quoth Don ^tjcotti 
and, madam ^rifaldi and company, I truft in god, 
that he will look upon your diftrefTes with an eye of 
goodnefs ; and as for Sancho, he fhall do what I com- 
mand him. I wiih Cla'vileno were once come, and that 
Malambruno and I were at it ; for I am confident, no 
razor would more eaiily ihave your lady (hips beards, 
than my fword fhall fhave off Malumhruntft head from 
his Ihoulders : for, though god permits the wicked to 
profper, it is but for a time.

That will not I, quoth Sanch, widi a bad 
or a good will, or any wife ; and if this ihaving can- 
not be performed without my riding behind, let my 
matter feek fome other fquire to bear him company, 
and thefe madams fome other way of fmoothing their 
faces ; for I am no wizzard to delight in travelling 
through the air : befides, what will my iflander* fay, 
when they hear that their governor is taking the ak- 
upon the wings of the wind ? And another thing j it 
being three t£>ufand leagues from henc« to Candaya^ 
if the horfe (hould tire, or the giant be out of humour, 
we fliall be h^f a dozen years in coming back, and by 
that time I ihall have neither iiland noi* iflanders in the 
world, that will know me j and, as the common fay-

Thefe 
gentlewomen's beards muftexcufe me : St. Paerk weU . 
sit Rtme ; I mean, that I am very well in this houfe, 
*vhere they make machof me, and from the mafter 6£ 
which I expert (b great a benefit as to be made a go- 
vernor. I'o which the duke faid : Friend Sancho, the 
ifland I have promifed you is not a floating one, nor 
will it run away : it is fo faft rooted in the abyfi of the 
earth, that it cannot be plucked up, nor ftirred from 
the place where it is, at three pulls : and fincc you 
kjQOW there is no kind of office, of any confid«rabIe 

value. 
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value, but is procured by feme kind of bribej, more 
or lefs, what I exped for this government, is, that 
you go with your mader Don fixate, to accomplifli 
and put an end to this memorable adventure; and, 
whether you return upon CiawUno with the expedi- 
tion his meed promifes, or the contraiy fortune betides

auoth Sanchof your worfhip is ftark nuui : This is joft 
le faying ; You fee I am in hafte, and you charge me 
with a n^en-head : now that I am juft going to fit 
upon a bare board, would you have me gall my bm- 
tocks ? verily, verily, your worfhip is in the wrong ; 
let us now go and trim thefe Duenna f, and, at my re- 
tuniy I promife you I will make fuch dispatch to get 
* out of debt, that your worfhip fhall be contented, 
and I fay no more. Don Quixote anfwered : With 
this promife then, honeft Sancbo, I am fomewhat com- 
forted, and believe you will perform it ; for, thoo^ 
vou are not over-wHe, you are tme-blue. I am not 
bide, but brown, quoth Sancbo ; but though I were a 
mixture of both, I would make good my promife. 

Upon this they came back, in order to mount CAr- 
ndUno; and» at getting up, Dfm^ixati&id: Sauch^ 
hood-^wink vounelf, and get up, Sancbo ; for whoever 
he be that lends for us from countries fo remote, he 
cannot furely intend to deceive us, confidering the Ik- 
tie glory he will get by deceiving thofe who confide 
in lum : but, fuppofe the very reverie of what we 
imagine fhould happen, no malice can obfcure the 
^lory of having attempted the exploit. Let us be go- 
>sg> Sir, quodi Sancbo, for the beards and tears of 
thefe ladies have pieced my heart, and I fhall not 
eat a bit to do me good, 'till I fee them refiored to 
their former fmoothnefs.

And I, who fit by you, may I not vyc with the valo- 
rous Peter, who prefTed this very feat that I now prefs. 
Cover, cover your eyes, heaitlefs animal, and fufFer 
iU)tyQur.fear to^fcape out of your mouth, at lead in my 
S z prefcncc* 
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prefence. Hood-wink me then, anfwcred Sancbo^ and, 
Mcc you have no mind I ftiould commend myfelf to 
god, nor that others do it for mc, what wonder if I 
am afraid left fomc legion of devils may be lurking 
iiercabouts, to hang us firft, and try us afterwards ' ? 

They were now hood- winked, and Don ^uixote^ 
perceivmg he was fixed as he ftioold be, began to turn 
the peg ; and fcarce had he put his fingers to it, when 
an the Duennas and the ftanders-by lifted up their 
voices, faying; God be your guide, valorous knight; 
^odbe with you, intrepid fquire : now, now you mount 
into the air, breaking it with more fwiftnefs than an 
arrow; now you begin to futprize and aftonifh all who 
behead you from the earth : fit faft, valorous Sancho ;

Never 
aiind that, Sancho, quOth Don Quixote ; for, as thcfe 
matters, and thefe flights, are out of the ordinary 
courfe, you may fee and hear any thing a thoufand 
leagues off: but do not fqueeze me fo hard ; for you 
Viil tumble me down : and, to fay the truth, I dto not 
fee why you are fo difturbed, and frighted ; for I can 
fafely fwear, I never was upon the back of an eafier- 
paced fteed in all the days of my life: mcthinks we do 
not fo much as ftir from our place. Baniih fear, fHend; 
for, in ftiort, ^ bufinefs goes as it ftiould, and we have 
the' wind in our poop That is true, anfwered Sancho ; 
for, on this fide, the wmd blows fo ftrong, that a thou- 
fand pair of bellows feem to be fanning mc. And {o 
indeed it was ; for they were airing him with feveral 
huge pair (^bellows ; and fo well was' this adventure 
concerted by the duke, the duchefe, and the ftewaid,

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that nothing was wanting to make it complete. Don 
fixate noW, feeling the wind, faid : Without all doubt^

don ; and, if we go on mounting at this rate, we (hall 
toon reach the region of fire ; and I know not how 
to manage this peg, fo as not to mount where we ihali 
be fcorched. 

While they were thus difcourfing, fome flax, fct on 
fire at the end of a long cane, at fome diftance, be- 
gan to warm their faces, Sanebo feeling the heat, faid :

All this dHcoorfe of the two heroes was over- heard 
1^ the duke and duchefs, and all that were in the gar- 
den ; with which they were extremely delighted ; and 
being now willing to put an end to this ibange and 
Direll-concerted adventure,they clapped fome lighted flax 
to Clavikn<>*ztai\\i and that k&int he» being full of 
fquibs and crackers, blew up with a ilrange noife, and 
t£rew to the ground Z>dffi^/;i?0// and Sancboy half iinged* 
By th)& time the Trifaidi, with the whole bearded 
iquadron of Duennas^ were vanned, and all that re- 
mained in the garden, counterfeiting a trance, lay flat 
upon the ground.

thanks 
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thanks Co heaven for his having atchieved fo great an 
exploit, whh fo little danger, reducing thereby the ve- 
nerable faces of the Duennas to their former complexion* 
he went where the duke and duchefs lay, being not yet 
come to themfelves ; and, pulling the duke by the arm, 
he faid : Courage, courage, good my lord ; the ad* 
venture is over without damage to the bars, as yon re- 
gifter plainly (hews. The duk&, by little and litde» 
like one awaking out of a found deep, came to him- 
felf, and in like manner the duchefs, and all that were 
in the garden, with fuch fhew of wonder and affright, 
thai what they had fo well afted in jell, feemed aN 
moft to themfelves to have happened in eameft. The 
d\ike read the fcroll with his eyes half fhut, and pre- 
fently, with open arms, embraced Don ^ixofe, aftur- 
ing him he was the braveft knight that ever lived.

region of the air, and even touched upon that of fire ; 
but, that we pafled beyond it^ I cannot believe : for 
the fiery region being between the fphere of the moon 
and the utmofl region of the air, we could not reach that 
heaveQ, where the feven goats, Sancbo fpeaks of, are, 
without being burnt ; and, fince we were not burnt, 
either Sancholyes, or Sancbo dreams. I neither lye nor 
dream, anfwered Sancbo : do but a(k me the marks of 
ihofe fame goats, and by them you may guefs whether I 
fjpeak the truth or not.

feeing how fit a fabje£l they had to paTs it on for ear- 
mcSi : and fo, having ptojefled the (cheme, and givea 
the neceflary orders to thdr fervants and vai&lsy how 
they were to behave to Sancbo in his government of 
the promifed ifland, the day hVLomagClavileno*^ flight,^ 
^e duke bid Sancbo prepare, ^nd get himfelf in readi- 
sefs, to go to be a governor ; for his^iflanders sdready 
tvifhed for him^ as tot rain in May. Simcbo made his 
bowy and faid : Ever fince my defcent from heaven, 
and fince from its lofty fammit I beheld the earth, and 
bbferved it to be fo fmall, the great defire I had of be- ' 
3ng a governor is, in part, cooled : for what grandeur 
is It tcr command on a gram of mnfbu'd-feed, orwhat 
idignity or dominion is there in govemmg hatfa dozen 
^ men no bigger than haade-nats, for methought the 
whole earth was nothing more ^ ?

Bile 
what I can give you, I give you ; and that is,^ an ifland 
Teady made, round and found, and well proportioned, 
and above meafore fimitful and abundant, where, 
if you manage dexteroufly, you may, with the 
ziches of the ^urth, purchafe the treafures of heaven.

I have to taftc how it relilhes to be a governor. If 
once you tafte it, Sancho, quoth the duke, you will eat 
your fingers after it. fo very fweet a thing it is^tacom** 
mand, and be obeyed. Sure I am, when your mafter 
comes to be an emperor (for doubtlefs he will be one 
in the way his afEurs are) ho one will be able to wrefl it 
from him,and it will grieve and vex him to the heart, to 
have been fo long a time without being one. Sir, re- 
plied Sanchff I am of opinion, it is gopd to command, 
though it be but a flock of fheep. Let me be buried 
with you, Sancho^ for you know fomething of every 
thing, anfwered the duke ; and I doubt not, you wiU 
prove fuch a governor, as vour wit feems to promife. 
Let this fufHce for the preicnt ; and take notice, that, 
to-morrow without fail, you fhall depart for the go- 
vernment of the ifland, and this evening you fhall be 
fitted with a convenient garb^ and with all things ne- 
ccflary for your departure.

True, anfwered 
Sambo I when I was a boy, I kept fwine ; but after- 
wards, when I ^rew towards man, I looked after 
gejfe, and not after hogs. But this, methkks, is no- 
uung to the puipofe ; for all governors are not de- 
fcended from the loins of kings. Granted, replied Don 
Sl^ixotei and therefore thole, who are not of noble 
deicent, fhould accompany the gravity of the office 
they bear with a kind ofgentle fweetnefs, which, guided 
by ]>rudence, exemnts them from that ill-natured mur- 
muring, which no itate of life can well efcape. 

Value yourfelf, Sancho, upon the meanneis of your 
family, and be not afhamed to own you defccnd from 
peafants ; for, when people fee, that you yourfelf are 
not aihamed, no body elle will endeavour to make yoa 
fo ; and think it greater merit to be a vktuous meaa 
man, than, a proud finner : infinite is the number of 
thofe, who, bom of low extraction, have rifen to the 
higheft dignities, both papal and imperial ; and of this 
truth 1 could produce examples enough*to tire you. 

Look you, SanchOf if you take viHue for a mean» 
and value yourfelf upon doing virtuous anions, yoa 
need not envy lords and princes ; for blood is inhented^ 
but virtue acquired ; and virtue has an intrinfic worth, 
which blood has not. 

This beine fo, as it really is, if peradventere one -of 
your kindred comes to fee you, when you are in your 
liland, do not defpife nor affront hun, but receive, chc- 
riffi, and make much of him ; for, info doing, yoa 
w^l pleafe god, who will Have no body defpife his work- 
manfhipi and. you. will a& agreeably to nature weE 
difpofed.

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If yoa Uke voar wife along with you (and it i» not

acquire, is diffipated and loft by an ill-bred and fooliih 

If you chance to become a widower (a thing which 
may happen) and your ftation entitles you to a better 
match, leek not fuch an one as may ferve you for 
an hook and angling-rod, or a friar's hood to receive 
alms in ' : for, believe me, whatever the judge's wife 
receives, the hufband muft account for at the geiferal 
judgment, and (hall pay fourfold after death for what 
he made no reckoning of in his life. 

Be not governed by the law of your own will, which 
is wont to bear much fway with the ignorant, who pre- 
fume upon being difcerning. 

Let the tears of the poor find more compailion, but 
not more jjiftice, from you, than the informations of 

the' rich* 

Endeavour to fift out the truth amidft the prefenta 
a^ promifes of the rich, as well as among the fighs 
and importunities of the poor. , . , , 

When equity can, and ought to take place, lay not 
tho^ whole ngour of the law upon the delinquent j for 
the reputation of the rigorous judge is not better than 
that rfthc compaffionate one, 

lif perchance the rod of juftlce be warped a httl^ 
kt it not be by the weight of a gift, but by that of 

If it happens, that the caufe of your enemy conies 
before you, fix not your mind on the injury done yoa, 
bat upon the merits of the cafe. 

Let not private affcflion blind you In another man's 
ctofe ; ft)f the errors you fliall commit thereby are of- 
ten without r^cdy, and, if there fhould be one, it

If, SancJhd, you obferve thefe precepts and thefe 
rules, your days will be long, and your fame eternal^ 
your recompence full, and your felicity unfocakaWe. 
Yon fhall match your children as you pleafe ; thty], 
and yonr grand-duidren, ihall inherit titles ; yon fhall 
Hve in peace, and in favour with all men ; and, at 
the end of your life, death fhall £nd you in a fweet 
and mature old age, and your eyes fhaU be clofcd by 
die tender and pious hands of your grandchildren's, 
children.

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talked fooljihly only when chivalry was the fiibjefi^ 
and in the reft of his converfation fliewed himfelf ma- 
iler of a dear and agreeable anderftanding ; infomach 
that his adions perpetually bewrayed his jadgmeot, 
and his judgment his a^ons. But in thefe fecond in- 
ftrudions given to Sancho, he fhewed a great deal of 
pleafantry, and paihed his difcrction and his madne^ 
to an high pitch.

Feel, with difcretion, the pulfe of what your office 
may be worth, and, if it wiiraflFord your giving live- 
ries to your iervants, give them fuch as are decent and 
nfefnl, rather : than ihewy and modifli : and divide 
between your fervants and the poor,;. I. mean* if you 
can keep fix pages, cloath but three, and three of the 
poor; and thus you will have pages for heaven and 
for earth too ; a new way of giving liveries, which . 
the vain-glorious never thought of. 

Eat neither garlick nor onion, left people guefs, hjt 
the finell, at your peafantry. Walk leifurely, and 
fpeak deliberately ; but not io as to feem to be hearks 
ening to yourfelf ; for all affectation is bad. 

Eat litUe at diimer, and lefi at fupper ; for the health 
ttf the whole body is tempered jayie forge of the fto^

wine neither keeps fecrets, nor performs promifes. 

Take heed» Sanchoy not ta chew on both fides of 
your mouth at once, nor to erudt before company. I 
do not underfland your erudling, quoth Sane ho. To 
erua, faid Don ^ixotty means, to belch^ a filthy, 
though very fignificant,. word ; and therefore your 
nice people have recourfe to the Latiity and, inftead of,, 
to htlchy fay, to erua, and, inftead of heUhingi^ eru£ia» 
tioHs : and though fome do not underftand thefe $erms> 
it is no great matter ;. for, by ufage, they will come 
hereafter to be underilood-; and this is to enrich Ian- 
guage I, over which the vulgar and cuftom bear 
way. In truth. Sir, ^uoth Sanchoy one of the coun- 
fcb and iniirudions, I mtend to carry in my memory,, 
fittll be this, of not belching ; for I am wont to do 
it very frequently. Eruding, Sanch^^ and not belch- 
ing, quoth Don ^ixote. Erupting it ihall be hence-^ 
forward, and, in faith, I will hot forget it. 

Likewife, Sancbo^ intermix not in your difcourfe 
that multitude of proverbs you arc wont : for, though 
proverbs are fhort fentences, you often drag them in 
«> by the head and fhoulders, that they fcem rather 
oofs purpofes, than fentences. God alone can rcmcw 
dy that, quoth Sancbo ; for I know more proverbs . 
than will fill a book, and when I talk, they crowd 'fi> 
tijick into my mouth, that they juftle which fhall get 
out firft : but my tongue tofTes out the firft it meets, 
Aongh it be not always very pat. But, for the future, 
I will take heed to utter fuch as become the gravity 
of my place : for. In a plentiful houfe fupper is Toon 
jreffed ; and He that cuts does not deal ; and. He that

So^io, Sancbo, qxxoth Don fixate i 
thrufl in, rank» and fhring on your proverbs ; no body 
is going about to hinder you. My mother whips me, 
and I tear on. I am warning you to abftain from pro- 
verbs> and in an inftant yoa pour forth a. litany of 
them» which fquare with what we are upon, as much 
as Oqjtr the Hi Us and far away '. Look you, Sancbo^ 
I do not fay aproverhis amifs when ikillfuUy applied, 
but to accumulate and ibring them at random, renders 
a difcoorfe fiat and low. 

When you are on horfe-back, fit not leaning your 
body backwards over your faddle, nor carry your le^ 
%S^ ibretched, and ftraddling from the horfe*s belly i 
nor yet dangle them fo, as if you were fiill upon Di^ 
fU i for fittinfi; a horfe makes fome look like gentle- 
men, others like ereoms. 

Let your deep be moderate ; for he, who is not op 
lirith the fun, does not enjoy the day : and take no^ 
dee, O Sanchot that diligence is the mother of good* 
fortune, and floth ho: oppofite never reached the end 
of agood-wifh. 

The laft article of advice I am about to give yov^ 
though it concerns not the adorning of the body, yet 
I would liave you bear it carefully in mind ; for J be- 
lieve it will be of no lefs ufe to you than thofe I have 
already given you. It is this : Never fet yourfelf to 
decide contefts about families, at leail by comparing 
them, iince perforce one muft have the advantage i 
and he who is poftponed will hate you, and lie who 
is preferred will not reward you. 

Your habit fhall be breeches and flockings, a long 
coat ^, and a cloak ^ fomewhat longer ; but for trow- 
zers ^ or trunk-hofe, think not of them ; for they are 
not becoming either to cavaliers or governors.

It is true, 1 fhall not forget what you have faid 
about not letting my nai]s grow, and about marrying 
ag^ if I may: but for your other gallimawfries^ 
quirks, and quillets, I neither do, nor ever fhall, re« 
member any more of them, than of laft year's clouds;

Ah ! finner that I am ! anfwered Don ^xote \ how 
ill does it look in a governor not to be able to read or 
wvke r for you muft know, O Sancho, that for a maor 
ilH to know how to read, or to be left-handed, im« 
l^ies one of thcfe two things ; either that he fprunft 
»m v^ mean and low parents, or that he was S 
nafeoward and f erverfe; that no good could be beaten 
into him. It is a very great dc£c^ you carry with 
you, and thearefore I would by all means have yoa 
learn to write your name, if poflible. I can fign my 
name very well, anfwered Sancho ; for when I was 
fteward of tlup brotherhood in our village, I learned to 
make certain charaders, like thde raddled upon a 
wooUp^k, which, I was told, fpelt my name : but^ 
at the worft^ I can pretend my right hand is lame, 
txidt make aaother iign for me : for there is a remedy 
for every thiag but death ; and I, having the command 
of the ftafP, will do what I pleafe.

As muck 
as yoQ have, fo much you are worth, faid my grannann ; 
and. There is no revenging yourfelf upon a rich man. 
O ! god's curfe light on you, Sancbo, cried out Don 
Sluixote at this inftant ; fixty thoufand devils take you, 
and your proverbs I you have been ftringing of them 
this full hour, and putting me to the rack * with eve- 
ry one of them. Take my word for k, thefe proverbs 
will one day bring you to the gallows : upon their ac- 
count your fubjeSs will ftrip you of your gdvenmient, 
or at leaft confpire againft you.

Let no one conteft with his governor 
or his governor's fubflitutes ; for he will come off by 
the worft, like him who claps his finger between two 
eye-teeth: but though they be not eye-teeth, fo they 
oe the teeth, it matters not. To what a governor fays, 
there is no replying ^ for it is like. Get you out of 
my houfe, what bufinefs have you with my wife? 
Then, as to the ftone and the pitcher, a blind man 
may fee into it. So that he who fees a mote in ano- 
ther man's eye, fhould iirft look to the beam in his 
own ; that it may not be faid of him, The dead wo- 
man was afraid of her that was flayed : And your 
worfhip knows full well, that. The fool knows more 
in his own houfe, than the wife in another man's. 
Not fo, Saftcbos anfwered Don ^ikot4 : The fool 
knows nothing either in his own houfe, or another's ; 
for knowledge is not a ftru£lure to be eredted upon fo 
fl^w a foumlation as folly. And fo much for that, 
SgMchoi for if you govern ill, yours will be the fault, 
i>ot the ihame will be nnne. fiut I comfort myfelf, 
that I have done my duty in advifing you as feriouily 
and as difereetly as I po&bly could : and fo J am ac* 
^oitted both of my obligation and my promife. God 
T>eedyou, S^ncboy and govern you in your govem- 
nient, and deliver me from a fufpicion I have, that 
yoo will turn the whole ifland topfy-turvy : which I 
fflight prevent, by lettine the duke know what you are, 
^d teUing him, that all that paunch-gut and little car- 
^ of thine is nothing but a fackful of proverbs and 
% remarks. Sir, replied 'Sancbo, if your worfiiip 
^Ms I am not fit for this government, I renounce it 
^om this moment; for I love^the little black of the 
^ of my foul better than my whole body, and plain 
^^ncbo can live as wdl upon bread and *^onion, as 
gvemor Sanibo upon capon and partridge. Be- 
"^ while we are afleep, the great uid the. foaall, 

the 
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the poor and the rich, are all equal. And ifyoar 
worftup refledb, you will find, it was your wK^rfhip that 
put me upon the fcent of governing ; for I know no 
more of the government of iflands than a builard ; aod, 
if you fancy the devil will have me, if I ami a g<yver- 
nor, I had rather go Sancho to heaven, than a gorer- 
nor to hell. Before god, Sancho^ qa<^ Don ^mixmit 
for tlu^ laft words of yours, I think you defore to 
be governor of a thoufand iflands. You are good^tf* 
Cured, without which no knowledge is of any value: 
Pray to god, and endeavour not to err in your inten- 
tion ; I mean, always take care to have a firm purpoTe 
•ad defign <^ doing right in' whatever bufintls occurs \ 
lor heaven conftantly favours a good intenti<m. And 
fb kt us go to dinner I for I bdirve the lord and lady 
fiayforus.

WE are told, that, in the original of this hilbiy, 
it is faid, Cid Hamet^ coming to write this 
chapter, the interpreter did not tranflate it, as he had

ced. He alfo thought, as he tells us, that many read- 
ers, carried away by their attention to Don ^uixote\ 
exploits, could afford none to the novels, and would 
either run them over in hafte, w with difgnft, not 
confidering how fine and artificial they were in them* * 
tth^es, as would have been very evident, had they 
been piMihed feparately, without being tacked to the 
«xtravi^anciei ot Don ^ixott and die fimplicities of 
Stmcbo. And therefore, in this fecond part, he would 
tntrodace no loofe nor inconneded novels ; but only 
ibme epifodes, refembHng them, and fuch as flow na» 
tnnilly from fuch events as the truth offers ; and even 
^lefe, with great limitation, and in no more words 
than are foficient to exprefs them : and, fince he re- 
ftrains and confines himfelf within the narrow limits 
of the narration, diough with ability, genius and un- 
derftanding, fufficient to treat of the whole univerfe, 
he defires hb pams may not be undervalued, but 
that he nay receive apjplaufe, not for what he writes, 
bat for what he has omitted to write : and then he goes 
on widi his hiftory, faying. ^ 

Don ^xoti, in the evening of die d^ he gave the 
infiroAions to Sancho, gave them him in writing, that 
he might get fomebody to read them to him: butfcaree

{ening (^ the door, were at the fame in^t. Up ht 
ood upon the bed, wrai^ped from top t6 toe in a qudt 
^ yelk>w fatin, a woollen cap on his head, and hk 
bact amd muftachoes bound np; his face, becanfe of ki 
icratches, and his muftachoes, to keep them from lagg- 
ing and falling down. In which guife he appeared tbe 
moft extraordmary fantafm imaginable. He naded hh 
tyt9 to the door, and, when he expeded to fee die pooir 
captivated and forrowfol Altifidora enter, \st pdxreived 
F 3 approaching 
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approaching a moft rererend Duenna, in a long white 
veil, that covered her from head to foot. She carried 
between the fineers of her left hand half a lighted 
candle, and held her right hand over it, to fhade hei 
face, and keep the glare from her eyes, which were 
hidden behind a huge pair of fpe<^acles. She ad- 
vanced very flowly, and trod very foftly. Don ^ixote 
obferved her from his watch-tower, and perceiving 
lier figure, and noting her iilence, he fancied fome 
witch ov forcerefs was come in that guife to do him 
fome fhrewd turn, and began to crofs himfelf apace. 
The apparition kept moving forward, and when it

in purgatory. The bruifed Duenna, hearing herfelf 
thus cxorciled, guefled at D&n^ixote*$ fear by her own, 
and, in a low and doleful voice, anfwered : Signer 
Don i^uixo/e (if perad venture your woHhip be Don 
^iixoie) I am no phantom nor apparition, nor foul 
in purgatory, as your worfhip feems to think, but 
Donna Rodriguez, Duenna of honour to vay lady du- 
chefs, and am come to your worlhip with one of thofc 
cafes of necqffity, your worlhip is wont to remedy. 
Tell me tfien, Signora Donna Rod' iguez, quoth Don 
^xoUp does your ladyfhip, peradvcntui:eA cQme v^ 

quality 
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quality of procurcfs ? If you do, I give you to undcr- 
fiand I am fit for no body's turn, thanks to the peerlefs 
beauty of my miftrefs Dulcinca del Teho/o, In fhort, 
Signora Donna Rodrigaex, on condition you wave sill 
amorous meffagesy you may go and light your candle, 
and return hither, and we will difcourfc of whatever 
you pleafe to command, with exception, as I told you, 
to all kind of amorous incitements. I bring meflages, 
good Sir ! anfwered the Duenna : your worfhip miilakes 
me very much : I am not yet fo advanced in years, to 
be forced to betake myfelf to fo low an employment ; 
for, god be praifed, my foul is ftill in my body, and 
all my teeth in my head, excepting a few uiurped 
from me by catarrhs, fo common in this country of 
wArragon. But ftay a little. Sir, 'till I go and light 
my candle, and I will return inftantly, to relate my 
griefs to your worflrip, as to the redrcffer of all the 
grievances in the world. And, without Haying for 
an anfwer, (he went out of the room, leaving Don 
Quixote in expedition of her return. 

Straight a thoufand thoughts crowded into his rtiind» 
touching this hew adventure, and he was of opinion, 
-he had done ill, and judged worfe, to expofe himfelf 
to the hazard of breaking his plighted troth to his lady ; 
and he faid to himfelf: Who knows but the devil, who 
is fubtle and deiigning, means to deceive me now with 
a Duenna^ though he has not been able to effed it 
with empreiTes, queens, duchefies, marchioneiTes, or 
counteiTes ? For I have often heard ingenious people 
fay.

^gnity of h^ ilate room, as real Duennas ! And, ib

door, and Apt let S^pra Rodrig^iex ent^r. 3ut, be- 
ibre he could ih^t it, S^nora Rodriguez was juft tie- 
tume4> witl|i a lighted taper of whit;e wax ; ^ml» fee« 
m% DoM ^Uue io ifiViKh i^arer, trapped up injiip 
quilt, with his banda^^ and night-c^p, 4be was a\gai(i 
Slighted^ and, cetreating t;wo or thfee fteps^ ihe iai^

fign of modefty, that your worfliip is jgot out oTbe^* 
I fhould radier aik you tha{ quellion, madam, ani^eir- 
cd Don ^ixote, and therefore I do aik, if J am iaif 
from being ailkulted and ravifhed ? By whom ? and 
from whom, Sir knight, do you expe^ this iecority I 
anfwered the Duenna.

Here (he began to weep moft tenderly, and Taid : 
Pardon me, good Signor Don^^ixote ; for 1 cannot 
command my felf ; but as often as 1 call to mind my 
unhappy ipoufe, my eyes are brim-fuU. God be my 

. aid ! with what flatelinels did he ufe to carry my lady 
behind him on a puiflant mule, black as the very jet ^ 
for in thofe times coaches and fide-faddles were not m 
falhion, as k is faid they are now, and the ladies rode 
behind their fquires, Nevertheleis I cannot help tel- 
ling you the following ftory, that youTMay fee how 
Well-bred, and how pundilious my good hufhand was. 
At the entrance into faint Jameses flreet in Madrid^ 
which is very narrow, a judge of one of the court* 
happened to be coming out with two of his officers be- 
fore him and, as foon as my good fquire faw him, he 
turned hb mule about, as if he deiigned to wait upon 
bim. My lady, who was behind him» faid to him in 
k low voice ; What are yoa doing, blockhead ? am 
not I here ? The judge civilly (lopped his horfe, and 
faid: Keep on your way. Sir; for it is ifty bufinefs ra- 
ther to wait upon my lady Donna Cafilda t that was 
my mifb-efs^s name. My hufhand perfiiled, cap in 
band, in his intention to wait upon the judge. Which 
iny lady perceiving, full of choler and indignation^ 
flie pulled out a great pin, or rather, I believe, a bod^ 
kin, and ftuck it into his back : whereupon my huf- 
band bawled out, and, writhing his body, down lie 
came with his lady to the ground. Two. of her foot- 
men ran to help her up, as did the judge and his offi- 
cers. The^ gate of Guadalajara^ I mean the idle peo*- 
pie that flood there, were all in an uproar. My miflrefs 
was forced to walk home on foot, and my hufhand 
went to a barber furgeon's, telling him he was run 
quite through and through the bowels. The courte- 
oufnefs and breeding of my fpoufe was rumoured 
abro d, infomuch that the boys got it, and teazed him 
with it in the ftreets ; and," upon this account, and bo- 
cauie he was a little ihort-fighted, my kdy turned 

him. 
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him away; the grirf whereof, I verily believe, was 
the death of him. I was left a widow, and helplefs, 
with a daughter upon my hands, who went on en« 
creaSing in beauty, like the £ba!m of the fea. Finally,

Thus con- 
jured, replied the Dtuisna, I cannot but anfwer to 
whatever is afked roe with all truth. Your worfhip, 
Signor Don ^ixoU, muft have obferved the beauty of 
my lady duchefs s that complexion like any bright and 
poliihed fword ; thofe cheeks of milk and crimfon, 
ivith the fun in the one, and the moon in the other; 
^d that datelinefs, with which ihe treads, or rather 
4ifdains the ground (he walks on, that one would think 
jQie went diipenfing health wherever fhe pafles. Let 
me teU you. Sir, me may thank god for it, in the firft 
|4ace, and next two ilFues ihe has, one in each leg» 
which difcharge all the bad humours, of which the 




fryars themfelves told it me ; but, iince madam Dotina 
Rodriguez fays it, it muil needs be fo. But fuch 
i^ues, and in fuch places, muil diflil nothing but liquid 
ambo: : verily I am now convinced, that this making 
of iifues is a matter of great confequence in refpe£l to 
iealth.

him and his ^mily. Foolifh man of bufineis, imper- 
tinent man of buiinefs, be not in fuch hafte ; wait for 
the proper feafbn and conjun^ure for negotiation : 
come not at dinner time, nor at bed time ; lor judges 
are made of fl^ and blood, ^d mufl give to their na- 
ture what their nature requires ; excepting only poor I, 
who do not fo by mine, thanks to Signor doi^or ?eifi 
Mexio Tirteafuira here prefent, who would have me 
die of hunger, and affirms, that tiiis kind of dying is in 
order to live : God grant the fame life to him, and all 
tbofc of his tribe ; I mean bad phyficians : for good 
ones deferve palms and laurels. All, w}^m knew Sancb^ 
Pafifa, were in admiration to hear him talk {o ele- 
gantly, and could not tell what to afcribe it to^ unleik 
that offices and weighty employments quicken and en- 
liven fome underftandings, as they confound and ftupiff 
others. In fiiort,,dodor Pedro I^ezio Aguero de TirUafuerA 
promifed he fhould fup that night, though it were con- 
trary to all the aphorifms of Hippocrates. With this the

The duchcfs ac- 
quainted the duke with it, and deiired his leave, diat 
itc and Jltijidora might go and fee what was the Du^ 
enna's bufinefs with Don fixate. The duke gave it

of one Sancho Pan^a^ fquire to a knight called I^n 
^ixoU di la Mancha^ lived in. that jtown. At which 
queftion, a young .wench, who was wafhing, got up, 
jind faid : That ^crefa Pan^a is jny mother, and that 
Sancho my father, and that knight our mafter. Come 
^ .then, damfel, quoth the page, and bring me to your 
another ; for I have a letter and a prefent for her from 
that fame father of your's. That I wilU with all my 
.heart. Sir, anfwered the girl, ^ho ie^uned to be about 
fourteen years of age : and, leaving the linen fhe wai 
ivafliing to one of her companion^ without putting any 
fhing on her head or her feet (for fhe was bare- legged 
•9md difhevelled) fhe ran fkipping along before the pagers 
Jiorfe, faying : Come along. Sir ; for our houfe ftands 
juft:at the entrance of the village, and there you wiU 
£nd my mother in pain enough for not having heard 
any news pf my &ther this great while. I bring her 
fuch good news, ^}uoth the page, that fhe may well 
thank god for it. Iq ihort, with jumping, running, and 
capering, the girl came t^ the village, and, before Q^ got 
into the houfe, fhe called aloud at the door : Come forth, 
mother Terefay come forth, come forth j for fcere is 
a gentleman, who brings lettiers and other things from 
my good father. At which voice her mother Terefa 
Pan^a came out, fpinning a diflafF full of tow, having 
on a grey petticoat, fo fhort, that it looked as if it had 
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l>een dock*d at the placket, with a grey boddice Ma, 
^nd her fmock-fleeves hanging about it. She was -not 
very old, though (he fccmcd to be above forty ? but 
"Was ftrong, hale, finewy, and hard as a hazle-nut. 
^he, feeing her daughter, and the p;^e on horfeback, 
iaid : What is the matter, ^irl I what gentleman is 
this ? It is an humble fervant of my lady Donna Tertjk^ 
Panfa^ anfwered the page. And, fo fayiije, he Hung

Madam Tenfm fays more than (he imagines, quoth the 
page ; and, pray, give me to eat, and difpatch me 
quickly ;: for I intend to return hotat this night. To 
which the prieft faid : Come, Sir, and do penance with 
me : for madam Terefa has more good will,, than good 
cheer, to welcome fo worthy a gueft. The page refufed 
at firil, but at length thought it moil for his good to com- 
ply, and the prieft very willingly took him home with 
him, that he might have an opportunity of enquiring 
at leifiire after Don ^ixott and his exploits.

But, (eeing if was more 
by force than good will, he fubmitted to it wkh fuffi- 
cient grief to his foul, and toil to his ftomach ; Pidr9 
Ite^io making him believe, that, to eat but lictle, and 
iSiat o^ flight things, quickened the judgment,- which 
Was the properefl thing that could be for peHbns ap-* 
pointed to rule and bear offices of dignity ; in which 
there is not fo much occalion for bodily ftrength, as fef 
shat df the underfianding. By means of thifi fophifhy 
Sancho endured hunger to a degree, that inwardly he 
curled the government, and even him that gave it 

However, with his hunger and his confervc, • he fitt 
in judgment that day, and the firll thing that offered^ 
was, a qucftion propofcd by allranger; the fteward 
ami the reft of the affiftants being prdfent all the while/ 
It was this : My lord 5 A main river divides the two* 
parts of one lordihip ■ pray, my lord, be atten-^ 
live j for it is a cafe of importance, and fcmiewhat 4i£^ 
ficult. I fay then, that upon this river ftood a bridge^- 
and at the head of it a gallows, and a kkid of court- 
houfe, for a feat of judicature ; in whidi there were 
commonly four judges,' whofc office it wa»to give fen- 
tence according to a law enjoined- by the owner of the 
Hver, of the bridge*, and- of the Idrdihip; which law 
was in this form : whoever paifes over this bridge, fiom 
one fide to the other, muft firft take an oath, fron» 
whence he comes, and what bufinefs he is going about : 
and, if he fwears true, they fhall let him pafs 5 but, if 
he tells a lye, he (hall die for it upon yOnder g^UowsJ 
without 9xhf remifiion. This law, and the rigoroui 
conditions^ thereof, being known, feveral perfons pafled 
over ; for by what they fwore it was foon perceived 
they fwore the truth, and the judges let them pafe free- 
ly. Now it fel! out, that a certain man, taking the 
<oath$ fwore, and faid, by^ oath he had takeit, h« 
Was going to die upon the gallows which ftood th^ ^ 
and that 3iis was his hufinefs, and no other. The-^"^" 
deliberated ujtoft the oath, and faid: ^^^,e^^* 
maii^pafe frfedy^ he fwore a lye, artd b'- tfie jaw h 
ought to dk ; and if we hang him, h^^ 4^^^ ^^ ^^^ 
lb dte opon that gaUows, and tavift^fiaire the trudh 
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hy t|ic fiune law he oaght to go free. ^ It is now ck^ 
manded of my lord govcmor, how the judges (hall pro- 
Cjced wkh this maB ; for they are itill doobtf ul and im 
fl^penfe; and being informed of the acateneis and de- 
viation of yoar lorShip's underflanding, they have fent 
me to beieech yoor Icmlflup, on their behalf, to giv« 
your opinioD in fo intricate and donbtful a cafe. To 
which Sunclf aonfwered : For certain, thefe gentlemen, 
l)ie jn^^, who fent you to me, might have laved 
diemfelves, and you, the labour ; for I have m<Mre of 
thci bhnit, than the acute, in me : nevevthele^ repeat 
3Q6 the bofine^ over again, that I may underhand 
it ; perhaps, I may hit the mark. The querift se- 
peated whut he had (aid once or twice, and Soj^bm 
^d : in my oinnion, this affair may be briefly refolved, 
and it is thus. The man fwears he is going to die up» 
on the gallows, and, if he is hanged, he fwore the 
tHuth, and by the law eftabliihed, ought to be free,^ 
^ to pa& the bridge ; and, il they do not hamg him,, 
he fwore a lye, and by the fame law he ought to be 
lumged. It is jnft as Signor governor fays, qooth the 
soeffenger, and nothing more is wanting to the right 
ftatii^ and underftanding of the cafe. .

The fecretary made up die^letter, and difpatchcd tbc^- 
courier with it immediately. Then thofe, who carried 
on the plot againft Sancho, contrived among themfelve* 
few to put an end to. his gp^'emment.

He decreed, that no blind man fhould 
ling his miracles in verfe, unlefs he produced an au- 
thentic teftimony of the truth of them, efteeming mofi 
of thofe fung by that fort of people to be falfe, in pre- 
judice to the true ones. He created an overfeer of the 
poor, not to perfccute them, but to examine whether 
they were fuch or no ; for, under colour of feigned 
maimnefs and counterfeit fores, they are often flurdy 
thieves, and hale drunkards. In fhort, he made fuch 
wholefome ordinances, that they are obferved in that 
town to this day, and are called fhi conftitutions of the 
great governor Sancho Panja.

You need not give yourfelf any trouble, anfwered the 
^c^e, to feek the riiftic, of whom this good Duenna 
complains ; nor need you <ai& my permiflion to chal-

Who being in bed the feventh night of the days of

Thofe, ^ 
had played him the trick, b^an to be fbny ^Ijlwc 
laid it on fo heavily. But S^ntbii coming to bimfctf 
.moderated the pain they were in at his fainting awaf •

h^h voad They flung down their ftaves,. and, put- 
ting off thenr pilgrims weeds,, reouuned in their huffl 
> They liirere all genteel voung fellows,, excq^ng RHeH^^ 
* who WOB pretty, welladvan^ in years.. Thisy all calr« 
md wallefia^ which,, as appisared aft^rwards^ wltre' 
'. well provided with incitatives,. and ftich ^ provoke 
ia*thUbat tWQ leaguesdift^^CA^. They laid themfelves 
;/:.^ , . along. 
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along oadw^nmnd, and, makiog the graft tluear table- 
clotk, tkey fjpread thetrbrauiy iah, knives, autB, flices of 
cheefe, and deaUi bonBs' (^ gammon of bacon, wkidi, 
if they would not bear beiae picked, did not fittbar 
being fucked. They produced alfi> a kmd of bkck 
eatable caUtdCavien, made of thexoes of fifli, agicat 
awakener of tbirft. There wanted not olives, though 
dry, and without any iauce, yet ikvooiy and wdl pre- 
ferved. But, what carnal the pahn in the field of thii 
banquet, was, fix bottles of wine, each producing one 
out of his wallet. Even honeft Rieoie^ who had traof- 
ibrmed himielf from a Mfr imo a CUrman^ ot Dttch- 
'man, pulled out hn,. which fox bignefi m%ht vie whh 
the other five. Now they began to eat wiSi the high*

Yon wdl know, O Samcbo^ my neighbour and fiieod, 
c kow iht proclamation and tdi^, which lus majefty 
commanded to be publifhed againil thofe of my nation^ 
&ntA a dread and terror into us all : at leaft into me 
it did, in fuch fort, that methought the rigour of the 
penalty was alrea^ executed upon me and my chil- 
dren, before the time limited for our departure firom 
Spmim. I provided therefore, as I thought, like a wife 
man, who knowing that, at fuch a time, the houfe he 
lives in wiH be tak^ from him, iecures another to re- 
move to : I fay, I kft our town, alone, and without 
my fiunily, to find out a place, whither I might con- 
veniently carry th^, without that hurry the.reft went 
away in.

Again I ^j qni&raMe we ! that oor 
ill lock would ADt fhffer ^u^ to iieiin -our own country, 
mM apong omr ^iends^ yfi^» < though our misfortunes

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had found no remedy, there would not be wantine 
ibme to grieve for them, and, at our ]aft gafp, to dole 
our eyes. O my companion and my friend f how ill 
hsLvc £-^epaid thy good fcrvices ! forgive me, and beg 
of fortune, in the bed manner thou- art able, to bring us 
out of this miferable calamity, in which we are both 
involved ; and 1 promife to put a crown of laurel upon 
thy head, that thou mayeft look like any poet laureate 
and to double thy allowance.

I thought to have made foo^ wholetome laws, I nuuJe 
none, fearing they would not be obierved, which is all 
one as if they were not made. I quitted, I {siy, the 
idand, accompanied by no body but Dappk : I fcM in- 
to a pit, and went along under-ground, ^dll this Biom- 
ing by the light of the fun I difcovered a way out, thongh 
not fo eafy a one, but that, if heaven had not font my 
niafter Dom ^ixote^ there I had ftaid *till the end of the 
world. So thJit, my lord duke, and hdy duchefi, he- 
hold here your governor S^tteho Panfa, who, in ten 
days only that he heU the government, ha^ gakied the 
experience to know, that he would not give a harMng 
to he a governor, not of an ifland only, but even of the 
whole world. This then being the cale, kiffing your 
honours £set, and imitating the boys at pl^, who cry, 
leap you, and then let me leap, I give a l^p out of the 
government, and again pafs over to the fcrvice of my 
mafter Don SluwU : for, after all, though with him I 
eat my bread in bodily fear, at leaft I tUvc my bdfy 
full; and, for my part, fo that be well filled, all is 
oie 10 me, whether it be with carrots or partri(^es. 

H^re SdficJIfa ended his long fpeech, p9n ^ax$t9 
fearing all the while he would utter a thoofand extra-* 
vagancies, and, feeing he had ended with fo few* he 
save thanks to heaven in his heart. The duke em- 
braced Sanchof and aflured him, that it grie^ him to > 
the foul he had left the government fo ib<>n ; but that he 
would takecare he ihould have ibme other employmei^ 
in his territories, of lefs trouble and more profit.

Don Qvixots db la Mancha. 165^ 
CHAP. IV. 

Of thi wmerciful and never feen battle Between 
Don Quixote de la Manda arul the lacquey Tofilos^ 
in dgfeuce of the Duenna Donm ftodriguezV daughter. 

THE-dnkeand ducheTs repented not of the jeft put 
upon Sancbo Paufa, in relation to the government 
they had ^en him ; eipecially iince their fteward came 
home that veiy day, and gave them a pun6tual relation 
of almoft all the words and anions Sancbo had faid aiid 
dcme during that time. In fine, he exaggerated the 
aflault of £e iiland, with Sancio's fright, and depar* 
tore ; at which they were not a little pleafed. 

After this, the hiftoiy tells us, the appointed day of 
combat came, and the duke having over and over again 
inftraded his lacquey Tofiles, how he fhould behave to« 
wards Don ^ixote, io as to overcome him without 
killing or wounding him, commanded that the iron 
heads fhould be taken c^ their launces, telling Dom 
Quixote, that chriilianity, upon which he valued him* 
tm, did not allow, that this battle fhould be fought 
with fo much peril and hazard of their lives, and that 
he fhould content himfelf with giving them free field- 
room in his territories, though in oppofition to the de^ 
creeof the holy council, whi<:h prohibits fuch challenges ; 
and therefore defired him not to pulh the affair to the 
utoioft extremity. Don ^ixote re|>lied, that his tX^ 
cellenqr mieht difpofe matters relatmg to this bufinef^ 
as he liked beft, for he would obey him in every thing.* 
The dreadful day being now come, and the duke hav- 
ing commanded a ipacious fcaffold to be ereded before 
the court of the caille for the judges of the field, and 
the two Duennajy mother and daughter, demandants ; 
an infinite number oi people, from all the neighbouring 
towns and villages, flocked to fee the novelty of this 
combat, the like having never been heard pf v^ that 
country, neither by the living nor the dead. 

The firft, who entered the field and the pale, was 
the mailer of the ceremonies, who examined the ground^ 
and. walked it all over, that there might be no foul

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'.play, nor any thing covered to occafion ftumbling or 
Baling. Then enter^ the Duenntts, and took their 
.leatSy covered ^ith Veils'to their ty^ and even to thek 
.breaftS) with tokens of no fmall concern. Don^wxttt 
-prefented himielf In the liiis. A while after appeared^ 
-me fide of the place, accompanied by many trampets, 
-Tahd ttioiinted upon a poifTant fleed, making th^e earth 
fhake under him, the great lacqu^ 7b^/i7/, his visor 
'^ddwn,and quite fUffened with ih-ong and (hininjg armour. 
'Thel^oHeieemed to be a Friejlandtr, well-ipread and 
^ea-bittcn, with a quarter of a'huridrcd weight of wed 
^about each fet-lock. The valordus combatant caaie 
'weir inibru(^d loiy the duke his lord how to behave to- 
--wards the valorous Don Quixote • dt la Idancbu^ and 
^cautioned in no wife to hurt him/ but to endeavour to 
<^un the Erft onfet, to avoid the danger of his own 
'death, which' muft be inevitable, fhould he ^ncouBter 
*him full-butt. He traverfed the liib, and coming 
^ where the 'Duennas were, he fet himfelf to view a whJSe 
Iher who demanded him for her hulhand. The marihal 
of the field called Don^ixou, who had prefented 
himfelf in the lifts, and, together with ^ofilos^ aflced 
itie puennat^ whether they confented that Don ^ui^e 
dtla Mancha fiiould maintain their right. They anlwered 
"that th^r did, and that, whatever he fhould do in the 
cafe, they allowed it for well done, firm, and valid. 
Sy this time the duke and duchefs were feated in a bal- 
cony, over the barrier^; which were crowded with an 
Infinite number of people, all expe^ng to behold this 
'ilangerous ,and unheard-of battle. It was articled be- 
tween the combatants, that, \£Don fixate fhould con- 
'quer his adyerfary, the latter fhould be obliged to mar- 
ry Donna Rodriguezes daughter ; and, if he fhould be 
overcome, his ^dverfaiy fhould be at liberty, and fi-ee 
Trom the promife the women infilled upon, with- 
^4)ut giving any other fatisfa^on. The matter of tlie 
"Ceremonies divided the fun equally between them, and 
-fixed each in the poft he was to fland in. The -drums 
1)eat; the found of the trumpets filled the air; the 
dearth drenibled beneath their feet; the hearts of the 
igazing multitude were in.fufpenii^ fome fearing, othcfrs

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^ing, the good, or ill fuccefs of this bufii^ciirs. Fi- 
iy, Don^ixotey recomnicnding himfclf with all his 
heart to. god our lord, and to the izidy Du/dnea dH 
^•bo/by flood w^ting, whqn the predfe fignal for the 
onfet ihduld be given. But our lacquey's thoughts 
were very differently employed j for he thought of no- 
thing but of what I am going to relate. 

It feems, while he Hood looking at his female ene- 
my, he fancied her the beautifuUeft woman he had 
ever ieen in his life, aiid the little blind boy, called up 
and down the ftreets Lffve^ would i^ot lofe the opportd* 
nity olTered him of triumphing over a lacquei^^ hearti 
and placing it in the catalogue of his trophies ; jand io', 
approaching him fair a^d foftly, without ;my body*s 
fedng him, he ihot the poor lacguey in at ^e left fide 
with an arrow two yards long, and pierced his heart 
^ro6gh and through : and he ^might-i^fely do it ; for 
Love is inviiijble, and. goes in and out where he lifts, 
without being accountable to any body for his anions. 
I "fay therii that, when the fignal was given for the 
piifet,' our lacquey ttopd tranfported, thinking on her 
he had now madie the miftrefs of his liberty, and ihere- 
fore regarded' not the trumpet's found, as did D<m 
^uixotey who had fcarce h^and it, when, bending for- 
ward, be ran againft his enemy, at Ro%in^nte*z bcft 
ipeed; and his ttplty {o^xxtSanchoy feeing him fet for- . 
Ward, cried al^ud : God guide you, cream and flower 
of knights-errant j god give you yiftory, firtce you 
^ave right on your fide. And though ToJilqsiz'W Jhn 
fixate making towards him, he ftirred not a ftep from 
his poft, but called as loud as he could to the marfhal 
of the field j who coming up to fee what 'he wanted, 
7ofifa$ faid : Sir, is not this combat to decide, whetheir 
J fball marry, or not marry, yonder voung lady ? It is, 
anfwered the marfhal. Then, quoth the lacqu^,; mjr 
confcicnce will not let me proceed any farther m this 
^combat : I declare, that A yield my (elf vanquifhed, 
and th^ I am ready to marry that gentlewoman imme- 
'diately. The marfhal wais furprized at what ^ofih$ 
iaid, and, as he was in the feqret of the contrivance^, 

I h^cf^nu^ f^ woTj^ma^ for the ^urpofe. 
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be could not tell what anfwer to make him. />«« 
^mx§t€» perceiving that his adveriary did not come on 
to meet falm» ftopj^ (hort in the midft of his career. 
The duke could not guefs the reafon why the combat 
did not go forward : but the marihal went and told him 
ivhat T^Ui had faid ; at which he was furprized and 
mxttemdy angry. In the mean time Tofi/oi went up 
Co the place where Donna Rodriguez was, and (aid 
' aloud : I am willing, madam, to marry your daugh- 
ter, and would not obtain that by ibife and contention^ 
whkh I may have by peace, and without danger of 
death* The valorous Don ^ixote^ h^uring all this» 
fidd : fince it is fo» I am amblved from my promife ; 
let them be married in god*s name, and, unce god 
fcas given Jier, bxDt Piter blefs her. The duke wai 
mow come Jown to the court of the cafUe, and, going 
•IP to Tofiks, he iaid : Is it true, knight, that you yield 
yonrfelf vanquiihed, and that, inftigated by your timo^ 
sous cooicience, yon will many this damfel ? Yes, my 
lord, .aafwered Ttfiks. He aoes very well^ quoa 
Santh Panfa at tlus jundiire ; for. What you would 
give to the moufe, give it the cat, and you will have 
no trouble. Tofihs was all this while unlacing his hel- 
met, and defiredf them to Jielp him quickly, for his fpirk 
and l»ea(ih were juil failing him, and Jie t:ould hot indure 
to be fo long pent up in the ftraitnefs of that lodging. 
!I*hey prefemly unarmed him, and the face of the lac- 
quey was expofed ^o view. Which Donna Rodr^mK 
aiod her daughter feeing, they cried aloud : A c&at, 
a cheat: Tofilos^ my lord duke's lacquey, is put upon 
as infiead of our true fpoufe ; juftice from god and 
the king againft fo much deceit, not to fay viUa- 
njr. Afflift not yourfelves, ladies, quoth Don ^mx- 
#/#; for this is neither deceit nor villany, and, if 
it be, the duke is not to blame, but the wicked en- 
chanters, who perfecute me, and who, envying me the 
glory of this conqueii, have transformed the counte- 
nance of your httfband into that of thisi perfoti, who, 
you £iy, is a lacquey of the duke's. Take my advice, 
and, in fpite of the malice of my enemies, marry him ; 
ibr without doubt he is the very man you defire to take 

for 
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for your hafband. The duke, hearing this, wis rtfady 
ti> vent his anger in laughter, and laid : The things, 
v'hich be&l Signbr Don i^ixote^ are fo extraordinary, 
r.iat I am mclined to believe this is not my lacquev : 
but let us make ufe ctf* this (batagem and device ; let 
in poftpone the wedding for fifteen days, if you pleafe, 
«nd, in the mean time, keep this perfon, who holds 
us in doubt, in fafe cuftody : perhaps, during that 
time, he may return to his priftine figure ; tot the 
grudge the enchanters bear to Signor D,on S^uixote can- 
not farely laft fo long, and especially flnce thefe tricks 
and transformations avail them fo little. O Sir, quoth 
Sancho^ thofe wicked wretches make it their practice 
and cuftom to change things relating to my mailer from 
one ihape to another. A knight, whom he vanquifh- 
cd a few days ago, called the knight of the tolking- 
giaffes, was changed by them into the ihape and figure 
of the batchelor Sampfin Carrafcoy a native of our 
town, and a great friend of ours ; and they have turn- 
ed the lady DuUinea del ^ohofi into a dowfi-rigbt 
coantry- wench : therefore I imagine tly^ lacquey will 
iive and die a hrcquey aQ the days of his life. To 
which Rodriguezes daughter faid : Let him be who he 
win that demands me to wife, I take it kindly of him ; 
for I had rather be lawful w^e to a lacquey, than a 
caft miilrefs, and tricked by a gentleman, though he, 
who abufed me, is not one. In fliort, sdl thefe acci- 
dents and 'events ended in TofiIos*z confinement, *till it 
ihould appear what his transformation would come to. 
The viAory was adjudged to i>tf« fixate by a gene- 
ral acclamation : but the greater part of the (jpefiatora 
were out of humour to find, that the fo-much-expeded 
combatants had not hacked one another to pieces; 
jail as boys are forry, when the criminal, they expeA- 
ed to fee hanged, is pardoned, either by the profecutor, 
or the court. 

The crowd difperfed : the duke and Don Sluixot$ 
returned to the came : ^Tofihs was confined : zxiabpnnei 
Rodriguex and her daughter were extremely well plea- 
ttd to fee, that, one way or other, this bufineis wa^ 
Ukply to end in matrimony, and ^ofibi hoped no lefs.

DO N SJJIXO TE now thought it high time to 
quit fo idle a life as that he had led in the caSk, 
thinking he commit|ed a great fault in fufbring his 
perTon to be thus confined, and in living lazily aiDi(ift 
the infinite pleafures and entertainments the duke and 
duchefs provided for him as a knight-errant ; and he 
was of opinion he moil give a &cit\ account togodix 
this inadUvity.. And therefore he one day afk^ leave 
pf thofe princes, that he might depart, which ihef 
mnted him, with tokens of being mightily trooUed 
that he would leave them. The duchefs gaire 
Sancho Panfa his wife's letters, which hef wept ^w, 
andfaid: Who could have thought* that hopeif^ 

freat, as thofe conceived in the*Veail of my wife 
erefa Panfa, at the news of my government, ^fhouU 
tnd in my returning to the toilfome adventures of my 
mafter Don ^ixote de la Mancha ? Nevertheicfe I a« 

{>leafed to find, that my Terefa Eas behaved like hcr- 
elf, in fending the acorns to the duchefs ; for had ihe 
hot fent them, I had been forry, and ihe had fhcwcd 
herfelf ungrateful But my comfort is, t^t this pre- 
fent cannot be called a bribe ; for I was already is 
pofTeffion of the government^ when Ihe fent them : ^^ 
It is very fitting, that thofe, who receive a benefit 
fliould fhew themf<^ves gratdful, though it be with a 
b-ifle. In fine, naked I went into the govcrniBCit, 
knd naked am I come out of it, aChJ fo I can fey w*tA 
a fafe confcienc^ /which is no fmall ipatter) naked I 
was bom, naked I am j T neither win nor lofc.

the moon. The duchefs wa^ furprized at the Hber^ 
jiltifidora took ; for though (He knew her to be bold^ 
•witty and free, yet not to that degree as td venture 
upon fuch freedbms : and» as (he knew nothing of this 
jell, her furprife encreafed. The duke refolved to car- 
ry on the humour, and faidr: I think it does not look 
well. Sir knight, that, havuig received fo civil an en- 
tertainment in this caiUe of mine, you (hould dare to 
carry off three night-caps at leaft, if not my damfel's 
garters befides : thefe are indications of a naught/ 
heart, and ill become yoUr charadler.. Return her the 
garters : if not, I defy you to mortal combat,, with- 
^ out being afraid that yout khavifh enchanters fhould 
change or alter my fkce^ as they have done that of 
^Tofilos my laci|ueyi your intended adverOapy. God 
forbid, anfwered Don ^ifsot^, that I fhould draw my 
ftvord agaiuft your illuilrious perfpn, from whom I 
1 J haxft.^ 
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have received fo matiy favours : The night-caps fhall 
be reilored ; for Sancho fays he has them ; but for the 
garters, it is impofl^Ie ; tor 1 have thexn not, nor he 
neither ; and it this damfel of yours will fearch her 
hiding-holes, I warrant (he will* find them. I, my 
lord duke, rielrer was a thief, and think, if heaven fbr- 
fakes me not, I never ihall be one as long as I live.

%uixote^ quoth the duchefs, fend you fa good a jour- 
ney, that we may continually hear good news of your 
exploits : and god be with you j for the loiter you 
day, the mare you encreafe the fire in the breafts of 
the damfels thait behold you j and, as for mine, I will 
take her to ta& fo feverely, that henceforward (he 
Ihall not dare to tranfgrefs with her eyes, or her words. 
Po but hear one word more, O valbrous Don ^ixotey, 
' and I am filent, quoth Alttfidora ; which is, that I 
beg your pardon for faying vou had ftolen my garters j 
for, on my confcience and foul, I have them on : but 
' I was abfent in thought, like the man, who looked 
for his afs while he was upon his back. Did I not 
tell you, quoth Sanch, I am a rare one at concealii^ 
thefts ? Had I been that wiy given, I had many a 
fair opportunity for k in my government. Don ^ixou 
bowed his head, and m^de his obeifancc to the duke 
and duchefs, and to aU th* fpedl^tors, and, toming

If yoa {dealer 
ai^wered Dm ^xtte^ I ihoold be glad to fee them ^ 
for images, that are carried with fo much precaotion, 
moft doubtlefs be good ones. Ay, and very eood oae^ 
too, a uoth another, as their price will te£fy i for, 
in trudi, there is not one of them bat ftands os in 
above fifty dacats. And, ta convince vonr worihip 
of this mith, (tay bat a little while, and voa fliall fee 
it with your own ^es. And rifing up nom eatings 
he went and took off the covering from the firft figorer 
which appeaered to be a St Ge§rg0 on horfeback,. with 
a ferpent coiled up at his feet, and his lannce ma 
through its mouth, with all the fiercenefs it is nfually* 
painted with. The whole image feemed to be, as we- 
uy, one blaze of gold.

The maa uncovered it, and it appeared to be that of 
St. Martin on horfeback, dividing his cloak with the:' 
poor man. And fourcely^had Don ^ix§u feen it, 
when he faid : This knight alfo was one of the chriftianr 
adventurers ; and I take it he was more liberal tha» 
valiant, as you may perceive, Saneh&^ by his dividing 
his doak with the beggar, and giving him half of it : 
and doubtlefs it moft nave been then waiter ; other- 
wife he would have given it him all, fo great v^as hia 
charity. That was not the reafon, quoth Saneho ; bae 
he had a mind to keep to the proverb, which, fays;: 
What to give, and what te^keep, requires an uader^ 
ftanding deep. Don Siuixou finiled, and defired ano^ 
ther Cheet might be taken off, underneath which waa 
difeotered the image of the patron of Spain on horfe* 
hack, his (Word all bloody, trampling on Moorf, 
and treading upon heads.

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Then they removed another (heet, which covered St^ 
Faul Mllng from his horfe, with all the circumftancet 
UtAK ar6 ufuaUy drawn in the pidure 6f his converfion. 
When Dw Sluix^u faw it reprefented in fo lively « 
manner, that one would ahaoft ivf Qhrifi was fpeak^ 
kig to him, and St. Baul anfwering, he iaid. : This 
was the greateft enemy the church of god our lord 
iiad in ius time, and the greateft defender it will ever 
Isave ; a knight-errant in his life, and a ftedfaft faint m 
liis death; an unwearied labourer in the lord*s vine- 
yard ; a teacher of the gentiles ; whofe fchool was 
heaven, and whofe profeiTor and mafter Jefus Chrift 
himfelf. There were no more imagoes, and fo Don 
^wxott bid them cover them up again, and iaid : I 
take it for a good omen, brethren, to have feen what 
I have feen ; for rhefe faints and knights profeiTed what 
I profefs, which is, the exercife of arms : the only 
difiefence between them and me, is, that they were 
iaintSy and fought after a heav^y manner,^ and I ^ 
am a .finner, and Ught after an earthty manner. They 
conquered heaven by force of arms (for heaven fafFers 
violence *) and I hithesto cannot tell what I conquer 
by force of my Mertngs. But could my Dufcinta dH 
^ohojb get out of hers, my coitditioa being bettered, 
and my underftanding direded aright, I mieht perhaps 
take a better coarfe than I do. God hear him, quoth 
3ancBo ftraight, and let iin be deaf. The men won- 
dered, as well at the figure, as at the words of Diar 
^ixotty without undemanding half what he meant by 
them. They fini^ed their repaft, packed up their 
images, and, taking their leave of Don ^uixoUy pur^ 
fuedthek journey. * ^ ^ 

Sanche remained aff much in admiration at his ma** 
fter's Icnowledge, as if he had never knowp him before^ 
thinking there was not an hiftory, nor event,. in the 
world, which he had not at his fingers ends, and fkften- 
ed down to hb memory, and he laid : Truly, mafiei^ 
of ours, if this that has happened to us to-day may be 
called an adventure, it has been- oneo# tkr fofteft abd

Opf of th«fe 
ibperftitious riiSss and goes abroad ear^ in the morning 
mini, meeting with a friar of the order of the ble^ 
St. FraMcis, tAxm his back, as if he had met a grif- 
fin, and eoes home again. Another, a MiMdfxa*, 
fpills the fait ujkmi the ublf, and presently q^l«cb<^ 
i>yer-Q>rea<k his hearty as if naiure was boui^ tp jji^w 
jigns of enfuii^miichancesy by fuch trivial accidiieats as 
the afore-mentioned. The wife man and good chriftian 
Dught not to pry too curiouily into the co^infels of 
]ieaven. Sdfio, arrivmg in'^rui^r, ftumbjed at jfwp- 
ing afhore : his foldiers took it for an ill on«i^$ b^t 
he, embcacing the ground, feid: Afrk^^^ thofi can^ft 
not do^ me^ lor I have thee fitft between niy airais. 
3o that, Sancho^ the meeting with thefe ia^i^BS has 
been a moft happy encounter to me. I verily b^vf 
it, aniwered Sdncho, and I fhoukl he gM yojur wofr 
fliip would inform me, why the ^pa^iardsp when th^ 
join battle, invoke that faint Diq§ tb$ M99r»kiJln-9 ai^L 
ciy, ^AiMt JagOf and dofe, Sf^w, Is Spain^ pj^iad- 
venture, ifi op^n, as to want dofing } or wiiat4:fire- 
mony is this ?

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vffib^ ofvcrthrowing, trampling down^ deflroyinjj^ 
and flaughtering the Hagarene fquadrons ^ ; and of this 
I cook! produce many examples recorded in the tirue 
Zfanifh hiftories. 

Sancho changed the difcourfe, and fiud to &*s mailer : 
I am amazed; Sir, at the affurance of Altipdora^ the da- 
cbcfs*s waiting -woman. He they call Love muft fure- 
ly have wounded her forely, and pierced her through 
and through. They fay, he is a boy, who, though 
blear-eyedy or, to (ay better^ without fight,, if he takes 
aim at any heart, *!how fmall foever, he hits and pierces 
it through and through with his arrows. I have alfo 
heard fay, that the darts of Loqjt are blunted and ren- 
dered pointlefs by the modefty and referve of maidens : 
• but, in this fame Altifidota^ methinks, they are rather 
whetted than blunted. Look you, Sancho, quoth 
Don ^ixotey Love regards no refpefts, nor obferves 
any rules* of reafon in his proceedings, and is of the 
fame nature with death, which aflaults the ftately pa- 
laces of kings, as well as the lowly cottages <5f fhep- 
' herds ; and, when he takes entire pofieOion of a fouU 
the iirft thing he does, is, to diveft it of fear and fhame ; 
and thus Altijidora^ being without both, made an opeik 
declaration of her deiires, which produced rather con- 

• fufion, than compaflion> in my breaft. Notorious cri^- 

• dty ! quoth Sancho ; unheard-of ingratitude ! I dare 
fay for myfelf, that the leaft amorous hint of her^s 
would have fubdued me, and made me her vailal. Q 
whorefon t what a heart of marble, what bowels pf 
brafs,. and what a foul of plaifter of Farh ! But I can- 
not concave what it is tnis damfel faw in your wor- 
ftip, that fubdued and captivated her to that degrqc. 
What finery, what gallantry, what gaiety, what rac^ i 
which of thefe jointly, or feverally, made her fall im 
love with you ? for, in truth, in truth, i have often fur- 
▼qred yoar worfhip, from the tip of your toe to the top 
of your head, and I fee in you more thines to cai^ 
aflfright than love. And, havmg ^fo heard fay, thi^ 
beauty is the frft and principal thing that enamcvaiis^

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jfour worihip having Bone at all, I wonder wliat t^ 
poor thing was in love with. Look yon, Sancho, an- 
Iwered Don ^ixote^ there are two forts of beau^, the 
one of the mind, the othc^r of &e body. Tl^t of 
the mind ihines and diicoven itfelf in the underftand- 
ingy in modefty, eood behaviour, liberality, and good 
breeding : and all thefe qufilities may fubfift and be 
found in an ill fovonred man ; and when the aim is at 
this beauty, and not at that of the body, it produces 
love with impetuofity and advantage. I know vcvf 
welly SanchOf that I am not handfbme ; but I know 
alfo that I am not deformed j. and an honeft man^ -wlu> 
is not a monfter, may be beloved, .provided he has the 
qualities of the mind I have mentioned. 

Amidft thefe difcourfes they entered into a wood, 
not far out of the road ; and on a fudden Don ^ixtt 
found htmfelf entangjed in ibme nets of green thread, 
which hung. f?om one tree to another, and, not beings 
able to iinagine what 4t might be, he faid to SoMcbo : 
The ^fineis of thefe nets, Sancioy muft, I think, be 
one of the neweH adventures imaginable ; let me die, 
Sr the enchanters, who perfecute me, have not a mind 
fo entangle me in them, and Hop my journey, by way 
of revenge for the rigorous treatment Altifidorm, x^ 
ceived from me. But I would have them to know, . 
that, though thefe nets, as they ar^ made of thread,., 
were made of the hardeA diamonds, or ftronger than 
that, in which the jealous eod of blackfmitha entangled 
Venus and Mars^ f would break them as eafily as iT . 
they were made of buU-rufhes or yarn« And, as he 
was going to pafs forward, and break through all, un« 
expe^ledly, from amorg fome trees, two moll beautifi;!. 
IhepherddTes prefented them&lves before him: at leaft 
they were clad like fhepherdeiTes, excepting that their 
waiflcoats and petticoats were of fine brocade. Their ha^ 
bits were of rich gold tabby ; their hair,Avhick for bright- 
Aefs might come ia competition with the raysof the fu|i, 
hanging loofe about their fhoidders, and their heada 
crowned witK garlands of green, Uuirel and red flower- 

fcntles interwoven . Theii; age Teemed xp b^j not ttnder^ 
fteei), cor above eighteen. This^wasaif^jjwhicik 

•. amazfld. 
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^oiazed SanchOf furprized Dom ^x^fe, made the fim 
Hop in his career to behold them, and held them all in 
anarveUoos filence. At length one of the ihepherde^i 
ipoke, and faid to Don ^ixoti : Stop, Signor cava.- * 
lier, and break not the nets, placed here, not for your 
hurty bat our diverfion : and becaufe I know you will 
^dk as why they are fpread» and who we are^ I will 
tell you In few words. In a town about twa le^pet 
€fff, where there are feveral people of quality, and a 
^reat many gentlemen, and thofe rich» it was agreed 
mmong feveral friends, and relations,, that their fons» 
wives, and daughters, neighbours,, friends, and relati- 
.ons, fhould all come to make merry in this place, 
.which is one of the pleaianteft in thefe parts, forming 
. among ourfelves a new paftoral Arcadia^ and dreffing^ 
oarfelves, the maidem like fliepherdelTes, and the young 
men like (hepherds. We have got by heart two ec* 
^.Jogues, one of the iamous poet Garcilaffo^ and the other 
of the mpH excellent Ctmoins^ in his own Poriugmft 
tongue, which we have not yet aded. Ydleoday wat 
.the firft day of our coming hithes : we have Tome field- 
tents pitched among the trees, on the margin of a co- 
pious- ftream, which fpreads fertility over all xhefe 
meadows. Laft night we hung our nets upon thefe 
trees, to deceive the fimplc little birds, which Ihou.ld 
.come at the noife we make, and be catched iii themi. 
If, t?ir, youpleafe to be our gueft, you (hall be enter- 
tained generoufly, and courteoufly \ for into this place 
neither forrow nor melancholy enter. She held her 
peace, and faid no more. To which Don ^mxote an- 
iwered : Aflurcdly, faireft lady/ Aaaon was not in 

greater furprize and<f amazement, when unawares he 
w Diana oathing herfelf in the water» than 1 have 
been in at beholding your beauty. I applaud the 
fcheme.of your diyerfiops, and thank you for your kind 
offers ; and, if I can do you any fervice, you may lay 
your commands upon me, in full afTuraDce o£ being 
obeyed ; for my pf ofeffion is no other than to (hew 
myfelf erateful, and a benefadlor to all focts of people, 
efpecialTy to thofe of the rank your prdence denotea 
you to be of ; and fhould thefe nets, which probably^ 

take 
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take op bot a-fantll fpaee, occupy the whole ^cbe of 
the earth, I would feek out new worlds to pais mroagh^ 
rather than hazard the breaking then^. And, that yoa 
* may afford Tome credit to this exaggeration of > mine, 
behold, he^ who makes yoa this pr omife, is no leis 
than Dm fixate de la Mancba^ if perchance this name 
|ias ever- reached your ears% Ah! friend of my fool I 
Quoth then the other youne ihepherdefs, wlieU good 
rortoneis this that has befaUen usi See you this gen- 
deman here before us ? I zSkst you, he is the inoft 
valiant, the moft enamoured, the moft complaiiant 
knight ift the worlds unleis a hiflory, which goes about 
cf mm in print, and which I have read, lies, and de- 
ceives us. I will lay a wager, this honeft man, who 
cones with hkn* is that very Saneho Panfa, hisfquire, 
whofe i^eaiantrles none can cqaal. That is true, quoth 
Sautboi r am that ^me jocular perfon, and that 
fquire you fay ; and this gentleman is mv mader, the 
verv Don ^ixotg ii la Mancha aforefaid, and hiftori- 
ted. Ah! quoth the other, my dear, let ns in- 
treat him to ftay ; for our Others and brothers h^ be 
ih&utely pleafea to have him here ; for I have heard the 
fiune tluR g? of his I'aldiir and wit that.you tell me : and 
partictilarly they iay, he is the moft conilant and moft 
faithful lover in the world ; and that his miftrefs is one 
Dulcinea itl Tobefo^ who bears away the palm horn aD 
^the beauties in Spain. And ^th good reafon, quoth Dm 
^ix9tf, unlefs your matchlefe beauty brings it into 
queftioiC But weary not yourfelves, ladies, in en- 
oeavouriog to detain me ; for the precife obligations 
of my profeffion will fuffer me to reft no where. 

By this time there came up to where the four ftooda 
brother of one of the young fhepherdeiTes : he was aMo 
in a (hepherd's drefs, anfwerable in richnefs and gal- 
lantry to theirs. They told !#!, that the perfon he 
fiiw was the valorous Don ^txoti de la l^ancha^ and 
the other, Saneho his fquire, of whom he had fome 
Imowledge, by having read their hiftory. The gallant 
fhcpherd faluted him, and defired him to come with 
him to the tents. Don ^ixoto could not rcfufe, and 
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tAcreforc went with him ». Then the nets were drawn, 
and filled with variety of little birds, who, deceived by 
tlie colour of the nets, fell into the very danger they, 
endeavoured to fly from. Above thirty perfons, gen- 
teelly dreflcd in paftoral habits, were aflembled toge- 
xiker in that place, and prefently were made acquainted. 
"^^vlio Dom ^ixou and his fquire were : which was no. 
linall fatisfa^on to them, being already no Urangers to. 
liis hiflory. They haftened to the tents, where they 
£bund the table ffread, rich, plentiful, and neat. They 
lionoored Don ^ixote with placing him at the upper. 
end. They all g^zed at him, and admired at the fight. 
Knally the cloth bein^ taken away, Don ^ixoti, witlt 
great gravity, raifed his voice, and faid. 

Of all the grievous fins men commit, though fome 
iay» pride, I fay, ingratitude is the worft, adhering ta 
the tommon opinion, that hell is full of the ungrateful, 
"tliis fin I have endeavoured to avoid, as much as poffi? 
l>Iy I could, ever fince I came to the ufe of reafon ^ 
and) if I cannot repay the good offices done me witb 
Ihelike^ I place in their fie^ die defire of doing them : 
and, when this is not enoughj^ I publiOi them s for he» 
who teHs and publifhes thegood deeds done him, would 
return them in kind if he could : for generally the re- 
ceivers are inferior to the givers, and eod is therefore 
s^ve all, becaufe he is bountiful imove all. But; 
though the gifts of men are infinitely difpropbrtionate 
to thofe of god, gratitude in fome meafure fupplies their 
Ijarrow^efs and defe£b. I then, being gratenil for the 
civility offered me here, but reftramed by the narrow 
limits of my ability from making a fuitable return, of- 
ler what I can, and what is in my power ; and there- 
fore, I fay, ^ I will maintain, for two whole days, ia. 
^hc middle of this the king^s high-way, which leads to 
SaragoJ^a, that thefe lady fhepherdefies in difguife are 
the moft ^beautiful, and moft courteous, damfels in the 
world, excepting only the peerlefs Duicinea del Tohofa^ 
the fole mifbrefs of my thoughts ; without offence tCK

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uiy that hear me be it fpoken. Sancbo^ who had beeir 
liflening to him with great attention, hearing this, iaid 
with a loud voice : Is it poflible there fhould be anjr 
perfons in the world, who prefume to fay and fwear, 
that this mafter of mine is a madman ? Speak^ gentle- 
men fhepherds j is there a country vicar, though ever 
fo difcreet, or ever fo good a fcholar, who can fay all 
that my mailer has laid ? Is there a knight- errant, 
though ever fo renowned for valour, who can o^r 
what mj matter has now offered ? Don ^ixoie turned to 
Sancho^ and, with a wrathful countemmce, (aid : Is it 
poffible, O Sancbo, there is any body upon the globe, 
who will fay you are not an ideot, lined with the fame, 
and edged with I know not what of mifchievous and 
knavilh ? who gave you authority to meddle with what 
belongs to me, and to call in queftion my folly or dif^ 
Cretion f hold your peace, and make no reply ; but ga 
and faddle RozittaHte, if he be unfaddled, and 18t us 
go and put my ofier in execution j for confidering how 
much I am in the right, you may conclude all thofe, 
who fhall contradid me, alreadyxonquered. Then, 
with great fury, and tokens of indignation, lie rofe 
from his feat, leaving the company in admiration, and 
in doubt, whether they fhould reckon him a madman, 
or a man of fenfe* In fhort, they would have per- 
fuadcd him not to put himfelf ujpon fuch a tryal, unce 
they were fatisfied of his graceful nature, and wanted no 
other proofs of his valour, than thofe related in the 
hiftory of his exploits. But for all that Don ^xoU 
perfifted in his defign, and, being mounted upon R9xi' 
nante^ bracing his fhield, and taking his launce, he 
planted himfelf in the middle of the high-way, which 
was not far from the verdant meadow. Snncho fol- 
lowed upon his Datple^ with all the pafloral company, 
bein^ defirous to fee what wojild be the event of thit 
unheard-of and arrogant challenge. 

Don ^ixote^ being pofted» as I have fai4» ia the 
middle of the road, wounded the air with fuch words. 
as thefe : O ye paffengers, travellers, knights, fqaires^ 
people on foot and on horfe-back, who now padfs this 
way, or are to pafs in thefe two days following, ^now» 

that 
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lihat Don Quixote de la Mancha^ knight-errant, is poft- 
cd here, ready to maintain that the nymphs, who inhabit 
thefe meadows and groves, exceed all the world in beau- 
ty and courtefy, excepting only the miftrefs of my foul, 
bmlcinea del Toho/o : and let him, who is of a contrary 
opinion, come ; for here I ftand, ready to receive him* 
Twice he repeated the fame words, and twice they' 
ivere not heard by any adventurer. But fortune, which 
was difpofing his affairs from good to better, fo or« 
dered it, that foon after thqr difcovered a great ma^ 
ny men on horfe-back, and leveral of them with laun- 
ces in their hands, all trooping in a dufter, and in 
great hafte. Scarcely had diey, who were with Dom 
^uixotif feen them, when they turned their backs, and 
got hx enough out of the way, fearing, if they ilaid, 
Uiey might be expofed to fome danger. Don ^ix» 
-#/# alone, with an intrepid heart, ftood firm, and Sancb9 
Fanfa fcreened himfelf with Rozinante^s buttocks. The 
4u>op of launce-men came up, and one of the foremoft 
began to c^ aloud to Don fixate ; Get out of the 
way, devil of a man, lefl thefe bulls trample yon to 
-pieces. Rafcals, replied Don fixate, I vafue not your 
bulls, though they were the fierceft that Xarama^ ever 
bred upon its banks : confefs, ye fcoundrels, unfighc 
unfeen, tlurt what I have here proclaimed is true; if 
not, I challenge ye to battle. The herdfman had no 
time to anfwer, nor Don ^ixote to get out of the way, 
if he would : and fo the wEole herd of fierce bulls and 
tame kine*, with the multitude of herdfmen, and 
ethers, who were driving them to a certain town, 
where they were to be baited in a day or two, ran over 
Don ^ixote^ and over Sancho, RoKtnante, and Dapple, 
having them 'all fprawling and rolling on the groimd, 
Sancbo remained bruifed, Don ^ixote aflonifhed. Dap- 
ple battered, and Roxinante not perfedly found. £Uit 
at length they all got up, and Don ^ixoie, in a great 
hurry, ilurobling here and falling there, began to run 
after the herd, crying aloud : Hold, ftop, ye fcoun-

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drels ; for a fingle knight defies ye all, who is not of 
the difpofition or opmion of thofe, who lay ; Make 
a bridge of filver for a flying enemy. But the hafly 
runners Hopped not the more for this, and made nfo 
more account of his menaces, than of laft yearns doudd. 
Wearinefs flopped Don ^ixote, and more enraged than 
revepged^ he fat down in the ro^d^ expe^ng the com- 
ing up of Safuho, Rozinaute» and Dapple. They came 
^p ; mafler and man mounted again, and» without turn- 
ing back to take their leaves of the feigned or counter- 
feit Arcadia, and with more fhame than iatisfa^lian, 
.purfucd their journey. 

CHAP. VII. 

. Whir fin is relattd an extraordinary accident ^ *which ht- 
fel Don Quixote, .aHdiMeb maypa/s for^n advelt- 
ture^ 

THE dufl and wearinefs, .Dpnf^uixote and Saihk^ 
underwent through the rude encounter of the 

^ bulls, were relieved by a clear and limpid fountain they 

.met with in a cool grove ; on the brink whereof, leav- 
ing Dapple and Rozinante free without halter or bridle, 
the way-beattn coyple, mafler and man, ^t them 
down. Sancho had recourfe to the cup-board of his 
waller, and drew out what lie was wont to .call his 
fauce. He rinfed his mouth,, and Don Sluixote wafted 
his face : with which refrelhment they recovered their 
fainting fpirits- Don ^ixote would eat nothing out 
of, pure chagrin, nor durft Sancho touch the vit- 
als out of pure good manners, e^qpeding his ma^ 
ihould firil be his tafler. But feeing him fo carried 

. away by his imaginations, as to forget to put a bit in 
his mouth, he faid nothing, but, breaking through all 
kind of ceremony, began to fluff his hungry maw with 
the bread and cheefe before him. Eat, friend Sancbo, 

. laid Don ^ixote; and fupport life, which is of more 
importance to you than to me, and leave me to die hj 
the hands of my refledlions, and by the force of my 
misfortunes, I, ' S^cJfOf jyas )K)m to live dying, apd 

you 
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yoa to <lie eating ; and, to fhew you that I fpeak the 

Crfith, copfider me printfed in hiftories, rcnowtHid in 

iU-msy courteous in my adions, refpedled by princes^ 

Courted by damfels ; and, after all, when I. expeded 

faints, triumphs, and crowns, earned and merited by 

&iy valorous exploits, this morning have I feen myfelf 

tf6d upon, kicked, and bruifed under the feet of filthy 

■and impure beafb. This refleftion fees my teeth on 

^^gCy flupifies my grinders, benumbs my hands, and quite 

takes away my appetite ; fo that 1 intend to fufTer my-r 

ieH to die with hunger, the cruellefl of all deaths. At 

this rate, quoth Sancho (chewing all the while apace) 

your worlh^'p will not approve of the proverb, which 

lays : Let Martha die, but die with her belly full. 

At leaft, I do not intend to kill myfelf, but rather 

to imitate the fhoe-maker, who pulls the leather with 

ills teeth, 'till he ftretches it to what he would have 

it. I will flrctch my life by eating, 'till it reaches the 

end heaven has allotted it ; and let me tell you. Sir, 

ithere is no greater madn^fs, than to defpair as you dot 

believe me, and, after you- have eaten, try to flcep a 

little upon the green mattrefs of thisgrais, and you 

will fee, when you awake, you will find yourfelf much 

eaied. Don ^ixote complied, thinking Sancbo reafoned 

more like a philofopher than a fool ; and he faid : If, 

O Sancho^ you would now do for me what I am goings 

to tell you, my comforts would be more certain, and 

my forrows not fo great : and it is this, that while I, in 

purfuance of your advice, am ileeping, you will flep a 

little aiide fromiience, and with the reins oi Rosci»antt*t 

i>ridle, turning t^ j^ur flcfli to the Iky, give yourfelf 

three or four hundred lafhes, in part of the three thoa-» 

fand and odd, you are bound to give yourfelf for the 

difenchantment of Duleinea ; for it is a great pity the 

poor lady fhould continue under enchantment through 

your careleffiiefs and negled. There is a great deal to 

be faid as to that, quoth Sancho : for the prefent, let 

ns both fleep, and afterwards god knows what may hap* 

pen. Pray, confider. Sir, that this iame whipping one's 

felf in cold blood is a cruel thing, and more fo, when 

the laihes light upon a body iU fuftained an^ worfe fed. 

Let 
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Let my lady Duldnta have patience ; for, when llie 
lead thinks of it^ (he (hall fee me pinked like a fievie 
by dint of ilripes ; and. Until death all is life : I mean, 
I am ftin alive, together with the defire of fulfiUing jMxy 
promife. Don ^ixote thanked him, eat a little, and 
Sancho much ; and both of them addreffed themfdves 
to ileep, leaving Rozhanti and DappU^ thofe iniepa- 
rable companions and friends, at their own difcredoa, 
and without any controll, to feed upon the plenty of 
grafs, with which that meadow abounded. 

They awoke fomewhat of the lateft ; th^ moimted 
again, and purfued their journey, haftening to reach 
an inn, which feemed to be about a league off; I fay 
an inn, becaufe Don ^ixote called it to, coiitrajy t9 
his cuftom of calling all inns cafllese They arrived at it^ 
and demanded of the hoft if he had any lodging? 
He anfwered he had, with all the conveniencie^ and 
entertainment that was to be found even in Saragoffki 
They alighted, and Sancho fecured his travelling cup- 
board in a, chamber, of which the landlord gave him 
the key. He took the bealb to the (bble, gave them 
then* allowance, ahd went to fee what demands Dam 
!^ixote, who was fat do\wi upon a ftone bench, had 
for him, giving particular thanks to heaven, that thit 
inn had not been taken by his mafter for a cafUe. Sup- 
per-time came : they betook them to their chamber, 
Sancho aiked the hoft, what he had to give them for 
fupper. The hoft anfwered, his mouth ihould be 
meafured, and he might call for whatever he pleafed 5 
for the inn was provided, as far as birds of the air, 
fowls of the earth, and fUhes of the fea could go. 
There is no need of quite fo much, anfwered Sancho : 
road us but a couple of chickens, and we (hall have 
enough ; for my mailer is of a nice ftomach^ and I am* 
no glutton. The hoft replied, he had no chickens, 
for the kites had devoured them. Then order a pul- 
let, Signor hoft, quoth Sancho, to be roafted j but fee 
that it be tender. A pullet? my father ! anfwered the 
hoft: truly, truly, I fent above fifty yefterday to the 
Sity to be fddi but, excepting pullets, aikfor whatevei; 

yott 
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yoa wilL If it be (o, qaoth Sancia, veal or kid can* 

not be wanting. There is none in the noufe at prefent^ 

sinfwered the hoft ; for it is all made an end of: hot 

next week there will be enough, and to fpare. We 

aure much the nearer for that, aniwered Sancho : I will 

lay a waeer, all theie deficiencies will be made up with 

m fuper-«>undance of bacdR and eggs. Before god» 

anfwered the hoft, my guefl has an admirable guefs 

with him : I xM him I had neither pullets nor hens^ 

and he would have me have eggs. Talk of other de- 

licades, but afk no more for hens. Body of me, let 

«s come to fmnething, qaoth Sancho ; tell me, in (hort^ 

what you have, and lay aiide your flourifhings, mailer 

hoft. Then, quoth the innkeeper, what I really and 

tmly have, is, a pair of cow-heels, that look like 

calves feet, or a pair of calves feet, that look like 

cow-heels : they are ftewed with peafe, onions, and bacon^ 

and at this very minute are crying, come eat me, come 

eat me. I mark them for my own, from this moment, 

quoth Safieho, and let no body touch them ; for I will 

pay more for tbem than another fhall, becaufe I could 

wifh for nothing that I like better ; and I care not a fig 

what heels they are, fo they are not hoofs. No body 

ihall touch them, quoth the hoft; for^fome other guefts 

in the houfe, out of pure gentility, bring their own 

cook, their caterer, and their provifions with them. If 

gentility is the bufinefs, quoth Sattcho, no body is more 

a gentleman than my mafter : but the calling he is of 

allows of no catering nor butlering : alas ! we clap us 

down in the midft of a green field, and fill our bellies 

with acorns or medlars. This difcourfe Sancho held 

with the innkeeper, Sancho not caring to anfwer him 

any farther ; for he had already af^ed him of what 

calling or employment his mailer was. 

Supper-time being come, Don ^ixote withdrew to 
his diamber : the hoft brought the ftefli-pot juft as it 
was, and fairly fat himfelf down to fupper. It feems 
in the room next to that where Don ^ixote was^^ and 
divided only by a partition of lath, Don ^ixote heard 
(bme body fay : By your life, Signor Don J eronmo^ 
while fupper is getting ready, let us read another 
Vou IV. K chapter 
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dbapttr of the fecond part of Dw Quixote de la Mam- 
tba. Scarce had Don Sluixote heard iUmielf nsuBed, 
when, up he ftood, and, with an attentive ear, liltened 
tp their difcourfe, and heard the afcn-e&id Don^erom- 
ms anfwer : Why, Signor Don Jdlm^ w«mld you ha?e 
OS read fuch abfurdities ? fmr he who has read the feft 
part of the hiftory of Don^mixote de la Manthoy cao- 
liot poflibly be pleafed with reading the fecond. Bat 
for all that, faid Don Jahn^ it will not be amiis to read 
it; for there is no book fo bad» but it has fomethiag 
good in it. What di(pleafes me moft in it, is» ^at tb^ 
author dcfcribes Don ^ixote ns no longer in love wiA 
Dtt/cinea dil Tobofo, Which Don ^ixotg over-hearing; 
lulli of wrath and indignation, he r^ed his voice, and 
fiud ; whoever fhall fay, that Don ^uixott de la Mancha 
has forgotten, or can fbrget, Dulcinea dtl tobofo ^ I wiS 
xiake him know, with equal arms, that he is very widft 
of the truth ; for the peerleis DuUtma can neither be 
forgotten, nor is Don ^ixote capable of forgetting i 
his motto is conHancy, and his profeffion is to preferve 
it with fweetnefs, and without doing himfelf any vio- 
lence. Who is it that anfwers us ? re|^ied one in the 
other room. Who (bould it be, quoth Sanch^, but 
J^on Quixote df la Mancha himfelf, who will make 
^od ^1 he fays, and all he ihall fay ? for, A good pay- 
mailer is in pain for no pawn. Scarcely had Sancb§ 
faid this, when into the room came two gentlemen ; 
for fuch they feemed to be : and one of them, throw- 
ing his arms about Don ^ixofe*s neck, faid : Your 
Sreience can neither belye your name, nor yonr name 
b otherwiTe than credit your prefence. Doubtlefs, 
Signor, you are the true Don ^rxote de la Mancha^ 
the north and moming-ftar of knight-errantry, maugre 
and in defpite of him, who has endeavoured to ufurp 
your name, and annihilate your exploits, as the author 
of this book I here give you has done. And, putting 
a book, that his companion brought, into Don ^ixote^i 
hands, he took it, and, without anfwering a word, 
began to turn over the leaves, and prefently after re- 
turned it, faying : In the little I have feen I have 
found three things in this author, that deferve repre> 

heaiioA.

Take the book agaih^ Sir, and fee whether I anat in it£ 
and u4iether he has dian^ my name. By 'whaC 1. 
have heard yon fpeak, fhend, quoth Doti J^eromm&i 
without doubt, yovLsaeSaneifoPa^fa, D^ ^xHekf 
%oire. I am fo, anfwered SantJbe, and vidue myfelf 
i^pon it: In faith, then, laid the gentleman^ thid vdo^ 
Qcm author does not treat' you with that dbceneyi 
which feems agreeable to your perfon. H^ d^eribei 
you a ^utton, and a fimpleton, and not at all ^tafmit^ 
and a quite diiHsrent Sambo from him de(cribed in dilGi 
firft part of your mafter^s hiftcoy. God forgive \&mi 
quoth Saficho i he might have let me alone in my coi^ 
ner, without remembering me at all : for. Let him who 
knows^ the inibrument play on it ; and, Saint Peteir h 
no where fo well as at Rome. The twogendesxende* 
fired of Don ^xote, that he would ftep to their cham-i* 
ber; and fup widi them ; fbr they knew very weK; 
there was nodiing to be had in that ii^n, fit for his esk^ 
tertainment. Dm^ixote, who was always courteous^ 
con^feended to their requeft, and fupped with them* 
Seunbo ftayed behind with the fieih-pot, ctmn^ro mix^ 

I NotwithAaniIng this oenfiire of the jifrdgtnejt astbor, it Ig 
certain, that, the fit^xSmtSantho Pan^a''^ wife is mentioned in 
our aathor*8 own work, namely, in the feventh chapter of the firft 
book of the firft part, (he it called Mory GutUrreiHf and the ^me 
name is repeated in lefs than ten lines after. One would think| 
CfTvantis was as little careful to read over his own firf fatt^ as hQ

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U impiri$ ' : he placed himfelf at the head of the ta- 
l^le« and. by him fat down the inn-keeper, as fond of 
the calves feet, or cow heels, ^s he. 

While .they were at fuppec, Dan John afkcd T>on 
Sluix9te^ what news he had of the lady Dulcinea id 
^obofii whether (he was married j whether yet broug^- 
to-bed, or with-child ; or if, continuing a maiden, (he 
faUH remembered, with the referve of her modefty and 
good decorum* the amorous inclinations of Signor 
J^on fixate. To which our knight replied : Duldnea 
is iUll a maiden, and my inclinations more confbuit than 
ever ; our correfpondence upon the old foot, and her 
beauty transformed into the vifage of a coarfe countiy- 
^fvench. Then he recounted every particular of the 
Wchantment of the lady Dulcinea^ and what had be- 
fklien Vm in Montefinos\ cave, with the diredlion the 
iage Merlin had given him for her difencbantm(»it, 
namely, by Sancho\ lafhes. Great was the' fatisfadion 
the two gentlemen received to hear Don ^txote relate 
the ftrange adventures of his hiflory, admu-ing equally 
Ht his extravagancies, and at his elegant manner of tel- 
ling them. One while they held him for a wife nun; 
then he Aid from them by the fool ; nor could they 
determine what degree to affign him between difactioa 
and folly. 

Smncho made an end of fupper, and, leaving the inn- 
keeper fuddled, went to the chamber where his mafter 
ivas, and, at entering, he faid : May I die, gcntle- 
snen, if the author of this book you have got has a 
qpaind he and I ihould eat a good meal together : I 
ftriih, fince, as vou fay, he calls me glutton, he raxjf 
|iot call me drunsard too. Ay, marry, does^he, quoth 
Don Jeronimo ; but! do not remember after what man- 
ner : tho* I know the expreffions carried but an ill found, 
and were falfe into the bargain, as I fee plainly by the 
countenance of honeil San^ here prefent. Believe mc, 
gentlemen, quoth Sancbor that the Sancho and Don

fimple, and pleafant> and neither a glutton nor a dnin- 

kard. I believe it, quoth Don John, and, if it were 

^pofliUey it ihould be ordered, that none fhould dare to 

treat of matters relating to Don ^ixou, bat only Cid 

^ Hamet, his firft author; in like manner as AUxandir 

'Coaimanded, that none fhould dare to draw his pidture 

but ApelUs^ Draw me who will, faid Don Siuixote ; 

but let him not abufe me ^ : for patience is apt to fail, 

when it is over-laden with injuries. None, quoth Don 

John, can be offered Signor Don Sluixote, that he 

icannot revenge, unlefs he wards it off with the buckler 

of his patience, which, in my opinion, is firong and 

great. 

In thefe, and the like, difcourfes, they fpent great 
part of the night ^ and though Don John had a mind 
^ Don ^ixoii Ihould read more of the book, to fee 
what it defcanted upon, he could not be prevailed up* 
on, faying, he deemed it as read, and pronounced it all 
foolifh : beiides, he was unwilling its author fhould 
jiave the pleafure of thinking he had read it, if perad- 
venture he might come tahear he had had it in his hands ; 
for the thoqghts, and much more the eyes, ought to 
be turned aude from every thing filthy and obfcene. 
They afked him, which way he intended to bend hit 
' coaiie I He anfwered, to SaragoJ[a, to be prefent at 
the jufts for the fuit of armour, which afe held every 
year in that city. Don John told him, how the new 
billory related, that Don ^ixote, whoever he was, 
had been there at the running at the ring, and that 
the defcripcion thereof was defedive in the contri- 
Tance, mean and low in the fHle, miferably poor in 
devices, and rich only in fimplidties. For that very 
reafon, anfwered Don ^ixote, I will not fet a foot in 
Saragoffa, and fO I will expofe to the world the fiUiitv 
of this modern hiftoriographer, and all people will 
plainly perceive, I am not the Don ^ixot$ he fpeaks

•were the true Don ^uixoit and Sancho^ and not diole 
ddcribed by the Jrragonofi author. Don Stfixto ggt 
up very early, and, tapping at the partition of tlie 
other room, he again bid his new friends' adieu : S^n^ 
tho payed the inn-keeper moft magnificently, and ad- 
vifed him to brag leii of the proviEon of his imi, or 
to povide it better. 

CHAP. VIII. 

JOf what h/i/Doa Quixote in his wsj to Bsrcdaam* 

TH E morning was cool, and the dajc promiiied t» 
be fo too, when Don ^ixote Wt the inn. Mi 
jnforming himfelf . which was the diredeft road to Baw 
t:thnay without touching at Saragoffa ; fo great wat 
Jiis deiire to give the lye to that new hiftonan, who, 
it was faid, had ^uied him fo much. Now it hap- 
pened, that, in above ^x days, nothing; fell out worth 
letting down in writing : at the end of which, going 
4>ut g( the road, night overtook them among fome 
Aksdy oaks or corktrees ; for, in this, Cid HmmH

he M^as hearing the words of the fage Mer/in, decla* 
ving to him the conditions to be obferved, and tlus

^e was ready to run mad, to fee the carelefTnefs and 
little charity of his fquire Sancho, who, as he believed, 
limd given himfelf five laihes only ; a number, pooi^ 
-auid difproportionare to the infinite Hill behind : and 
liCBce he conceived fo much chagrin and indignation, 
thBt heiipoke thus to himfelf r li Jlexander the great 
cot the G^rdiaft knot, faying, to^ut is the fame as to 
WBty^ an^d became neverthelefs univerfal lord of aU 
u^fitr, the fame, neither Aiore nor lefs, may happen 
mow, in tiie difenchantmi^nt of I>ukinta^ if I ihould 
whip S^Mcho whether he will or no : for, if the con-^ 
^idon of this remedy confifts in Sancboh receiving up- 
waitb 0f thtee thoufand laflies, what is it to me whether 
Jk gives them himfelf, or fome body elfe for him, £nce 
tiie eflence lies in his receiving them, come they from 
what hand they will ? With t£s conceit, he approached 
Sancho^ havii% firft taken RoKtnanuh reins^ and adjuft- 
cd them fo that he might lafh him with them, and began 
to untrufe his points ; though it is generally thought that 
lie had none but that before, which kept up his 
breeches. But no fooner had he begun, when Sanclm 
awoke, and (aid : What is the matter ? who is it that 
touches and untrufTes me ? It is I, anfwered Don i^/jr- 
<//*, who come to fupply your defers, and to remedy 
mf own. troubles : I come to whip you, Sancbo^ ana 
to difcharge, at leaft in part, the debt you ftand en- 
gaged for. Dukinea is periihing ; you live uncon- 
cerned ; I am dying with deiire ; and therefore un- 
trufs of your own accord, for I mean to give you, 10 
this fditude, at leaft two thoufand lafhes. Not fo, 
quoth Santbo ; pray, be quiet, or, by the living god» 
the deaf (hall hear us. The lafhes I iland engaged for 
muft be voluntary, and not upoh compulfion ; and, 0t 
prcfcnt, I have no inclination to lyJbip myfelf ; let it 
K4 ftfice^. 
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fuffice, that I give your worfhip my word to flog and 
flay myfelf, when I have a difpofition to it. There is 
no leaving of it to your coortefy, Ssftcba, Md Dtm 
fixate I for you are hard-hearted, and, though a 
pea&nt, of very tender flefli.. Then he ftruggled wkh 
cancifo, and endeavoured to untrufs him. Which San- 
tho Panca perceiving, he got upon his legs, and, do- 
fmg with his mafter, he flung his arms about him, and, 
tripping up his heels, he laid him flat on his back, and, 
fetting his right knee upon his breaft, with his handt 
he held both his mailer's fo fall, that he could neither 
ftir nor breathe. Don ^ixott (aid to him: How, 
traitor ! do you rebel againft your mafter and natoial 
lord ? do you lift up your hand againft him who feeds 
you ? 1 neither make nor unmake kings, anfwered 
Sancbd : I only aflift myfelf, who am my own lord^ 
If your worihip will promife me to be quiet,^ and not 
meddle with whipping me for the pretent, I will let 
you go free, and at your liberty : if not, here thou 
diefl, traitor, enemy to Donna Sancba, Don ^uixou 
f>romifed him he would, and fwore, by the life of hk 
thoughts, « he would not touch a hair of his earroent, 
and would leave the whipping himfdf entire^ to hit 
own choice and free will, whenever he was fo dif- 
pofed. 

Sancbo got up, and went afide fome little diflance 
from thence ; and, leaning againfl a tree, he felt fome- 
tbing touch his head, and, lifting up his hands, he felt 
a couple of feet dangling » with hofe and ftioes. He 
fell a tremblin? with fear ; he went to another tree, 
and the like befel him again : he called out to Don 
^ixote for help. Don ^ixote^ going to him, afkcd 
him, what^the matter was, »k1 what he was frighted 
at. Sancho anfwered, that all thofe trees were full of 
men's legs and feet.

Andy in truth, it was as he imagined. 

And now, the day breaking, they lifted up their 
eyes, and perceived, that the clufters hanging ^n thofe 
trees were fo many bodies of Banditti : and, if the 
dead had feared them, no lefs were they terrified by 
above forty living Banditti^ who furrounded them un- 
awares, bidding them in the Catalan tongue be quiet, 
and ftand ftill till their captain came.

ceived that Dom ^xatit innrmity had in it moce of 
9MdBe& ihaii vmlonr s aad, though he had fometimca 
heard him ^hei of, he nerev took what was pubUih- 
atd of him for truth, nor coald he perfuade himielf^ 
that foch an humour ihould reign in the heart of man: 
ffi that he was extremely ^ad he had met with him, 
•o be convinced near at hand of the truth of what he 
lud heard at a diftance ; and therefore he £ud to him : 
Be not concerned, ladoious knight, nor look upon thia

€>ne. Ro^ue, who was more intent upon CiatulUt*z ba- 
§aye&^ than the reafonings of mafter and man^ under- 
ftood them not; and, commanding his fquires to reftore 
to Sancho all they had taken from Dapple^ ordering 
them likewife to retire to the place, where they had 
lodged the night before, he prefendy went off with. 
CImuHa, in all haftcf^ in queft of the wounded or dead 
2)#a Vifuenia, They came to the plabe, where Clam- 
dia had encountered him, and found nothing there but 
blood newly fpilt \. then,, looking round about them^ 
lis far as they could extend their fight, they difcovered. 
" fome people upon the fide of a hill,^ and gudled (as in*

Itoque was confounded, and knew not what to do. The 
fervants ran for water to fling in their laces, and, bring- 
ing it, fprinkled them with it. Claudia returned from: 
Ker fwoon, but not Ihn Vincent e from his mortal paf- 
ox3^m ; for it put an end tahie life. Which Claudia 
ieeing, and being aiTured that her fweet hufband was 
no longer alive, ihe broke the air with her fighs^ 
wound^ the heavens with her complaints, , tore her 
liair and gave it ta the winds, disfigured her face witk 
Ker own hands,, with all the figns of grief and alilifiion 
that can be imagined to proceed from a forrowful heart.

meat, and reducing the ondividables into mon€y, ho 
ihared it among his company^ with fo much equiC)^ 
and prudence, that he neither went beyond, aerftll * 
the l«ift iluH't di^ diib-ibutive juftice. This done,. withL 
lyhich all were paid, concmted, and fatisfied, R^u^ 
iaid to D^ ^uixefi : if this pun^Umlity were not ftridt*' 
ly obferved, there would be no Uvtx^ among thefo fel- 
lows. To which Sane bo- faid : By what I have feeii»

At this jandare came two (nt three of the fijuires, 

who ivcre pofted as ceotinels on the high-way, to ob^ 

ferve trayellers^ and give notice to their chief of what 

pftfled^ and (aid to him : Not far from hence^ Sir,, in 

the road that leads to BarceU/ut, comes a great compa* 

By of people. To which R^fm replied : Have voo 

dlftinguifhed whether they are fuch as ieek as, or Uicb 

as we ieek f Such as we feek, anfwercd the iquiie; 

Then, fally forth, replied Rofkt, and bring them hither 

prefently, without letting one escape. 

They obeyed, and I>on ^'xote, Sanch, and R^Mi 

remaining by themfelves, ftood expeding what the 

fquires would bring ; and, in this interval^ RdOMe &id 

to Don ^ixote : This life of oars muil ne^ms feem 

very new to Signor Don i^ixHe ; new adventures, new 

accidents, and all of them full of daneer : nor do I 

wonder it fhould appear fo to you ; for, J confefs trufy 

to you, there is no kind of life more unquiet, nor more 

full of alarms, than ours^ I was led into it by I know 

not what defire of reveng^, which has force enough t^ 

d^urb the moft fedate minds.

I Littnllys Oai Mbyfi taUi to amther, it is a fcrlpturepfcrafi^ 
liorrowed from ffaL xHii. y. Dtepeaiktb unto du^, or^>«€€ordifi| tit 
llie old TCifioD, Oitt dtip f§lUA Mto another^ 
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io admiration to hear Ro^ue talk fuch good and fbac# 
fenfe ; for he thought, that, araongft thofe of his dade 
of robbing, murthering, and way-laying, there could 
be none capable of fcrious reflcdion, and he anfwered : 
Signor Roque, the beginning of healths confiib in the 
knowledge of the diftemper, and in the patient's being 
willing to take the medicines prefcribed him by the 
phyfician. You arc fick ; you know your difeafc ; 
and heaven, or rather god, who is our phyfician, will 
apply medicines to heal you, fuch as ulually heal gra- 
dually, by little and little, and »ot fuddenly,- and by 
miracle. Befidcs, finners of good underftanding are 
Bearer to amendment than foolifh ones ; and fin<^e, by 
your difcourfe, you have (hewn your prudence, it re- 
mains only that you be of good cheer, and hope for 
a bettering of your confcience ; and, if you would 
fiiorten the way, and place yourfelf with eafe in that 
of your falvation, come with me, and I will teach yoa 
to be a knight-errant ; in which profeffion there are fo 
many troubles and difafters, that, being placed to the 
account of penance, they will carry you to heiven in 
two twinkling? of an eye.

So 
that, quoth Roqut Ouinart^ we have here nine hundred 
crowns, and fixty reals : my foldiers are fixty : fee how 
much it comes to a-piece ; for I am but an indifferent 
accomptant. The robbers, hearing him fay this, lift- 
ed up their voices, faying ; Long live Roque Guinart^ 
in fpite of all the wretches, who feek his ddlrudion. 
T\i& captains (hewed figns of affliction, the lady regent 
was dej^ed, and the pilgrims were not at all pleafed, 
at feeing the confiication of their effe^ Roque held 
them thus for fome time in fufpenfe, bat would not 
let their forrow, which might be feen a mufquet-fhot 
off, laft any longer ; and, turning to the captains, he

Of thefe crowns, two hXL to each man's iluu'e, and 
twenty remain : let ten be given to thefe pilgrims, and 
the other ten to this honed fqaire, that he may have it 
in his power to fpeak well of this adventure : and^ 
calling h>r pen, ink, and paper, witb which he always^ 
was provided, Ro^ue gave them a pafs, direded to ^ 
chiefs of his band, and, taking leave of them, he kt 
them go free, in admiration at h^ generofity, his grace- 
fill d^rtment, aad Grange procedure, and looking n^ 
en him rather as an Alexander the greats than a neCi^ 
nous robber. One of the fquires {aid> in his Xymfe^em 
«Bd Ctf/tfA7« language : This captain of ours is fimt 
for a friar than a felon : for the future, if he has a uiai 
t» (hew kfm#^ Uberai, kt it be of his ewa goo^ 
ftnd not of ours. The wretch fpeke not fo low, bflt 
X^# over-heard hiBi> ai^, drawing hi» IW«rd, \st^ 
inoft cleft hi« head in two> %ing : Thm I dUi^t 
the itt-tongued uid fawcy. AU the reft were ^g^ited^ 
a^id no one durft otter a word^ iuch waft tke awe and 
obedience they were held ia. R9qu€ went a little afiAe^ 
and wrote a letter to a friend of his at Barcehma^ ae* 
Imiainting him, that the famous D^n ^X0t§ de U 
MauclHit that knight-errant, of whom fo many things 
were reported, was in his company ; giving him te 
ttiiderftand, that he was the pleafanteft vbA moft inge*- 
liious perfon in the world ; smd that, four days Bms^ 
tn the feaft of faint J9bn Baptift^ he would appear on. 
the ftrand of the city, armed at all points, mounted on 
his horfe Rotufunte, and his fquire Sancbo upon an afsi 
deiiring him to give notice thereof to his firiends the 
Niarri, that they mi^t nudte theinfelves merry vdth 
him ;- a|id expreffing his wiihes that his enemies the C«- 
del/i might i«>t partake of the diverfion ; though that 
was impoffible, becaufe the wild extravagancies and 
iiiibraaion of Dm ^xote^ together with the witty 
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&jk^8 of his fqaire Saneh^ Pan fa, coald not fail to 
^ve general pleafure to all the world. He difpatchcd 
tJus epifUe by OBe of his fquires > who, changing the 
habit of an out-law for that of a peafant, entered into 
Mmrcehma, and delivered it into the hands of the per- 
fen it was directed to. 

C H A P. IX- 

C^tvhat bifelJyoTk Quixote at hh entrana into Barc^ 
lona» nmtb other i*venti, more true than ingenieUi* 

. ^ ■ ^ H R £ £ days and three nights Don^ixote flayed 
% with Reaue ; and, had he flayed t^ree hundred 
years, he would not have wanted fubje£l matter for 
obfervation and admiration in his waj of life. Here 
tbey lodge, there they dme : one while they fly, not 
knowing from whom ; another, they lie in wait thejr 
IcBOw not for whom. They flept landing, with kiter« 
,iriipted flumbers, and fhifting from cmc '^ax.t to ane<- 
.th(Cr : they were perpetually fending out fpies, pofting 
centinels, blowing the nntchcs of their miifqnets ; 
though they had but few, moft of them mdcmg ufe e£ 
firelixks. Roque pafTed the niehts apart from his £ol^ 
lowers," in places to them unknown ; for the many 
proclainations, the vice-roy of Barcelona had poUifh*v 
ed againfl him, kept him in fear and difquiet, not dar- 
ing to trufl anv body, and apprehenfive left his Own mea 
fhould either kill or deliver him up to juftice,^ for the 
price fet upon his head : a life truly miferable and irk- 
Uivti^. In fhort, Roque ^ Don ^ixote^ and Sancho^ 
attended by ^ other fquires, fet out for Barcelona^ 
through unfrequented ways, fhort cuts, and coventd 
|)ath8. They arrived upon the ffrand on the eve 
of faint John, in the n^ht-time ; and Roque, embra- 
cing Don Quixote and Sancho, to whom he gave the 
ten crowns, promifed, but not yet given him, he left 
them, with a thoidand offers of fervice made on both 
fides. 

Rofue returned back, and Don S^'xote ftaid exped- 
iog the day on horfe-back, juft as he was ; and it waa 
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not long, before the face of the beautiful Aurora begtfi 
to difcover itfelf through the balcdnies of the eaft, re- 
joicing the grais and the flowers, inflead of rejoicing 
the ears ; though, at the fame Inftant, the ears afo 
were rejoiced by the found of abundance of waits and. 
kettledrums, the jingling of morrice- bells, with tbb 
trampling of horfemen, feemingly coming out of the 
city. Aurora gave place to- the fun, which was rifing. 
by degrees from below the horizon, with a ^e bigger 
than a target. Don ^ixote and Sancho^ cafting their 
eyes around on every fide, faw the fea, which ^tiU then 
they had never feen. It appeared to them very large 
and fpacious, far exceeding the lakes oiRuydera^ wkicfa. 
they had feen in la Mancba^ They faw the gallies lying 
clofe to the fhore, which, taking in their a^^mings* 
appeared full of ilreamers and pennants trembling in 
the wind, and kiting and brufbxng the waters From 
within them founded clarions, trumpets,^ and waits,^ 
filling the air all around with fweet and martial mttfio. 
Prefently the gallies began to move, and to fkirmiilv 
as it were, on the ^1 waters : and, at the fane time, 
correfponding with them, as it were; on the land, an 
infinite number of cavaliers, mounted oa beautiful horfes, 
and attended' with gay liveries, iffued forth from the 
city. The foldiers, on board the gallies, difcharged 
feveral rounds of cannon, which were anfwered by 
thofe on the walls and forts of the city. The heavy 
artillery, with dreadful noifr, rent the wind, which was 
ecchoM back by- the cannon on the fore^caftles of the 
gallies. Tho^fisa was chearful, the land jpcuiid, and 
the air bright, only now and then obfcured a little by 
the iinoak of the artillery.

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Y(»ce to Don ^txote : Welcome to oar city, the mir- 
roctr, the beacon, and polar ftar of knight-errantry in 
its greateft extent : welcome, I (ay, the valorous Don 
^ixote dt la Mancha. ; not the fpurious, the fiditioas, 
the apocryphal, lately exhibited among us in lying hi- 
ftories, but the true, the legitimate, the genuine, de» . 
fcribed to ns by CiJ Hamet Ben-engtliy the flower of 
hiflorians. Don ^ixote anfwered not a word, nor did 
the cavaliers wait for any anfwer ; but, wheeling about 
and about with all their followers, they begap to ca- 
reer, and curvet it round Don ^ixote^ who, turning 
to Sancho^ faid : Thcfe people feem to know us well : 
I will lay a wager they have read Our hiftory, and even* 
that of the Arragonefe lately printed. The gentleman, 
who {poke to Don ^ixote^ came to him again, and faid : 
Be pleafed, Signor Don ^ixoie, to come along with us ; 
for -we are all very humble fervants, and great friends, 
of Rofut Gtiinart. To which Don ^ixote replied ; If 
courteiie^ beget courtefies, yours, good Sir, is daugh- 
ter, or very near kinfwoman, to thofe of the great Ro^ 
qtte: conduft me whither you pleafe; for f have no 
other will but yours, efpecially if you pleafe to employ 
it in your fervice. The gentleman anfwered in exprei*- 
fions no lefs civil ; and, inclofing him in the midH of 
them, they all marched with him, to the found of waits 
and drums toward the city *, at the entrance whereof, 
the wicked one, who is the author of all mifchief, fo 
ordered it, that, among the boys, who are more wick- 
ed than the wicked one himfelf, two bold and unlucjcy 
rogues crouded through the prefe, and one of them lift- 
ing up Dappiis tail, and the other that of Rozinante, 
they thruft under each a handful of briars. The 
poor beafls felt the new fpurs, and by clapping 
their tails the clofer augmented their fmart, in fuch 
fort, that, after feveral plunges, they flung their 
riders to the ground. Don ^ixofe, out of coun- 
tenance and af&onted, haflened to free his horfe's tail 
from this new pl^mage, and Sancho did the like by 
DafpU. Thofe, who conducted Don ^ixote^ would 
have chaftifed the infolence of the boys ; but it was 
impoffible \ for they were foon loH among above a 

thoufand 
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thauiand more due fl^owed them. Dm ^xott and 
Sancb§ mounted again, and, with the fame acclamatians 
and mafic, arrival at their coadti£tor's ho«ie, whidi 
was large and fair, fuch, in ihort^ as became a gemdc- 
man of fortune : where we will leave them for the jMne- 
Ant; for fo CidHamt Bgw^ieH will have iu

DO N QUIXOTE'S hoft was called Dcm AhH- 
nUj/brtnoy a rich and difcroot gentleman, vA 
a lover of mirth in a decent and civil way. And fe, 
having now Den ^ixett in his honfe, he l>egaa to omi-- 
trive methods, how, without prejudice to his goeft, he^ 
might take advantage of Dim ^utKotii madneis ; for, 
jefts that hurt are no jefts, nor are thofe paftimes good* 
for any thing, which turn to the detriment of a third 
perfon. The firft thing therefore, he did, was, to 
caufe Don Quixote to be unarmed, and expoied to view 
in his ftreieht fhamois doublet (as we have already de* 
fcribed and painted it) in a balcony, which looked into^ 
one of the chief ftreets of the ci^, in fight of the po- 
pulace and of the boys, who ftood gazing at him, at* 
if he had been a monkey. The cavaliers witl^ their live- 
ries began to career it afre(h before htm, as if for him 
alone, and not in honour of that day^s feftival, they had* 
provided them. Sancho was highly delighted, t&inldng^ 
he had found, without knowing how or which way, 
another Camacho's weddings another houfe like Donr 
Die^o de Mirandas, and smother caRle like the duke*5. 
Several of Den Antonio\ friends dkied with him that 
day, all honouring and treating Den ^ixote as a knight- 
errant : at which he was fo puffed up with vain,^^ory, 
that he could fcarce conceal the pieafure it gave him. 
Sancho^s witty conceits were fiJch, and (o many, that 
all the fervants of the boufc hung as it were upon hit 
lips, and fo did ali-that heard him. While they wer& 
at table. Den Jntonie-fBtd to Smuhe: We are told herr, 

honeft

..9#d firafeges, tha(, when you have filled your belly, yo» 
£kaff your pockets with the remainder for aext day* 
X^o, Siiv it is not fo« anfwered Sancho -, your worfliip 
M mifinfonned ; for I am more cleanly than gluttonoust 
waA my maAer Don ^ixoUy here prefent, knows very 
^wdl, how he and I oiten live eight days upon a hand-* 
£vl of acorns or hasdenuts : It is true, indeed, if it fo 
iisdls out^ that they give me a heifer, I make haftt 
with a halter i I mean, that I eat whatever is offered 
ijiie, and taJce the tinaes as I find them : and whoever 
Jias faid, that I am given to eat much, and am not 
xleaiiQly^ take it from me, he is very much out : and I 
-would (ay this in another manner^ were it not oat of 
^e^)e& to the fionourable beards here at table. In 
froths, quodi D«n ^uixoUf SanchtPs pariimony and 
-ckanlindTs in eating deferve toht written and engraved 
Oft plates of brafs» to remain an eternal memorial for 
ages to come. I muft confefs^ when he is hungry^ 
h» feems to be fomewhat of a glutton ; for he eats 
£ift, and- chews on both fides at once : but, as 
for cleanHnefs, he always ftri^y obferves it; and, 
i^hen hff'was a governor, he learned to eat fo nicely, 
that he took up grapes, and even the grains of a pom- 
gnuiate, with the point of a fork. . How, quoth Don 
jintvnio, has 5^^»fi>tf then been a governor? Yes, an-- 
fwcred Sancbe^ and of an iiland called Barataria. 
Ten days I governed it, at my own will and pleafure, 
in which time I loft my reft, and learned to defpife all 
the governments in the world : I fled away from it* 
and fell into a pit« where I looked upon myfelf as a. 
dead man, and out of which I efcaped alive by a mi- 
racle. Don Siuwte related minutely all the circum* 
fiances of SanMz government 3 which gave great p2ea« 
fure to the. hearers. 

The doath being taken away, Don Antonio ^ taking 
Don ^ixote by the hand, led him into a diftant apart- 
ment, in which there was no other furniture, but a ta- 
ble, feemingly of jafper, ftanding upon a foot of the 
£|me : upon which there was placed, after the maa- . 
oer of the BuJIos. of the Roman emperors,, a. head; 

which 
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which feemed to be of brafs. Don Antmn9 walkefl 
with Don ^ixote up and down the room, takiDg fe- 
Teral turns about the table ; after which he faid : Sig- 
nor Don ^ixote, now that I am aflured no body k 
within hearing, and that the door is fifdi, I will u3li 
yoa one of the rareft adventures, or rather one of die 
greateft novelties, that can be imagined, npon condi- 
tion, that what I (hall tell yoa be deposited in the in- 
jn<^ receffes of fecrecy. I fwear it (hall, anfwered 
Don ^ixote^ and I will dap a grave Ibne over it, fior 
the greater fecurity ; for I would have your worihip 
know, Signor Don Antonio (for by this time he had 
learned his name) that yoa are tidkiag to cme, who, 
though he has ears to hear, has no tongue to fpeak; 
fo that yQu may fafely transfer whatever is ia yoar 
breaft into mine, and make account you have thrown 
It into the abyfs of filence. In confidence of this pro^ 
mife, anfwered Don Jntonio, I will raiie your admi- 
ration by what you (hall fee and hear, and procure my- 
ielf fome relief from the pain I fufFer by not having fome- 
body to communicate my fecrets to, which are not to 
be trufted with every body. Don ^ixofe was in fc^- 
penfe,'expe6Ung what (6 many precautibns would end 
in. Don jintonio then, taking hold of his hand, made 
him pafs it over the brazen head, the table, and the 
)afper pedeftal it flood upon, and then faid : This head, 
Signor Ooff ^ixote, was wrought and contrived by one of 
the greateft enchanters and wizzards the world ever ha£ 
He was, I think, by birth a PolanJer^ and difciple 
of the famous Efcotillo ', of whom fo many wonders 
are related. He was here in my houfe, and, for the 
reward of d thoufand crowns, made me this head, 
which has the virtue and property of anfwering to eve- 
ry queftion aflced at its ear. After drawing figures, 
erecting fchemes, and obferving the fbrs, he brought 
it at length to the perfection we fhall fee to-morrow ;

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"for it is mute on Fri^ays^ and, this happening to be 
Wr-iday^ we muft wait 'till to-mOrrow. In the mean 
i^Hile yoa may bethink yonrfelf what queftions you 
^^11 afk ; for I know by experience, it tells the truth 
m all its anfwers. "Don ^ixou wondered at the pro- 
perty and virtue of the head, and was ready to di/be- 
fieve Don Antonio : bat coniidering how diort a time 
i^as fet for making the experiment, he would fay no 
more, but only thanked him for having difcoyered to 
Jum fo great a fecret. They went out of the chamber J 
M>oH Antonio locked the door after him ; and they came 
to the hall where the reft of the gentlemen were, and 
In this ^mtSancbo had recounted to them many of the 
jidventores and accidents that had befallen his mailer. 

That evening they carried Don ^ixote abroad, to 
take the air, not armed, but drefled like a citizen in 
a Icmg loofe garment . of tawny-coloured cloth, which 
woald have made froft itfelf fweat at that feafon. They 
ordered their fervants to entertain and amufe Sancbo^ 
fo as not to lee him go out of doors. Don ^ixote 
rode, not upon Rozinante^ but upon a large eafy paced 
snole, handfomely accoutered. In drefimg him, un- 
perceived by him, they pinned at his back a parchment, 
whereon was written in capital letters : This is Don 
^ixoti di la Mancha. They no fooner began their 
inarch, but the fcroU drew the eyes of all that paiTed by, 
^d they read aloud, 7bii i$ Don ^ixotedt A? Mancha* 
Don ^ixote wondered that tvtry body, who faw him, 
named and knew him ; and, turning to Don^Jntonio, 
who was riding by his f!de, he faid : Gwat is the pre- 
rogative inherent in knight-errantry, fince it makes all 
its profeiCsrs known and renowned throughout the li« 
mits of the earth : for, pray, obferve, Signov Don Jn- 
toniOf how the very boys of tliis city know me, with- 
out having ever feen me. It is true, Signor Den 
^ixote, anlwered Don Antonio ; for, as fire cannot be 
hidden or confined, fo virtue will be known : and that, 
I which is obtained by the profeflion of arms, ftiinet 
I with a brightnefs and luftre fuperior to that of all 
others. 

Now it happened, that as Don ^ixote was riding 

alpng, wi^h the applaufe aforefaid, a Cafii/ian, who

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liad read the laM on hit fhoulders, lifted up his voic^ 
ikying : The devil take thee for Don^xope dgja Man^ 
iha ! what ! are you got hither, without being killcyi 
by the infinite number of J)angs .you have, had ^pon 
jour back ? You are.jnad, and, were you fo aloo^ 
and within ihe doprs of .your own folly, the mifchi^ 
fvere the le& : but you iiave the propeity of converting 
Intofoob, and inadmen, all that converfe, or have 
^y c<muqunication with you i witneis thefe gentlemen. 
Who accompany yon. Get you home, fool, and lock 
ffter j^our eKate, your wife and children, and leave off 
|liefe vanities, which worm-eat your bram, and ikiiit 
cff die cream of your underftanding. Brother, cjuotb 
I>9H Antonio^ keep on your way, and do not be giving 
^unfel to thole who do nDtalk.it. Signor Dum^aux- 
Hideia Mancba is wife, and we who bear him cont- 
pany are not fools. Virtue challenges refpe^ wherever 
It is found : and begone in an evil hour, and meddle 
not where you are not called. Before god, answered 
fhe CmftUiaM, your worihip is in the right ; for to ^ve 
«dvipe to this good man, is to kick againft the pricks. 
But for all (hat, it grieves me very much, that the 
good fenfe^ jt is.faid this ^ladnugi oifcovers in all other 
things, ihould nin to wafte through the channel of his 
knight-errantry : and the evil hour your worihip wiih- 
cd me, be to me and to all my delcendants, i^ from 
this dav forward, though I ihould live ^ore yeai:s 
than Meibu/a/em^ I give advice to any body, though 
they |hottld aik it me. The advifer departed : the pro- 
ceffion wept pji : but thejboys and (he people crowded 
fo to read the fccoU, diat Don jfntoniQ was forced to 
take it off, under pretence of taking joS (bmething 
clfe. 

^ Night came : the proceffioners returned home, where 
ivas a ball of ladies : for Don Antonio's wife, who was 
filadyof diflindtion, chearful, beautiful and difaeet, 
bad invited feveral of her friends, to honour her eudft, 
;uid to entertain them with his unheard-of ipadi^. 
^vei]al ladies came: they fupped fi>lendidly, and the 
ball began about ten o*clock at night. Amon^; the 
ladies, there were two of an arch and pleafant diffofi- 
jjipn, who, though they were very modcft, ye: behaved

^mthout giving diilafte. Theie were to eager to ukc 
J>0M Sitaxote out to dance» that they teized* not only 
Ills body, but his very (bul. It was a ftxit€t £ght to 
behold the figure, of Don Stuixo^e, long, lank» lean» 
and jrellow, ftraitened in his doaths» awkward, and ef* 
pecmlly not at all nimUe. The ladies courted him, 
as it were, by ftealth, and he difdained them by ftealtli 
too. But, finding himfelf hard prefiTed by their court* 
ihqit, he exalted his voice, and iaid : Fugite^ fanes 
miffirfa ; leave me to my repofe, ye unwelcome 
tlKHidits: avaont, ladies, with your defires^; for ihe» 
mho IS queen of mine, the peerleis Duldnea delToh$fi^ 
willoiot confent, that any others but her's (hould fuD- 
jt€L and fubdue me« And, fo faying, he fat down in 
the middle of the hall upon the floor, quite fatigued 
and disjointed by this dancing exercife. Dcu Antonim 
ordered the fervants to take him up, and carry him to 
bed ; and the firf(, who lent an helping hand, was 
Sanchot who faid : What, in god^s name, mafler of 
jnine» put you upon dancing ? Think you that all who 
are valiant nmft.be caperers, or all knights^errant 
dancing' matters i If you think fo» I fay^ you are 
jniftaken : I know thofe, whcj would fooner cut a ei- 
ant^s wind- pipe, than a caper. Had you been for the 
ihoe-jig ', I would have lupplied your defe£l i for I 
iUp it away like any jer-falcon : but, as for regular 
dancine, I cannot work a fiitch at it. With this, and 
fuch like talk, Sancho furnifhed natter of_ laughter tq 
the company, and laid his matter In be9, covering 
him up ttoutly, that he might fweat out the cold he 
might have got by his dancing. 

The next day, Don Antonio thought fit to make exr 
periment of the enchanted head ; and fo, with Don 
^heote, Sancho^ and two other friends, with the two 
ladies, who had worried Dtm '^ixou in dancine (for 
thev ttayed that night with Don Antonio'^ wi£) he 
locked himfelf up in the room where the head ftood. 
He told them the property it had, charged them all

The firft, who ainproached the ear of the bead, was 
D^n Antonio himKlf, who (aid in a low voice, yet n(% 
fe low but he was over-heard by them all : Tell m^ 
bead, by th6 virtue inherent in thee, what an I now 
blinking of? The head anfweredi widiout moving itt 
Kps, in a dear and diftmft voice, ib as to be heard hf 
everybody; I amno judge of dionchts. At bearing 
of which they were all aftonsftied, efpedally fince nei^ 
titer in the room, nor any where about the tsdde, waa 
Aere anv human creature that could anfwer. How 
many or us are here ? demanded Don Antonio again. 
Anfwer was made him in the feme key : You and your 
wife, with two friends of yours, and two of hers, and 
it famous knight called Don ^xoto do ia Mgmcb^ 
with a certain fquire of his, Sancbo Panga by name. 
Here was wondering indeed : ,herc was every body's 
liair Handing on end out of pure affright. Don Antonio^ 
going afide at fome diftance from the head, iaid : This 
ss enough to affure me, I was not deceived l^ him, 
who (old you to me, fage head, frieaking head, an- 
swering head, and admirable heaa ! Let fome body 
tlfe go, and alk it what they pleafe. Now, as women 
are commonly in hafte, and inquifitive, the Mt^ who 
•eent up to it, was one of the two friends xsf Don An* 
tonio^sv/ife, and her queflion wec : Tell me, head, 
what fhall I do to be very handfome ? It was anfwer- 
ed : Be very modeft. I afk you no more, faid the 
^uerift. Then her companion came up, and (kid: I 
would know, head, whether my hulband loves me^ 
Or no. The anfwer was : You may eafily know that 
by his ftfage of you. The married woman, going afide^ 
Aid : The qacfHon might veiy well have been fpared} 
for, in reality, a man's adioas are the beft interpteters 
pf his affcaions. Then one of Don .Mtmrn** two 

friends 
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firiends went and ^ked it : Who am I ? The aafwer 
was : Yoa know.

I defire to hear no more, faid he, fince this is Sufficient,

Then the other friend ftepped up, and demanded: 
Tell me, head, what defines has my eldeftfon? It was 
anfwered : Have I not told you already, that I do not 
jjodge of thoughts? But for all that, I can tell you, 
that your fcm's defire is to bury you. It is fo, quoth 
the gentleman ; I fee it with my eyes, and touch it widi 
my finger, and I aik no more quelHons. Then came 
Dtm Anfnio\ wife, and faid :. I know not, O head, 
what to aik you : only I would know of you, whether 
I fhall enjoy my dear huiband many years. The an- 
fwer was : You ihall ; for his good conftitution, and 
hl»tenxperate way of living, promife many years of life, 
which feveral are wont to ihorten by intemperance. 
;Ne]Ct came Dmt ^ixotf, and faid : Tell me, O an- 
.iwerer, was it trudi, or a dreaip, what I related ^ 
liaviDg. befallen me in Montejmos'% cave? Will the 
whipping .6f Saneh, my fquire, be certainly fulfilled ^ 
Will the dif<mchaiitmeiit of Du/cma take effect ? As 
to the bofinefs of the cave, it was anfwered, there is 
much to be faid : it has ibmething of both : Saneho*t 
whn)ping will go on but flowly : the difenchantmen^ 
of Uukinem wiU be brought about in due time. I de- 
fire to know no more, quoth Don ^txou y for, fo I 
may but fee DuUima difenchanted, I fhall make ac- 
count, that aU iht good fortune I can defire comes uj)- 
OB nK sit a chp. The laft queriil was Sancboj and his 
qneftion was this : Head, ihall I, peradventure, get 
another government ? Shall I quit the penurious life of 
a iqoine ? Shall I return to fee my wife and children I 
To w^^ it was anfwered : You fhall govern in your 
own honfe, and, if you return to it, you fhall fee your 
wife and your children, and, quitting fervice, you 
&all cedb to be a iquire. Very good, in^ith, quoth 
Sanch9 Panfai I could have told myfelf as much^ and 
^ wopkBtFifogru/k could have told me no morf. 
L 3 Bcaft 
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Beafty qooth Don ^ixote^ what anfwer would yxm 
liave ? Is it not enoagh, that the aafwers this head re- 
turns correfpond to the qaeftions pat to it ? Yes, it m 
enough, aniwered Sancho : but 1 wifli it had ea^Iam^ 
'ed itielf, and toM me a little more. 

Thus ended the quelHons and anfwers, bot not die 
amazement of the whole company, excepting Dm jfm^ 
nnio\ two fi-iends, who knew the fecret: whidr Cid 
Hamit BenejKiU woald immediate^ diicover, not to 
keep the wond in fufpenfe, believing there was {osom 
witchcraft, or extraoramary myflerv, concealed in that 
liead : and dierefbre he fays, that D$n AntontQ hUrgmm^ 
procured it to be made, in imitation of another hokd 
he had feen at Madrid, made by a fiataiary, for \iM 
own diverfion, and to furprke the ignorant : and die 
machine was contrived in this manner. The fable was 
of wood, painted, and vamiflied over like jafper ; and 
the foot it ftood npon was of thf iame, with four eagle- 
claws, to make it ftand the firmer, and bear the weight 
the better. The head, refiemUing that of a R^mmm 
emperor, and coloured like coppm*, was hollow, aad 
fb was the table itielf, in which the bufto was {o ex- 
e6l1y fixed, that no fign of a joint appeared. The foot 
alfo was hoAow, and anfwercd to the neck and bseaft 
of the head ; and all this correfponding with another 
chamber juft under that where the head lood. Throi^ 
all thb hollow of the foot, table, neck, and breaft of 
the figure afbrefaid, went a pipe of tin, which cookl 
trot be feen. The anfwerer was placed ki the chamber 
undemeadi, wkh his month clpie to the pipe, fb that 
the voice defcended and afcended in clear and articulate 
founds, as through a fpeaking trumpet ; and thus it 
was impoffible to (tifcover the juggle. A nephew of

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«ty, that DtM JnttmU kept in hit houfe an enchanted 

liead, which anfwered to all queftions, he, fearing left 

it ihould come to the ears of the watchful centinels of 

OUT faith, acquainted the gentlemen of- the inquifition 

^^ith the fecret ; who ordered him to break it in pieces* 

left the ignorant vulgar Ihould be fcandalized at it f but 

ftilJ, in the opinioii ofD»n fixate and of Sane ho Pa/tfig 

the head continued to be enchanted, and an anfwerer 

of queftions, more indeed to the iatibfadion of B^n 

^ixo/e than of SancLo. 

'Tbe^enclemen of the town, in complailance to Don 
jSnioniOy and for the better entertainment of Don ^/;r- 
HCf as well as to gJve him an opportunity of difcover- 
in^ his follies, appointed a running at the ring fix days 
fldter, which v^as dilappointed by an accident that will 
be told hereafter. D^n ^ixote had a mind to walk 
about the town, without ceremony, and on foot, ap- 
n-ehending, that, if he went on horfe-back, he ihould 
DC pcrfecutcd by the boys; and fo he and Sancho, 
with two fervants aiSigned him by Don Antonio^ walk- 
ed out to make the tour. Now it fell out, that as they 
EiTed through a certain ftreet, Don Qjiixotty lifting up 
ft c> cs, faw written over a door in very large letters j 
Hero h-joki arefrinuJ, At which he wasmu^ pleafed, 
for *till then ne had never feen any prlntmg, and was 
defiroas to know how it was performed, in he went 
with all his retinue, and faw drawmg oiFthe fheets in one 
place, correding in another, compoiing in this, revifmg 
in that, in ihort, all the machinery to be feen in great 
printing-houfes. Don fixate went to one of the boxef> 
^axid afked, what they had in hand there. The workman 
told him : he wondered, and went on. He came to 
another box, and afked one, what he was doing. The 
workman anfwered : Sir, that gentleman yonder (point- 
ing to a man of a good perfon and appearance, and of 
fotat gravity) has tranflatcd an Itdlian book into our 
Qaftilian language, .and I am compofing it here for the 
prefs.

lue myfelf apon finding fome flanzas ^ ArUfi: tot, 
good Sir, pray, tell me (and I do not fay this widi 
defi^ to examine your ikill, hot out of curiofity, and 
nothing elfe) in the courfe of your writing, have yoa 
ever met with the word Pignata ? Yes, often, replied 
the author.' And how do you tranflate it in Cafiiiian P 
quoth Don Sluixote. How ibould I tranilate it> repli- 
cd the author, but by the word Olla ? Body of me* 
iaid Don ^ixote, what a progrefs has your worih^ 
made in the fufian language! I would venture a gpod 
wager, that, where the Tu/can fays Piace, you fey, in 
Cajiiiian, Pla%i\ and where it fays ?/«, youfayi^i 
and Su you tranflate Arriha^ and Gin by Abaxo '• I 
do {Oy moil certainly, quoth the author; for thefe are 
their proper renderings. I dare iwear, quoth Dm 
^ixsUf you are not known in the world, which is 
ever an enemy to rewarding florid wits, ^d laudaUe 
pains. What abilities are loft, what gemufes cooped 
np, and what virtues undervalued ! But, for all tha^ 
I cannot but be of opinioD, that, tranilatin^ out of one 
language into another, unlefs it be from uofe queent 
of the languages, Greek and Latin^ is like fetting to 
view the wrong fide of a piece of tajpeftrv, where, tho' 
the figures are feen, they are full of enas and threadc, 
which obfcure them, and are not feen with the finooth- 
nefs and evennefs of the right fide. And the tranflatkig 
out of eafy langus^es ihews neither genius nor elocution^ 
any more than tranfcribing one paper from another. 
But I would not from hence infer, that tranfladng is not 
a laudable exercife ; for a man mav be employed ia 
things of worTe confequence, and le(s advantage. 
Out of this account are excepted the two celd>rated 
iranflators, do^or Cbrificpher it Figmroa in his

J print no more books to purchafe fame in the world ; 
for 1 am already fufiiciently known by my works.^ 
Profit I feek, without which fame is not worth a far- 
thing. God fend yo\i good focceis/ anfwered Don Sluix^ 
9tf i an^, gping on to another bo;^ he faw they, were 
corredUng a fheet of another book, intitled^ Ti^^ V/^^^/ of 
thefiul. And feeing it, he faid : Thefe kind of books» < 
though there are a great many of them abroad, are 
thofe that ought to be printed ; for tliere are abund- 
ance of finn^rs up and down, and' fo^many benighted ' 
perfons ftand in need of an infinite number of lights, 
be went forward, and faw, they were correding an- 
other book, and afkingiu title,' he was anfwered^ that ' 
it was QiX^ Tht fitond pari of the ingtnious gentltmam

Don Antonio gave notice to the commodore of the four 
lollies, that he would bring his eueft, the renonned

. J)on ^ix9U iet hi^ foot in it, the captain-galley dif- 
, charged her fore-cafUe piece, and the other gallies did 
the like ; and, at hia mounting the ladder on the 
£ar-board fide, all the crew of flaves faluted him, as 
the cttiiom is, when a peribn of rank comes on boards 

.withi three //«, ;&», bu's. The general (for fo we Audi 
call him) who was a gentleman of quality of Falenciap 

. gave Don S^uixote his hand, and embraced him, faying : 

. This day will I mark with a white itone, as one of the 
beft I ever wiih to fee while 1 live, having feen Dtm 
fixate di la Mancha, in whom is comprifcd and a- 

, bridged the whole worth. of knight-errantrjr. Dm^jux- 
BU anfwered him in expreflicnb no lefs courteous, being 

. overjoyed to find hinifelf treated fo like a lord. AH the 

. company weilt to the ppop, which was finely adorned, 
and feated themfelves upon the lockers. The boatfwain 

. pafifed along the middle gang-.way, and gave the £gnal, 
with his whittle, for the flaves to drip j which was done 

• in an inftant. Sancbo, feeing fo jnany men in buff, was 
frighted, and more fo, when he faw them fpread an 
awning fo fwiftly over the galley, that he thought all - 
the devils in hell were there at wprk. * But all this was 

t tarts and cheefe-cakes to what I am going to relate; 

Sancbo was feated near the ftem, on the right hand,* 
dofe to the hindmpft rower, who 'bdng inilruded what 
he was to do, laid hold on Sancho^ and lifted him up 

,in his arms. Then the whole crew of ilaves Itanding 
up, and beginning from the right-fide, pafTed him from 
bank to bank, and fi*om^ hand to hand, fo fwiftly, that 

.poor Sancho loft the very fight of his eyes, and verily 
thought the devils tbemfelv'es were carrying him away.;

At that inftant diqr 

ftmck the awning, and, with agreat noife, kt fidl the 

.main-yard from the top of the maift to the bottom. 

^MMcbo thought the fty was fidling off its hinges^ and 

. tumbling upon his head, and, flmnking it down, he dap* 

ped it for fear between his legs. Dm i^'«»/# knew not 

what to think of it, ai^ he too quaked, ihrogged his 

flioalders, and dian^ countenance. The fla¥ea h<»i- 

cd die mam-yard with the fiune fwifbie& and ndfe th^ 

had ftmck it $ and all this without fpaaking a word, 

asif they had neither voice nor breath. Theboatfwain 

made a Mnal for weighing anchor, and, jumping into 

die middk of the forcci^, with his buUVpizzk^ 

•lie began to fly-flap the fhooMers of the ihiTes at the 

oar, and, by little and little, to out off to fea. Smweb$ 

§ttm% fo many red feet (for fudi he took tlie oars to 

be) move all together, isud to himfelf : Ay, diefe are 

enchanted things indeed, and not thofe my mafier talb 

of. What have thefe unhappy wretctes donetobe 

whipped at this rate ? and how has this one man, who 

goes whiillin^ up and down, the boldnefs to whip b 

manyf Imaintamit, this is hell, or purgatoiy at leaft. 

J>om ^ix^ti, feeing with what attention Safuh9 ob- 

tferved all that pafibd, faid : Ah, firimd Saachf, how 

4|uickly and how cheaply might yon, if you would, 

ftrip to the waift, and, plaomg yourfelf among thefb 

gentlemen, put an end to the endumtment of DuiciiuM I 

^>r, having fo many companions in pain, you* would 

feel but little of vour own : befides, perhaps the fage 

MtrUn would take every laih of theirs, coming fitm 

lb good a hand, upon account for ten of thofe you 

muft, one day or other, give yourfelf. 

1 X tera bonowsd fcom ths admiAoo cf iirisrf^ &#i istoais^ 
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7he general would hvrt tfktd what lalhes he ipoke 
of, and what he meant by the dKenchantment of Dul" 
ggMM^ I vdien a manner (aid : The fort of Mo»t;uf 
makes a fignal, that there is a veiTel with oars on the 
coafty on the weftem fide. The general, hearing this, 
leaped tipoa the middle gang-wav, and iaid : Pull away, 
my lads» let her not efcape us : it muft be fome brigan- 
tiae belonging to the coriairs of J/giertf that the fort 
ir^i*'^ the fignal for. Then the other three gallies 
came op with the ci^tain, to receive his orders. The 
general commanded, that two of them fhould put out to 
icsL au faft as they could, and he with the other would go 
along fhore, and fo the veflel could not efcape. The 
O'ew plied the oars, impelling the gallies with fuch vi- 
olence, that they feem^d to fly. Thofe that flood out 
.to fea, about two m^es off, difcovered a fail, which 
they judged to carry about fourteen or fifteen banks of 
oars a ai^ fo it proved to be. The veilel, difcovering 
itlie gallies, put herfelf in chace, with defign and in 
hope to get away by her fwiftnefs. But unfortunately 
£oT her, the captain-galley happened to be one of the 
fwifteft veilels upon the fea, and therefore gained upon 
the brigantine u> faft, that the coriairs faw they could 
not efcape, and fo the mafter of her ordered his men to 
drop their oars, and yield themfdves prifoners, that 
they might not exafperate the captain of our gallies. 
But fbitune, that would have it otherwife, fo ordered, 
that, Juft as the captain-galley came fo near, that 
the coriairs could hear a voice from her, calling 
to them to furrender, two foraquii^ that is to &y, two 
Turksf that -were drunk, who came in the brigantine 
with twelve others, difcharged two mufquets, with 
which they killed two of our foldiers upon the proWt 
."Wluch the general feeing, he fwore not to leave a man 
alive he ibould take in the veflel, and coming up with 
all fury to board her, ihe ilipped away under the oars 
of the galley. The galley run a-head a good way t 
.they in the veflel, perceiving thev were got dear, made 
aU the way they could while tne galfey was cemine 
about, and again put themielves m chace with oars and 
iails. Bat their diligence did them not ib much good. 
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as their prefumption did them hujn : for the capcsun- 
galley, overtaking them in little more than balf a 
mile, clapped her oars on the vefiel, and took them 
all idive. 

By this time the two other gallies were come np, and 
all four returned with their prize to the ftrand, where 
a vaft concourfe of people ftood ezpeding them, defi- 
rous to fee what they had taken* The general caft an- 
chor near the land, and, knowing that the viceroy w» 
upon the fhore, he ordered out the boat to bring him 
on board, and commanded the main-yard to be let Sowa, 
.immediately to hang thereon the matter of the ve£S^

Tell me, ill-advifed dog» what moved you to kxll mj 
foldiers, when you few it was impoffible to efcape ? it 
this the relpedl paid to captain -galleys ? Know yoa 
not that temerity is not valour, and that doubtful hopes 
,ihould make men daring, but not raih } The youth 
would have replied ; but the general could not, hear 
him then, by feafon he was' going to receive the vice- 
roy, . who was juft then entering the galley ; with whom 
there came feveral of his fervants, and fome people of 
the town. You have had a £ne chace of it, Signor 
j;enera1, faid the viceroy. So fine, anfwered the ge- 
neral, that your excellency ihalt prefently fee it hanged 
«p at the yard-arm. How fo I replied the viceroy* 
^Becaufe, re|4ied the general, ag^unil all law, againft 
•all reafon, and the cuilom of war, they have killed 
.me two of the bell foldiers belonging to the gallies, 
and I have fwom to hang tytty man I took prifoner, 
efpedaUy this youth here, who is mailer of the brigan* 
tine I pointing to one who hadhishaads already tied, and 

arofc 
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& rope about his neck, and flood expedUng death. 
The viceroy looked at ^iro, and, feeing him fo beauti- 
ful, fo genteel, and fo humble (his beauty giving him 
in that inftant a kind of letter of recommendation) 
he had a mind to &ve him, and therefore he afked 
him : Tell me, Sir, arc you a 7»ri, a Moor, or a rc- 
negado? To which the youth anfwered in the Caftt-

The general bid him 
lay what he pleafed, but not to exped pardon for 
his notorious offence. With this licence the youth be- 
gan hb (lory in the following manner. 
• I was born of Moorijh parents, of that nation more 
unhappy than wife, fo lately overwhelmed under a fea 
of misfortunes. In the current of their calamity, I was 
carried away by two of my uncles into Barhary, it 
availing me nothing to fay J was a chriflian, as indeed 
I am, and not of the feigned or pretended,* but of the 
true and catholic ones. The difcovery of this truth 
had no influence on thofe, vMo were charged with our 
unhappy banifhment ; nor would my uncles believe it, 
but rather took it for a lye, and an invention of mine, 
in order to remain in the country where I was bom $ 
and fo, by force rather than by my good will, they 
carried' me with them. My mother was a chrifthm, 
and my father a difcreet man, and a chrifHan too. I 
fucked in the catholic fmth with my milk. I was 
vutuoufly brckight up, and, neither in hiy Uinguage^nor 
behaviour, did F, as I thought^ give any 'incScation of 
being a Mmfca, My beauty, li \ have any, grew up^ 
and kept equal pace with thele virtues : for fuch I be- 
lieve them to be : and| though my modefiy and referve 
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were greats I could not avoid b^g feea b^a xonng. 
gentknuun, called Don G a/par Gregorio, eldeft Con of a 
pierfoa of diiHii6Uon» wkofe eftate joins to our town. 
How he (aw me, how we convert together, how he 
was undone for me, and how I was little 1^ for 
him, would be tedious to relate, efpedaU/.at a dm^ 
when I am under apprehqiiion, that the cruel cord, . 
which threatens me, may interppTe between my tongue 
and my throat ; and therefore I will only fay» that Dtm 
Gregori9 refolved to bear me company in our baniib- 
ment. And fo, mingling with the Abar/, who came 
bom other towns (ibr he (poke the lan|;uagis well) is 
the journey he contraded an intinoacy With my two un- 
ides, who had the cl^rge of me : for my father, being 
a prudent and provident perfon, as foon as he £iw the 
£ril edidi for our banifhment, left the town, and went 
to feekfome place of refuge for us in foreign king- 
doms. He left a great number of pearls, and precious 
fiones of great value, hid and buried in a certain place, 
Imown to me ot&y, with fome money in cruiadoes and* 
piftoles of goU, commanding me in no wife to touch 
the treafoce he left, if peradventure we fhould be ba- 
niflied before he returned. I obeyed, and pailed over 
into Barbary with my uncles, and other relations and 
acquaintance, as I have already faid ; and the place we 
fettled in was Mgiirs^ or rather hell itfelf. The king 
heard of my beauty, and fame told him of my riches, 
which partly proved my good fortune. He fent for 
me, and afked me, of ^ihat part oi Spain I was, and 
what money and jewek I had brought with me. I told 
him the town, and that the jewels and money were bu* 
ried in it ; but that they might eaiily be brought off, if I 
myfelf went to fetch them. All this I t^d him, ia 
hopes that his own covetoufnefs^ more than my beauty, 
would blind him. While he was thus diicoui^ng with 
me, information was given him, that one of the gen* 
tedefi and handfomeft youth& imaginable ciune in loy 
company.. I preiently nnderfiqpdj that they meant 
Don Gafpar Grigorht whofe beauty js beyond all poffi* 
bility ^exaggeration. 1 was greatly difbrbed, when 
I confidered the danger D$m G^^oriK wa9 in : fou 

among 
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jmsong thofe barbaroas Turks, a beautifal boy or youth 
is limre valued and efteemed, than a woman, be (he 
Bever fa beautiful. The king commanded him to be 
ttnmediately brought before him,^ that he might {ft 
kiniy and aJced me if it was true, what he was told of 
that youth. I, as if infpired by heaven, anfwered ^ 
Yesy it was ; but that I muft inform him» he was not 
a man, but a woman, as I was ; and 1 requeued, that 
he 5vould let me go and drefs her in her proper garb, 
that (he might fhine in full beauty, and appear in his 
prefence with the lefs concern. He fisud I might go 
m a good hour, and that next day he would talk with 
me of the manner how I might conveniently return to 
Spmin, to get the hidden treafure. I confulted with 
Don Go/par : I told him the danger he ran in appear- 
ing as a man : and I dreHed him like a Mori/ca, and 
that very afternoon introduced him as a woman to the 
king, who was in admiration at the fight of her, and 
propofed to referve her for a prefen^ to the grand Sie- 
nor ; and, to prevent the riique fhe ^ight run in tne 
Seraglio among his own wives, and diftJrufUng himfelf^ 
he ordered her to be lodged in the houfe of a Moorifi 
hu5y of qoality, there to be kept and waited upon : 
whither fhe was inftantly conveyed. What we both 
felt (for I cannot deny that I love him] I leave to the 
confideration of thofe, wh6^ mutually love each other^ 
and arc forced to part. The king prefently gave order 
for my returning to Spain in this brigantine, accompa- 
nied by two Turks ^ beine thofe who lulled your foldiers. 
There came with me alfo this Spanijb renegado (point- 
ing to him, who fpoke firft) whom I certainly know ta 
be a chriftian in his heart, and that he comes with a 
greater defire to ftay in Spain, than to return to Bitr* 
JUry. The reft of the (hip's crew are h^rs and Turks, 
who ferve for nothing but to row at the oar. The two 
drunken and iniblent Turks, difobeying the orders 
given them to fet me and the renegado on (here, in the 
nrft place of Spain we fhould touch upon» in the habit 
of chriftians (with which we came provided) would 
needs firfticour the coaft, and make fome prize, if they 
coolda fearing, if Aey fliould land us £rft, we might

be iddaced by fome accident or other to difcorver tba^ 
fuch a veiTel was at Tea, and, if perchance there ^were 
any gallies abroad upOn this coaiC ihe mi^ be takea* 
laftjiight we made this {JB^Qirtt and not knowing any 
thing of thefe four gallies, were difcoveied ourielves, 
and what you have feen has be£dlen us. In fiuHt^

' The. viceroy being of a tender and compaffional^ 
difpofitlon, without ipeaking a word, went ta her^rSuid 
with his own hands unboucdthe cord, that tied the 
beautiful ones - of the fair Mori/ca* While the Morif' 
tan chriftian was relating her ftrange ftory, an old pil* 

ipm, who came aboard- the galley with the vicc^rojv 
aflened his eyes on her, and, fcarcdy had (he madtt 
^ end, when, throwing himielf at her feet, and em« 
^bracing them, with words interrup^d hy^ a thouiand 
fobs and fighs, he faid : O Anna rtUx / my unhappx 
daughter! I am thy father Ricotet who ' am retumea 
U> feek thee, not being able to live without thee,, who 
pt my very foul. At which words Samcho opened bis 
eyes, and lifted up his head, which he was holding 
down ruminating, upon his late di^race ; and looking 
at the pilgrim, he knew him to be the very Ricote, be 
met with uiK)n the. day he left his government, and 
was perfuaded this mufl be' his daughter : who, bemg 
now. unbound, embraced her father, minzling hex tean 
with his. Ricoie faid -to the general and the viceroy l 
This, Sirs, is my daughter, hapjrf in her name alone : 
Jmna Felix (he is called, with the £mame of Rictu^ 
as famous for her own beauty,, as for her &ther*s riches.

I left my native countiy^ to feek, in foreign kingdoms, 
fome iheltery and (aie retreat, and, having found one in 
. Germany^ I cetnmed, in this pilgrim's we<3, in the com* 
pany of fome Germans^ in queft of my daughter, and to 
take up a great deal of wealth I had left buried. My 
daughter I found not s but die treafure I did, and have it 
jn my poffeffion : and now, l^ thefbange turn of fortune 
you have feen, I have found the treafure, which moft 
enriches me, my beloved daughter.

Then faid San- 
cho I I know Rtcote very well, and am fure what he 
fays of Aa9a Feiixh b(»og his daughter, is true : but 
as for the other idle flories of his going and coming, 
or of his having a good or bad mtention, I meddle 
not with them. All ^at were prefent admired at the 
firangene6 of the cafe, and tke general faid : Each tear 
of yours hinders me from fulfilling my oath : live, fair 
Jmia FiiiXf aJl the years heaven has allotted .yQu, and 
let the daj-ing and the infoleot under^ the puniflnnenC 
. their crime <Miervea. Inunediately he ordered, that the 
. twoTWri/, who had killed bis foldiers, fhould be hanged 
at the yard arm. But the viceroy eameftly entreated 
. him not to hang them, their fault being rather the ef- 
fe& of madnefs than of valour. The general yielded to 
the viceroy's requeft ; for it is not es^ to execute re- 
venge in cold blood. Then they confulted how to de- 
liver D§n Oajhfr Gregorio from the danger he was left 
so. Ricete Ottered atove two thoufand ducats, which 
he had in pearls and jewels, towards it. Several ex- 
pedients were propofed, but, none fo likely to fucceed 
as that of the Spmnijh fenegado afore-mentioned, who 
offered to return to Algiers in a fmall bark of about 
eight banks, armed .with chriitian rowers ; for he kne\y 
where, how, and when he might land ; nor was he ig- 
norant of the houfe in which Dm Qafpar was kept. 
The general and the viceroy were in doubt whether 
they ihottid rely 00 the lenegaido, or truft him with the 

chriftians. 
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chrifliansy who were to row at the oair. Amui FeBx 
aniwered for him, and her father ^foie faid, he woald 
be anfwerable for the ranfoxn of thof& chri^ans^ if- 
they ihould be betrayed. Matters being thus iettled, 
the viceroy went aihore^ and .Dcjgr Anfm^ Moreno took 
the Morifca and her father along with^ him, the vice<- 
roy charging him to regale and welcome them« as nuich. 
as po£lble, offering, on his own part, whatever his 
houfe afforded for their better entertainment : fb great 
was the kindnefs and charity that the beauty of Annmi 
EeUx inf ufed into his brta^

Between the faying and the £2l&. is a very large trad4: 
And I flick to the^enegado, who feems to me a very. 
iMmeft and good-natured man. Dom Antonio fatd, if the 
rcnegado fhouki miicarry in the bufinefs, it would be* 
tkae enough to pot in pradice the expedient of Don 
^i^otis paflmg over into Barbary. Two days after, 
t^ renegado fet fail in a fmall bark of fix oars on a 
iiiiey manned with a flout crew, and» two days after 
that, the galUes departed for the Levant^ the general 
.having engaged the viceroy to give him advice of aU 
.thatibonU happen in refped to the deliverance of Dom 
Grsgorio^ and the fortune of Anna Felix, 

O&t momittg Dom ^ixote being fallied forth to take 
die air on the flrand, armed completely at all points 
(for, as he was often wont to fay, his arms were his fi- 
nery, and his recreation fighting, and fb he was feldom 
without them) he perceived advandng towards him a .

1 am the JtnigJ^t of the nvhite moon, whofe unheard-of 
exj^oits, perhaps, m^ bring him to your remembrance, 
I eome to enter into combats with you, and to try the 
ftreng th of your arm, in order to make you know and 
oomhbf that my niifbe^, be fhe who fhe will, is, with- 
biit coraparifon, more beautiful that your Dulcinea del 
'IMb/o : which mith, if you do immediately and fairly 
confefs, you will fave your own life, and me the trouble 
of taking it from you : and if you fight, and are van- 
quifhed by me, ^ the fatis^idion I expedk, is, that 
you lay sufide arms, forbear going in queft of adven- 
tures, sad retire home to your houfe for the fpace of 
one year, whdre you fhall Hve, without laying hand to 
your fword, in profound peace, and profitable repofe;

D§n ^ixote was Airprized and amazed, as well at 
the arrogance of the Jbii^h 9ftb$ nnbiu moom^ as at die 
reafon of his being challenged by him : and {o, widi 
gravity compofed, and countenance fevere, heanfwer- 
ed : Knight if the white mo0M, whofe atchievements have 
not as yet reached my ears, I dare fwear, you never 
£iw the illaftrioQS Dukinea ; for, had you ieen her, I 
am confident, you would^have taken care not to engage 
in this trial, fmce the fight of her muft have imdeceiv- 
cd, and convinced you, that there never was, nor e- 
ver can be, a beauty comparable to hers': and there- 
fore, without giving you the lie, and only iaying, yoo 
are miftaken, I accept your challenge with the j^ore- 
mentioned conditions v and that upon the ipot, that 
the day allotted for this bufinefs may not firft elapfe: and 
out of the conditions I only except the transfer of your 
exploits, becaufe I do not know what they are, nor 
that they are : I am contented with my own, fuch as 
they are. Take, then, what part of the field yoo 
pleafe, and I will do the like, and, to whom god iball 
give htt », faint Peter give his Uefibog. 

The knight of the nuhite moon was difcovered from 
(he city, and the viceroy was informed that be was in 
conference with Don Quixote de la Maneha. The vice- 
roy, believing it was fome new adventure, contrived by 
Don Antonio Moreno^ or by fomc other gentleman of 
the town, immediately rode out to the fband, accom^ 
panied by Don Antonio, and a great many other gen- 
tlemen ; and arrived juft as Don fixate had whaled 
RoKtnante about, to take the neceffaiy ground for hit 
career.

Don ^txote, bruifed 
and flunned, without lifting up his vizor, as if .he was 
fpeaking from within a tomb, in^a feeble and low voice 
(aid : Dulcinea del Tobojo is the moft beautiful woman 
in the world, and I the moft unfortunate knight on 
earth, and it is not fit that my weakfiefs fhould dif- 
credit this truth: knight, pufh on yorfr launcc, and 
take ^way my life, toce you have ipoiled me of my 

konottr. 
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kmour. By no means, quoth lie of the tubite moon : 
Uvey live the fame of the oeauty of the lady Dukitua 
d$l Tolmfi, in its full luftre : all the fatisfadion I de- 
mand, is, that the gteat D§h ^jdx9te retire home to 
bis own town for a year, or 'till fuch time as I fliall 
command, according to our agreement before we began 
this battle. All this was heard by the viceroy, Dom 
JntoniOf and many other perfons there pefent ; who 
alfo heard Dan ^ixote reply, that, fince he required 
IK)thing oAim to the prejudice of Du/einea, be would 
j^fbrm all the reft like a pundual and true knight. 

This confeffion being made, he of the ivhite wm 
tnnMd about his horfe, and, making a low bow with 
his head to the viceroy, at a half f^op entered into 
the<ity. The viceroy ordered Don Ant§M to follow 
bim, and fa^ all means to learn who he was. They 
raifed Bon ^mixou from the ground, and, uncovering 
bis faee, found him pale, and in a cold fweat. Ro- 
tdnantet ootof pure ill plight, could not ftir for the 
wefent. Smnebo^ quite ^owful, and caft down^ 
Knew not what to do or fay. He Guided all that 
bad happened to be a dream, and that all this bufineis 
was mal$er of enchantment : he faw his suifter van* 
. quiihed, "and under an oblation not to bear arms

His fquire came 
out to receive and unarm him. He ihut himfelf up in 
a lower room, and with him Don Antonio, whoie cake 
was dongh, 'till he knew who he was.

Sir, that the benefit of 
his recovery will not counter-balance the pleafure his 
extravagancies afford ? But, I fancy, that all Signor

I, who, with 
the government, quitted the defire of ever governing 
more, did not quit the defire of being an earl, which 
will never come to pafs, if your worfhip refufes being 
a king, by quitting the exercife of chivalry j and fo 
my hopes vanifli into fmoke. Peace, Sancho^ quoth 
Don ^ixote^ fince you fee my confinement and retire- 
ment is not to lafl above a year, and then I will re- 
fume my honourable profeffion, and fhall not want a 
kingdom to win for myfelf, nor an earldom to befto^ 
on you. God hear it, c^wothi ancho^ and let fin be 
deaf ; for I have always been told, that a good expec- 
tation is better than a bad poiTefHon. 

They were thus difcourfing, when D$n Jnionio en- 
tered with figns of great joy, faying : My reward, 
Signor Don ^ixote, for the good news I bring : Dom 
Gregorio^ and the renegado, who went to bring him, 
are in the harbour : in the harbour, do I fay ? by this 
time they mud be come to the viceroy's palace, and 
will be here prefcntly. Don fixate was a little re- 
vived, and faid: In truth, I was ^oing to fay, Ifhould 
be glad, if it had fallen out quite otherwife, that I 
might have been obliged to go over to BarBary, where, 
by the force of my arm, 1 fliould have given liberty, 
not only to Don Gregorio^ but to all the chrifiian cap- 
tives that are in Barlary.

To-day for yoa, and to-morrow tor me : and, as for 
thefe matters of encounters and bangs, never trouble 
your head about them ; for, He that falls to-day, may 
rife to-morrow, unlefs he has a mind to lie a-bed; 
I mean, by giving way to defpondency, and not en- 
deavouring to recover frefh fpirits for freih encounto^ 
And, pray. Sir, fife, and welcome Don Gregorh ; for 
there feems to be a ^eat buftte in the hou^ and by 
this time he is come. 

He faid the truth ; for, Don Grtgorio and the rene- 
^ado having given the viceroy an account of the ex- 
pedition, Don Gregorio, impatient to fee Anna Feiix^ 
was come with the renegado to Don Antonio's houie : 
and, though Don Gregorio, when he made his efcape 
from JJgiers, was in a woman's drefs, he had ex- 
changed it in the bark for that of a captive, who ef- 
caped with him. But, in whatever drefs he had come, 
he would have had the appearance of a perfon worthy 
to be loved, ferved, and efleemed ; for he was above

up, and fpread venomous fruit through 5^a/»,.alrea^ 
dy cleared, already freed from the fears ourvaft num* 
bers kept the kingdom in. A m6(l heroic refolutioir 
of the great Philip the tkird,. and i^nheard^ef wifdom 
in committing this charge to thefaid.Dpiir Bernardino 
de Velafio ! However, when I am at court, (aid Don 
Antonio, I will ufe all the diligenceand means poflible^ 
a&d> leave the fuccefs to heaven. Don Gregorio- ihall 
go with me, to comfort his parents under the afflidion 
diey muft be in for his abfence : Anna Felix ihall flay 
at mv honfe with my wife, or in a monaftery ; and I 
am uure.*the vicefoy will be glad, that honeft Ricote 
M \ remaia^ 
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remain in his houfc, 'till he fees the fuccefs of my nc- 
gotiation. The viceroy confented to all that was pro- 
pofed. But Don Gregorio, knowing what paffed, ex- 
preffed great unwillingnefs to leave Anna Felix: but, 
refolving to vifit his parents, and to concert the means 
of returning for her, he came at length into the propo- 
fal. jinna Felix remained with Vnn Jntonioh lady, 
and Ricote in the viceroy's houfe. 

The day oi Don Antonio's departure came, and that 
oi Don^ixote\ zxA Sancbo^ two days after, his fell 
not permitting him to travel fooner.

Neither him, nor the armour, 
replied Don ^ixote^ will I fuffer to be hanged, that it. 
may not be faid ; For good fervice, bad recompence* 
Your worfhip fays vtry well, anfwered Sancho ; for,, 
according to the opinion of the wife. The afs^s fault

fatid colours ; the. air, dear and pare, fhall foppljr 
breath ; the moon and ftars afford light, naaiigrc the 
darknefs of the night : fingmg. ihdl fumiih pleafore, 
and complaining yield delight j JhoIU ihall provide 
Ycrfes^, and love conceits; widi which we will make 
ourfelves ftiraous and immortal, not only in the prefent, 
but in future ages. Before god, quoth Sancho, this 
kind of life fquares and com«rs with me exaftly'. 
Befides, no fooner will the batchelor 5^ »i/^>« Carrafco^ 
and mafter l^ichoias the barber, have well feen it, but 
they will h^ve a mind to follow, and turn fhepherds 
with us, and god grant that the prieft have not an in- 
clination to make one in the fold, he is of fo gay a 
temper, and fuch a lover of mirth. You have faid

night ; and fo he fpent the remainder of that Heeping, 
and his mafter wakmg. 

CHAP. XVI, 

d/tii irifikd odviMiure, which lefet Don Quhcotc \ 

THE night was fomewhat dark, though the moon 
was in the heavens, but not in a part where 
Ihe could be feen i for fometimes Signora Diana 
takes a trip to the 8nt]|)odes, and leaves the mountains 
black, and the vallies m the dark. Don ^ixote gave 
way to nature, taking his firfl ileep, without giving 
place to a fecond j quite the reverie of Sancho, who 
never had a fecond,, one ileep lafHng him from night 
to morning ; an evident fign of his good conftitu- 
don, and few cares. Thofe of Don ^ixou kept him 
fo awake^ that he awakened Sancbo, and faid : 1 
am amazed^ Sancbo^ at the infeniibility of your 
temper ; you feem to me to be made of marble, or 
brafs, not fufceptible of any emotion or fentiment : I 
wake, while you fleep ; I weep,, when you are finging ; 
I am fainting with hunger, when you are lazy and ub-^ 
wieldy with pure cramming : it is the part of good, 
fervants to fhare in their mailers pains, and to be touch- 
ed with what affedb them, were it but for the fak^ 
of decency. Behold the fetenity of the night, and the 
folitude we are in, inviting us, as it were, to inter- 
mingle fome watching* with our ileep. Get up, by 
yoar life, ai^d go a little apart from hence, and, with 
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a willing mind and a good courage, give your felf 
three or four hundred &fhes, upon account, for the 
diienchantment of DuUinea : and this I a(k as a fa- 
vour ; for I will not come to wreftling with you again, 
as I did before, becaufe I know the weight of your 
arms. After you have laid them on, we will pafs the 
remainder of the night in tinging, I my abfence, and 
you your conilancy, beginning from this moment our 
^aftoral employ nient, which we are to follow in our 
village. Sir, anfw'ered Sancho, I am of po religioiis 
order, to rife out of the midft of my deep, and diid- 
l^e my felf; neither do I think, one can pafs from 
the pain of whipping to mufic/ Suffer me to Heep; 
and urge not this whipping my felfr left you force me 
to fwear never to touch a haif 6{ my coat, much Ids 
of my fleih. O hardened foul f cried Don ^^ixoti I 
O remorfelefs fqaire ! O brfead iff employed; aild6- 
vours ill confidered, thofe I have already beftowed up; 
on you, and thofe I intend flill to bellow upon you ! To 
me you owe, that you have been governor ; and to 
me you owe, that you are in a fair way of being an 
earl, or of having fome title equivalent j an^tkeac- 
complifhment of thefe things will be delayed no longer 
than the expiration of this year ; for pofl tenehras ^tro 
iuctm\ I know riot what thaf meatns, replied Sambo > 
lonlyknbw, that, while I am alTeep, 1 have neither 
fear nor hope, neither trouble nor glory ; and bleflings 
on him who invented fleep, the mantle that covers all 
human thoughts, the food that appeafes hunger, the 
drink that quenches thirft, the' fire that warms cold, 
-the cold that moderates heat, and, laftly,. the general 
coin that purchafes all things^ the balance and weight 
that equals the fhepherd with the king, .and the'fimplc 
with the wife. One only evil; as I have heard, fleep 
has in It, namely, that it refembles death ; for, ht- 
tween a man afleep and a man dead, there is but little 
difference. I never heard you, Sancho, quoth D99 
^ixotit talk fo elegantly as now : whence I come tp 
know the truth of tlje proverb, yo^ often apply, 
Kot'with Whom dlou art bred, but with whom thoii 
art fed. Dear ittafter ©f mine; replied SaucBo, It is 



not 
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not I that aotllringmg of proverbs feow ; ibr they farf 
from your worihip's mouth alfo^ by couple&y failer 
^an from me : only between yours and mkie there 
i£ this difference, that your worfhip^s come at prc^r 
ieafon, and mine out of fe£foh : but in fhort they are 
all proverbs. " 

. They were thus employed, when they heard a kind 
of deaf noife, ' and harm found, fpreading itfelf through 
all thofe valleys. Don Quixote Aarted up, and laid lua 
hand to his fword ; 2Xid Sancho fquatted down* undei* 
jy^ppliy and clapped .the bundle of armour on one iid^ 
of lum, and the a(s*s pannel on the other, trembling 
no lefs with fear, than Dton ^ixote with furprize; 
'Fhe noife encreafed by^ degrees, and came nearer to 
die two tremblers, one at leaft fo, for the other's ^ou-^ 
ibge is already fufficiently knoi^. Now the bufinefi 
wasr that certain fellows were driving above fix hun-^ 
dred hogs to fell at %fair, and were upon the rokd 
^ith them at that hour ; and fo great was Che din they 
made with gruntling and blowing, that they deafened 
the ears of Don ^ixote and Sancho, who could dot 
piTcfendy guefs the occafion of it. The-far-fpreading 
^ and grunt]ii|g hetd c^me crowding on, and, - withbt^ 
any refped to the authority of Don^ixote^ or to that 
of Sancboi trampled ov^ them both, demdifl^ San- 
cbo's entrenohments, and ov^erthrowing, not only Don 
Sluixoti^ but Rozinante to boot. The crowding, ^the 
eruntlin^» the huriying on of thofc unclean animsds put. 
into confuiion, and overturned, the pack-faddle, the ar- 
mour, Dappli^ R'oTdnante^Sancbo, znd. Don '^ixote. 
Sancho got up as well as he could, and defired his mafter 
to lend him his fword, faying, h^ would kill half a do- 
zen of thofe gentlemen, and unmannerly fwine, for 
fuch by this time .he knew them to be. Said Don 
Quixote to him : Let them ^lone, friend ; for this af- 
front is a paniihment for my fin ; and it is d jiift judg- 
ment of heaven^ that wild dogs ilhbuld devour, wafps 
ding, and hogs trample upon, a vanquifhed knight- 
errant. Itisalfp, I fdppote, a judgment of hes^en^ 
anfwered Sancho^ that the fquires of vanquifhed kfiights-^ 
errant ihooldt be ib]ig.b}^es -eaten iipby.]ic<» «nd 
t? . bdieged 
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befieged by Jmngor. If we ^ir^ were the ions of 
tlie luiiehts we (erve^ or very near of kin to them, it 
would be no wonder, if the punifhment of their feohs 
ihould overtake us to the fbtiith generation : but what 
have the Pandas to do with the ^ixotes? Well, let as 
compofe our felves again, and ileep out the little re- 
mainckr of the night, and god will lend us a new day, 
and we ihaU have better luck. Sleep you, Sancbt^ 
anfwered Dw Quixote 5 for you were bom to ileep, 
whilil I, who was bom to watch, in, the fpace between 
this and day, give the reins to my thoughts, and cool 
their heat in a little madrigal, w]uch> unknown toyoa, 
I compofed to-night in my nUnd. Methinks, quoth 
$0$Kh, the thou^ts, which give way to the makii^ 
of couplets, c^n^ot be many. Couplet it as much as 
your woHhip pkafes, land I will ileep as much as I 
can. Then taking as much ground as he wanted, he 
bundled himfelf up, and fell inf;^^ a found fleep, nei- 
ther {uretyihip, nor debts, nor any troubles di&urbifl|^ 
him. Don ^ix^ie^ l^uiing againfi a beech or cork- 
tree (for C/W Hamtt Ben-engtii does not dillinguifli 
what tree if was), to the muiic of his own iighs, fong 
asfoUoivs* . .

He accompanied each ftanza with a multitude of ^^

mbience of Dukima. Now the day appeared, and the 
fi^n began to dart his beams in Sancho\ eyes. He 
awaked, rouzed, and fhook himfelf, and ftretched hit 
lazy limbs, and beheld what havock the hogs had 
made in his cup-board ; and curfed the drove, and 
fomebody elfe beiides. 

Finally, they both fet forward on their journey; 
and, toward the decline of the afternoon, they difcove*- 
ed about half a fcore men on horfe-Jback, and four or 
five on foot, advancing towards them. Don ^ixotit 
iieaxt leaped with furprize, and SancFo^s with fear ; 
ior the men, that were coming up, carried ijpears and 
targets, and advanced in very warlike array. Dan 
^uixoti turned to Sanch^ and faid : S^ancho, if 1 could 
But make ufe of my arms, and my prom^e had not 
tied up my hands, this machine, that is comipe to- 
ward us, I would make no more of, than I would of 
fo many tarts and cheefe-cakes. But it may be fome- 
thing elfe than what«)^e fear. By this time the horfe- 
men were come up; and lifting up their launces, 
without fpeaking a word, they furrounded Don ^ixote, 
and clapped their fpears to his back and breaft, threaten- 
ing to Kill him. One of thofe on foot, putting his 
finger to his mouth, to (igkiify that he fhould be fileht^ 
laid hold on Rpzinante^s bridle, and drew him out of 
the road ; and the others on foot, driving Sancho and 
Dappie before them, all keeping a marvellous filencc, 
followed the fteps of him, who led Don ^ixote^ who 
had a mind three or four times to aflc, whither they 
were carrying him, or what they would have. But 
fcarce did he begin to move his lips, when they were 
ready to clofe them with the points of their fpears. 
And the like befel Sancho ; for no fooner did he fhew 
an inclination to talk, than one of thofe on foot prick- 
ed him with a goad, and did as much to Dapple^ st$ 
if he had a mind to talk too. It grew night ; they 
mended their pace ; the fear of the two prifoners in- 
creafed, efpcciafty, when they heard the fellows ever 
and- anon fay to them ; On, on, ye TrvgMytes ; peace, 
ye barbarous flaves ; pay, yt Anthropophagi % complaih 
not, ye Scythians ; open not your eyes, ye murdering 

Poljphtmu/es, 
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P^lyphtmufti^ ye butc^ierly Ikns; and other tke like 
names, with which they torment^ the, ears of the mi- 
/erable pair, mailer and man. Sancbo went along, 
Atying to himfelf: We Ortolans? we barbers flaves? 
JN^ Andrenjo popinjays? VitCitaiie/s? v/e Po/Ij/amousV, 
I do not like thefe names at all : this is a bad wind 
for winnowing our com ; - the whole n^ifchief coflfies 
^pon us together, like kicks to a cur ; and wouljd to 
^od this difventurpus adventnre, that threatens )is, may 
jcnd in no worfe ! Don ^ixote marched along, quite 
confounded, andnot being able Jo conjedure, by at! 
the conclufions he could make, why they called theia 
by thofe reproachful names j from which he-could on- 
ly gather, that no good was to be ejcpeded, and madi 
harm to be feared. In this condition, about aA hour 
after night-fall^ they arrived at a caftle, which Dw 
^ixote prefently knew to be the dukeX where he 
^d fo lately been. God be my aid f faid he, as ibon 
as he knew the place^ what wil^this end in ? In this 
houfe all is courtefy a3id[ civil ufage : but to the van- 
ouiihed good is conv^ted into bad, and bad into worfc. 
They entered into the principal court of the caffle, 
and faw it decorated and fet out in fuch a manner, that 
their admiration increafed; *and their fear doubled, as 
will be feen in the following chapter. 

CHAP. JCVIL 

Of ti>f neivift and fir^ngefi ad^venture of all that hefd 
Don Quixote in the luhok cour/e of this grand 
hiftory* 

THE horfemen ah'ghted, and, together with 
thofe on foot> taking Sancho and Don ^ixott 
forcibly in their arms, carried them into the court- 
yard, round which near an hun4red torches were p^^ccd 
}n fockets, and above five hundred, light? about the 
galleries of the court; infomuch that, in ipite of the 
night, which was fomewhat darkifb, there fecm^d to 
'be no want of the day. In the middle of the court 
was ereaed a tomb, about two yards from the gTOom 
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and over it a large canopy of black velvet ; round 
which, upon its fteps, were ^ burning above a hundred 
wax tapers in filver candlefticks. On the tomb was 
ieen the corpfe of a damfel fo beautiful, that her beauty 
made death itfelf appear beautiful. Her head lay upoii 
a cufhion of gold brocade, crowned with a garland in- 
tcr^voven with odoriferous flowers of divers kinds ; her 
hands. lying crofs-wife upon her breaft, and between them 
a branch of never-fading vidlorious palm. On one fide of 
the court was placed a theatre, and in two chairs were 
feated two penonages, whofe crowns oft their heads, 
and (cepters in- their hands, denoted them to be kings, 
either real, or feigned. On the fide of the iheaue, 
to which the afcent was by fteps, ftood two other 
chairs; upon which they, ^ who brought in the prifo- 
ners, (edited Don ^ixou znA Sancho, f\\ this ii) pro- 
found iUence, and b/ilgns giving them both to under- 
ftand they.muft be filent too: but,, without bidding, 
they held their peace ; for the aftonilhment they were 
in at what they beheld tied up their tongues.^ And 
now two great perfons afcended the theatre with a 
■ numerous attendance, whom Don fixate prefently 
knew to be the duke and duchefs, whofe gueft he had 
been. They feated themfelves in two very rich chairs, 
clofe by thofe, who feemed to be kings. Who would 
not have admired at all this^ efpecially coniidering that 
Don ^ixote had now perceived, jrhat the corpfe upon 
the tomb was that of the fair Atti[idora ? At the duke 
and duchefs's afcending the theatre, Don ^ixott and 
Sancbo rofe up, and made them a profound reverence, 
and their grandeurs returned it by bowing their heads 
a little. At this jundure an officer croiTed the place, 
and, coming to Sancbo^ threw over him a robe of black 
buckram, all painted over with flames, and, taking 
off his cap, put on his head a pafte-toard mitre three 
foot high, like thofe ufed by the penitents of the, in- 
quifition; bidding him in his ear not to unfeW his lips; 
if he did, they would dap a gag ^n his mouth, or kill 
him. Sancho viewed himfelf from top to toe, and faw 
himfelfall over inflames; W, finding they did not 
bum him» he cared not two farthings. He to6k off 

his 
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iM mitre, and faw it dl pamted over with devils : be 
put it on azain, faying within bimielf ; .Well enoagh 
ytt; thefe do not burn me, nor thofe cany me away. 
Dan fixate alfo furveyed him, and, though fear fm- 
pended his fenfes, he could not bat fjnik to behold 
Sancbo*s figure. And noiv» from under the tomb, 
proceeded alow and pleafing found of flutes; whicb 
not being interrupted by any human voice (for Silence 
herfelf kept filence there) the mufic founded botbfoft 
and amorous. Then on a fudden, by the cufhion of 
the feemingly dead body, s^peared a beautifvd yonth 
In a Rommn habit, who, in a fweet and dear voice, 
to. the found of a harp, which he played on himTeli^ 
fang the two following ftanzas. 

^lill hiav^n, in pity io the ^weeping vu§rld^ 
Shall give Altifidora hmck to day^ 
By Quixote'/ yr»r« to nalms ^ Pluto hurNt 
Hir ev^ry charm to cruel death a prey ; 
Jfhiie matrons tbro*w their gorgeous robes avfuj, 
To mourn a nymph hy cold difdain betrafd ; 
Tit the complaining lyre*s enchanting Jay. 
l'*llfing the praifes of this haplejs maid, 
Infiueeter notes than Thracian Otpheus e^oerplafL 

Norjhall my numbers nvith my life ixpiri^ 
Or this 'world's light confine the houndlefs fong : 
7o thee, bright maid, in death Pll touch the Jyri, 
And to my foul the theme fhall fiill Belong, 
When, freed from ciay, tbefiitting gbofts among, 
Myfpirit glides the Stygian fi)ores around, 
Tho* the cold hand of death hasfeaVd my tongut, 
Thy praife th^ infernal ca'verns fball rebound, 
AndhttYkt'sJluggifi nua'ves mo^vefio^wer to the foi^** 

Enough, {aid one .of the fuppofed kings, enoughi 
divine chanter; for there vyould oe no end of defcribiflg 
. to us the.dea^th and ^ces of th^ peerlcfs dltifi^^ora, 
. not dead, as the ignorant world fuppofes, but alive » 
the mouth of fame, and in the iptXi2LXiCt SancboPa^j^ 
^cre prefcnt muft j«ifs through, to reftore her to J«J 
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Ic^ light : .and therefore, O Khadaw^mtburf who with 
me judgeHin the dark caverns of Piui^^ fince thou 
knoweft all that is decreed by the inferutable deitinies, 
about bringing this damfel to herfelf, fpeak, andile* 
daxe it in£ntly, that the happinefs we exped 6rom her 
reidval may not be dekyed. Scarce had Min9s, judge, 
and companion of Khadamantbus^ (aid this, when 
Rbadamantbus^ rifing up, fkid : Ho, ye officers of this 
houibold, high and low^ great and fmall, run one af- 
ter another, and feal Saneho*^ face with four and twen- 
ty twitches, and his arms and fides with twelve pinches, 
and fix pricks of a pin ; for in the performance of thi» 
ceremony confifls the reftoration tSMtifidora. Which 
Sambo Pan^a hearing, he broke filence, and faid : I 
vow to god, I will no more let my face be fealed, nor 
my Heft be handled, than I will turn turk : Body of mef 
what has handling my countenance to do with the refur- 
redion of this damfel ? The old woman has had a^tail^ 
and now her mouth waters. Dulcinea is enchanted, and I 
muft be whipped to difenchant her : and now Altifidorts. 
dies, •f fome diftemper it pleafes god to fend her, and 
flxe muft be brought to life again, by giving me four 
and twenQ^ twitches, and making a iieve of my bod/ 
by pinking it with pins, and pinching v\y arms blacK 
and blue. Put thefe jefts upon a brother-in-law ; I am 
an old dog, and Tus, Tus, will not do with me. Thoii 
ihalt die then, ^vloxK Rhadamantbus, in a loud voices 
relent, thou tyser ; humble thyfelf, thou prou4 iV/jM- 
rodi fuffer and be filent, fmce no impoffibilities are re- 
q^^red of thee ; and fet not thyfelf to examine the diffi- 
culties of this bufinefs : twitched thou (halt be, pricked 
thou (halt fee thyfelf, and pinched (halt thou groan*

I hi^ no more* O btefled S^ancho / O amiabfe Sanche f 
xeplied Dim ^ixott ; how much (hall Duldnea and I 
be bound to ferve you all the days of life heaven (hall 
be pleafed to grant us ! If (he recovers her former ibte^ 
as It is impoffible but (he mu(l» her miihap will prove 
her good fortune, and my defeat a moft happy tri- 
umph: and when^ SancJk^ do yon propofe to begin 
the difdpline ? I will add an hundred reals over and 
above for difpat<:h« When ? replied Sancho, even 
this very night without fail : take you care, Si^ that 
we may b^ i^ open field,, and I will take care to lay 
joyflelhopen. 

At length came the night, expefied by Don ^ixott^ 
with the greateft anxiety in the world, the wheels of 
JpoUo^ chariot feeming to him to be brokeh, and theday 
to be prorogued b^ond its ufual length ; even as, it hap- 
pen to lovers, who, in the aaHmhtoftheir itnpdence, 
thinU: the hour of die accompliihment of theii* defirei 
will never come ^. 

'Finally', they tot among fome pleafant trees a. little 
way out of the mgh-road, where, leaving the faddli^ 
and pannel of Roxinanft llnd DappU vacant, they Taid

felf fo as to lofe your breath in th^ 'midf( of your ca- 
reer ; I mean, you muft not lay it on fo unmercifully, 
as to loie your life before you attain to the defired num- 
ber. And that you may not loie the game by a card too 
much or too little, I will (laqd aloof> and keep reckoniog 
upon my beads the lafhef you fhall give yourfelf ; and 
heaven favour you as your vfortky intention d^erve?. 
. The good pay-mailer is ia pain for no pawp« anfweml 
Sancbo : I deBgn to lay it on in'fuch. a manner, th^t it 
may (mart without kiUing me ; for in this the fubftance 
of the miracle muft needs confift.

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wiU carry the load, bat not a double load. No, na» 
^ir, anfwered SancbQ^ it fhall never be (aid for me. 
The money paid, the work delayed : pray. Sir, get 9^ 
little farther off, and let me give myfeif another thou- 
£wd lafhes at lead ; for a couple more of fuch boats 
will finiih the Job, and ftuff to fpare. Since you 
&d yourfelf in (o good a difpofition, quoth Don ^jftJf' 
jott, heaven affift you ; and ftick to it, for I am gone. 
Sancbo returned to his tafk with fo much fervour, anj 
fuch w^ the rigour, with which he gave the laihes^ 
that he had already diibarked many a tree : and once, 
lifting up his voice, and giving an unmeafurable ftroke 
to a beech, he cried: Down with thee, Samson ^ and 
all that are with thee. Don ^ixote prefently ran to 
the found of the piteous voice, and the ftroke of the fe* 
vere whip, and, laying hold of the twifted halter, 
which ferved Sancbo inilead of a bull's-pi?zle, he fai.d :

tell me, Smncbe^ d« vou think of giving yourfclf the 
other Intifh to-night r and have you a mind it f^}^ 
be oadtr a roof, or in the open air? Beforcgod, Sii)

aofwereil 
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anfwered Sancho, for what I intend to give mvfelf, it 
is all the fame to me» whether it be in a houie, or in 
a field : though I had rather it were among trees ; for, 
methinks, they accompany me, as it were, and help 
me to bear my toil marvelloufly^ weU. However, it 
fhall not be now, friend Saneho, anfwered Don ^ix- 
ote : but, that yoa may recover ftrengtb, it fliall be re- 
fer ved for oar vilkge; and we (hall get thither by the 
day after to-morrow at fartheft. Sancbo replied, he 
might order that as he pleafed ; but, for his part, he 
was defirous to make an end of the bafine& out of hand,, 
and in hot blood, and whfle the nMl]fwa5.grinding : for, 
ufaally the danger lies in the delay ; and. Pray to god 
devoutly, and hammer on ftontly ; and, One tah ia 
worth two /// give tbtis ^ and, A bird in hand it 
better than a vukure on Viewing* No more proverbs, 
Sancbo, for god's fake, quoth IXm ^xote ;. for, me- 
thinks, you are going ba^ to Jteut irat. ^eak plaio- 
]y, and without flouriihes, as I have often told you,, 
and you will find it a loaf per cent, in your way. I 
know not how I came to be fo unlucky, anfwered San* 
ebo, that I cannot give a reafon without a proverb, nor 
a proverb, which does not feem to me to be a reafon :

CHAP. XX. 

Ho*w Don Quixote and Sancho arrived at their 
village.

Itiis new-arrived cavalier undite^ and equip- 
ped himfidf ibrcoobiefs, and flc^pi^goat totheporciir 
which was airy and fpadoas* whete D9n ^mxou was 
walldng backwajnds and forward«» he afked him : Pr^, 
Sir» which way is your woHhip travelling \ hvA Dqu 
^ix9te anfwered : To a village not far off, where I 
was bora : And, pray» Sir, which way may you be 
travelling ? I, Sir, anfwmd the gentlemaiv am going 
to Granada^ which is my native country. And a good 
conntry it is, replied Dw fixate. But, Sir, ob]i%t 
me fo &r as to t<dl me your name f for I conceive it 
imports mt to kaow it more than I can well e^re/s. 
My name is Don AkHuro Tarft^ anfwered the new goeL 
To which Don ^mxou rejpkkd: Th&h I prefume, 
yow worflnp is dmt Don JIvaro Tarfe, mentioned m 
thefecondputof the hiftory of Dm ^xitte de Ia Idam- 
c^tf, lately printed and piiUiihed by a certain xao^^^ 
author. The wtty fame, anfwered the gentleman, and 
that Don ^xote^ the hero of the faid hiHory, was a 
very great friend of mine ; and I was the peWbn who 
drew him from hb native place : at leaft I prevailed 
«pon him to he prefent at certain jufts and touraa- 
ments held at Saragojfa^ whither I was going myfeli •" 
and, in truth, I did him a great many kindncffes, 
and faved his back from being well firoaked hf ^ 
hangman for bemg too impudent. Pray tell me, ^^^ 
Don Al'varo^ quoth Don ^ixote^ am I any thing ^i*^ 
chat Don ^ixoti you fpeak of? No, in truth, anfwer- 
ed the gueft, not in the 1^. And this Dm ^xott, 
laid ours, had he a fqpire with him called SancJboPoMf^^ 
Yes, he had, anfwered Don Jharo j and, tho' he had di« 
reputation of being very pleaiknt;, 1 never heard biin fay 
•one thing that had any pleaiaatry in it. I verily believe 
it, quQth &ancbo ihaight ;.iar it jU not every body's ta- 
lent 
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lent to fay pleafant things ; and this Sanebo your wor» 
fhip fpeaks of, Signor gendeman, muH be fome very 
great rafcal, ideot, and knave into the bargain : for 
the true Sancbo Panfa am I, who have more witty 
conceits than there are drops in a fliower*. Try 
but the experiment. Sir, and follow me but one year, 
and you wiU find, that they drop from me at tytty 
ftep, and are fo many, and fo pleiafant, that, for the 
^od part, without knowing what I fay, I m^e every 
body laugh that hear me : and the true^0« ^ixoti dt Im 
Mancba^ the renowned, the valiant, the difcreet, the 
enamoured, the undoer of injuries, the defend^ of pa* 
pils and orphans, the prote^r pf widows, the mur- 
derer of damfels, he who has t;he peerle& Dmicinta dd 
Tohofi for his folemifirefs, is this gentleman here pre^ 
fenty my matter ; any other Don ^xott whatever, 
9Um1 any other Sdncbo Pan^a, is all mockery, and a 
mere dream. Before god, I believe it, anfwered 
Don Aharo i for you havie {aid more ple^nt thin^, 
£iend, in four words you have fpoken, than t£ac 
other Sancbo Panga m all I et^er heard hhn iay, tho* 
fhat was a great d^ : for he was more gluttonous than 
well-fpoken, and more ftupid than plea&nt : and I 
take it for granted, that the enchanters, who perfecutt 
the good /Ton ^ixotet have had a mind to perfecutt 
me too with the bad one : but I know not wluU to iay » 
for I durft have fwom I had left him under cure in the 
Nuncio pf Toledo^ i houfe, and now here fUrts up aa- 
other Don ^ixou, very different froo^ mine. I Know 
i^ot, quoth Don ^^xote, whether i am the good one $ 
but I can fav I am not the bad one ; aiid && a proof 
of what I iay, you muft know, dear Signor Jk;ar§ 
far/e^ tlMU I never was ip Saragojk in all the days of

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my life : on the contnuy^ having been told, that diia 
imaginaiy Dom ^uixw^ was at the tournaments of that 
city, I refohred not to go thither, that I might makt 
him a liar in the face of all the world': and fo I went 
diredly to Bkrafwat that regifter of cx)urtery, afylunr 
of ftrangers, hofpital (^ the poor, native coantiy of 
the valiant, avenger of the injured, agreeable feat of 
firm friendship, and, for iituation and beauty, fingular. 
And, though what befel me there be not very much ta 
ray iatisfiidion, but, on the contrary ,mnch to my forrow;. 
the having feen that city enables me the better to bear 
it. In a word. Signer Don Ahvaro ^arfe^ I am Dom 
^ix9N di la Muneba^ the (ame that fame (peaks of^ 
and not that unhappy wretch, who would ufurp my 
name, and arrogate to himfelf the honomr ot my 
exploits. And therefore I conjure you. Sir, as you area 
gentleman, to make a declaration before the magifbate 
of this town, that you never faw me before in your 
whole life, and that I am not the Don ^xott printed 
in the fecond part, nor this Sanch^ Fanga my ^uire 
him you knew. That I will, with all my heart, an- 
fwered Don Alnmro ; though it furprifes me to fte two 
/>•» ^ixottSf and two Sanchos^ at the fame time, as 
different in their adiUons,^s alike in their names. And, f 
§ky agahi, I am now affured, that J have not feen what t 
have feen, nor, in refped tome, has that happened which 
has happened. Without doubt, quoth Sanebo, your 
worflup mud be enchanted, like my lady Dklcinem det 
^oiofi I and would to heaven your difenchantment de'^ 
pended upon my giving myfelf another three thoufand 
and odd bfhes, as I do for her ; for I would lay. them 
jQn whhout intercAor reward. I underfland not tins hnfis 
aefi «f li(hes, qiiotl^I)^* Ahmro. Sancbo anfvered, it 
was too long to tdl ar prefent, but he would give 
him an aceount,^xf they happened to tiavd the lame 
road. 

Dtaaer-tiaic was now come : Don ^ixote and Dom 
JhfMro ^ned together. By chance the mag^fbateof 
the town came into the inn, with a notary ; and Don 
^ixoti defired of him» that Don, Ahara Tarfi, the 
gentleman there pxtfentft might depoie before ius wor- 

ihip^ 
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Hiip, that he did not know Don ^xoti di Im Mmntha^ 

^here prefent alfo, and that he was not the man handed 

a^boot in a printed hiftory^ intitled, Jbifecond pari of 

'Don Quixote de la Mancha, *i/jriitim iy fucb a, ont^ 

ide AvdTaneda, a native of TordefiUas. In fhoit, the 

xnagiftrate proceeded according to form : the depofition 

-^i^vas word^ as ilrong as could be in fuch cafes : at 

ifvhich Don Quixote and Sancko were Overjoyed, as if 

this attefiation had been of the sreateft importance to 

them, and as if the difference oetween the two Don 

^ifixota, and the two Sanchosg were not evident enough 

from their words and adlions. Many compliments and 

offers of fervice pafTed between Don Ai*varo and Dom 

^uixoii^ in which the great Manchgan ihewed his dif^ 

cretion in fuch a manner, that he convinced Don Jlva-. 

r# Tar/i of the error he was in ^ who was perfuaded 

he muil needs be enchanted, fince he had touched with 

his Jiand two fuch contrary Don ^mixcta. 

The evening came : they departed from that place» 
and, at the diflance of about half a league, the nxui 
par^ into two : one led to Don Sivixot?% village, and 
die other to viYitrt Don jtharo yidA going, to this 
little way Don ^ixote related to him the misfortune 
of his defeat, and the enchantment and cwm of DuUi- 
nga.i which was new caufe of admiration to Don Ahum* 
tOf who, embracing Don ^ixou and Sancbo^ went on 
his way, and Don j^ixote his. 

That night he pa&ed among fome other trees, to 
give Sanebo an opportunity of finiihing his difcipline» 
which he did after the fame manner as he had done the 
night before, more at the expence-of the bark of the 
beeches, than of his back> of which Jie was To careful, 
that the .la(hes he gave it'would not havebru£bed off a fly 
that had been upon it.* The deceived Don ^ixotf was 
vtry pundlual in telling the ftrokes, and found, that, 
including thofe of the foregoing night:,thev amounted to 
three thouland and twenty -nine.

That day, and that night, they travelled without 
any occarrence worth relating, nidefs it be, that San- 
cbo fkiiflied his taflc that night : at which Don ^ixoti 
was aboTe meafure pleafed, and waited for the day, 
to fee if he could light on his lady, the difenchanted 
Dulcinea^ in his way : and, continumg his journey, he 
looked narrowly at evenr woman he met, to fee if 
^e were Dukinea del Tslto/o, holding it for infallible, 
that Merlin^s promifes could not lye. With thefe 
thoughts and delires, they afcended a little hill, from 
Wh^ce they difcovered uiehf village ; which as foon as 
Sattcbo beheld, he kneeled down, and faid : Of^n thhie

y9u 'irvef Well, anfWercd SMtho^ what fignifies it if 
tfife bc^ did fay fo? What \ replied Don ^ixbte^ do 
yda not pcrCciVe, thaf, applying thefc words to my ' 
perpofe, the imeafring is, 1 fhaS never fee Duldnea 
xttore? Sancbo would have anfwered, but was pre- 
vented by feemg a hare come running crofs the field, 
purfaed l^ abundance of dogs and fportfmen , which, 
fdgfated, camefor fhelter, and fqu^tted between Dappled 
feet, ^aneho took h^r op aUve, and prefented her to 
J>&k^ixon, VfhocAed, malum Ji^umt malum Jigtium * : 
A barb flies ; dbgs purfue her; uulcinea appears net. * 
Yoiir w6rfhlp is a' ftrange man, quoth Sancbo : let us 
fiippdfe now, that this 'hare is Dulcinea del Tobofo^ 
and tKefe dogs, that purfue he^, thofe wicked enchanters 
who transformed her into a country wench : fhe flies, I 
dttch her, and put her into your worihip*s hands, who 
have her in your arms, and make much of her: what 
bad flgn is this, or what ill om^n can you draw from 
hence ? The two contending boys came up to look at 
the hare, and Sancha aiked one of them, what they 
wfere quarrelling about ? And anfwer was made him, 
by him who had faid. You fhall never fee it more while 
you live; that he had taken a cage full of crickets from 
the odier boy. Which he never intended to rellore to 
him while he lived. Sane ho drew four quarter mara- 
vedid* out of his pocket, and gave it the boy for his 
cage, which he put into Don ^ixo/e's hands, and 
(aid : Behold, Sir, all your omens broken, and come 
to nothing ; and they have no more to do with our 
adventures, in my judgment, dunce as I am, than lafl 
year's clouds ; and, if 1 remember right, I have heard 
the prieft of our village fay, that good chriflians, and 
wife people, ought not to regard thefe fooleries : and 
your worfliip's own felf told me as much a few days 
ago, giving me to underftand, that all fuch chriflians,

Smmtbitm 
cmbrac^ her fitther, andaftjed, if he had k9ooght her 
any thing; for (he had been wiflimg for him^ aSpe<^ 
do for rain in May : and, ihe taking hold of hit bsk 
on one fide, and his wife taking,him by the hand on 
the other, Sancbica pulling DafpU after her, they went 
liome to their houfe, leaving Den ^ixeit in his, in 
the power of his niece and the houie-keeper, and ia 
tlie company of the prieft and the batchdor. 

Den ^ixeiii without (landing iqpon times or fea* 
fisns, in that very inflant went apart with the batchelor 
and the prieft, ami related to them, in few words, how 
lie was vanquiihed, and the obligatbn he lay under 
not to fthr from his village in a year; whidi he intend* 
cd pondnally to obferve, without tnmfgreffing a tittle^ 
as became a true knight>errant, obliged by the .Mft 
precepts of chivdry.

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^ixote having difpofed of his foul, with all the chH* 
ftiaa circaniftsmces required, coming to tke legacies, 
he faid i Z/ent, It b my will, that, in refpeA to cer- 
tain monies,, which SaucBo Panfa (whom, in fny mad- 
nefs, I made my (quire) has in his hands, there being 
between him and me Tome reckonings,, receipts and 
disburfements, he (hall not be charged with them, nor 
called to any account for theflti ; but if, after he has 
paid himfelf, there be ajiy overplus, which will be 
but very littk, it (hall be hi» own, and much good 
may k do him : and if, as, during my madne^, I was 
the occafion of procuring foe kirn the government of 
an ifland, I could, now that I am in my fenfes, pro- 
cure him that of a kingdom^ I would readily do it i 
for the fincerity of his heart, and the fidelity of hit 
dealings, deferve it : and, turning to Sancboy he faid : 
Foreive me, friend, for making you a madman, by 
permading vou to believe, as I di4 myfelf, that there 
have been formerly, and are now, kn^hts- errant in 
the world. Alas ? anfwered SancI^ fobbing, dear Sir^ 
do not die ; but take my counfel„ and live many years ; 
for the greateft madnefs a man can commit in this li£e»

We omit the lamenta* 
tions of Saifchcf the niece, and the houfe- keeper, with 
the new epitaphs upon his tomb, excepting this by 
^mmpfin Cmrrafcf.

And the fiigadous Cid Hornet^ addrefling himfelf to hit 
pen, faid : Here, O my ilender quill, whether well or 
ill cut I know not, here, fu^nded l^ this brafs wire» 
ihalt thou hang upon this fpit-rack, and live many Jong 
ages, if prefumptuous or wicked hiftorians do not 
take thee down, to profane thee. But, before they -

manner thou canft : Beware, beware, ye plagiaries ^ 
let none of you touch me f for this undertaking (god 
bleis the king) was referved for roe aloiie ■. For me 
akme was Don ^ix§ti born, and I for him : he knew 
how to a£l, and I how to write r we were deftined for 
each other, maugre and in de^ite of that fcribbliog 
impoftor of 7ordefillas^ who has dared, or ihall dare. 
With his grofs and iU-cot ofhrich quiJl, to defcribe the 
exploits of my valorous knight ; a burden too weig)>ty 
for his ihonlden, and an undertaking above his cold 
and firozen genius. And warn him, if perchance he. 
falls in thy way, to fuffer the weaned and now moulde* 
ring bones of Don fixate to repofe in the grave ; nor 
endeavour, in contradi^on to all the ancient ofages 
and cuftoms of death, to carry him into OldCapky^ 
making him rife out of the vault in which he reallj and* 
tnOy-lies at full length, totally unable to attempt a third'
